Rabies clinic 
to be held 

The Winchester Board of Health 
will hold a rabies vaccine clinic on 
March 13,2to-4 p.m., at the DPW gar¬ 
age on Lake Street The snow date 
will be March 27. The fee will be $5. 
Recognizing cats as a major trans¬ 
mission route of rabies virus from 
raccoons to people, the Massa¬ 
chusetts Legislature recently 
enacted a law requiring vaccination 
of cats against rabies annually. The 
board encourages all residents of the 
town who own cats to have them vac¬ 
cinated immediately in order to pro¬ 
tect themselves and their neighbors. 

The Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals has 
made available to the Board of 
Health disposable cat carriers for 
the clinic.

In a surprise move several select¬ 
men proposed and others defeated 
placing a debt exclusion override 
question on the March ballot. 

With a 3-2 vote against, the effort 
was defeated by Selectmen Peter 
VanAken, Thomas Schmitt and Ger¬ 
ard Polcari. Selectman Stephen Pow¬ 
ers proposed the question saying it 
would fUnd the $435,000 debt from 
the North East Solid Waste Commit¬ 
tee arbitration award and make it a 
deductible expense for residents. A 
concern, he says, many residents 
have expressed. 

A debt exclusion override would 
raise money for the town outside 
Proposition 2 Vi, but only until the 
debt is retired. 

“My motion is (since) we have an 
election in March, why don’t we have 
an override question,” asked Powers 
at the March 1 meeting of the board. 
Such a motion would require a 4-1 
vote in favor, according to Selectmen 
Chairman Thomas Schmitt. 

“It would seem at some point that 
we would have to deal with that 


$435,000 arbitration award,” added 
Powers. “If we don’t put on a debt 
exclusion question and we do not 
have some kind of override; there 
will be a serious impact on the town 
budget” 

Seleetmen Peter VanAken and 
Gerard Polcari were not in favor, 
however. 

“I feel I can't support the motion at 
this time,” said Polcari. Polcari said 
the issue was not timed appropriate¬ 
ly relative to the budget process. 

“Even though the town manager 
submitted a balanced budget, the 
Finance Committee is still working 
on the document.” Polcari pointed 
out that tipping fees will be voted in 
the next few weeks therefore chang¬ 
ing the amount needed in an 
override. 

VanAken said that while the idea 
had his general philosophical 
approval, “I think the timing is 
wrong.” He added that one recurring 
problem that should be addressed 
was that trash disposal does not pay 
for itself under an “enterprise” sys¬ 
tem. He also recommended the

Super search ends with Fitzgerald on top

The long, contentious, and, at 
times, odd search for a new superin¬ 
tendent for the Winchester school 
system has ended with the appoint¬ 
ment of Robert Fitzgerald. 

At their March 2 meeting. School 
Committee members voted 3-1 with 


one abstention to make Fitzgerald 
the new superintendent. Fitzgerald 
had been the acting superintendent 
since the resignation of Charles Mit- 
sakos on Sept 4. 

Fitzgerald’s decision to accept the 
position came three weeks after he 
declined an offer by the School Com¬ 
mittee for an interview for the posi¬ 
tion. Fitzgerald said at that time he 


felt the decision to interview him was 
not part of the process started by the 
appointed Search Committee. 

Fitzgerald changed his mind at the 
March 2 meeting, saying that a new 
process for choosing a superinten¬ 
dent was beginning, and the School 
Committee had many options, one of 
which was to hire him as superinten¬ 
dent Fitzgerald also said that he felt 


his name would have been for¬ 
warded to the committee for an inter¬ 
view by a professional consultant 
anyway. 

“There are some people. I’m sure, 
who feel very confrised and will say, 
‘didn’t yqu withdraw?’... That is 
true, but I hope you understand the 
condition under which I withdrew,” 
said Fitzgerald. 


Although Fitzgerald may have 
changed his mind on the superinten¬ 
dency, the committee members had 
not changed their stands since the 
Feb. 9 meeting, when they also split 
3-2.

Forty Lynch Elementary School 
neighbors packed the selectmen’s 
chambers to contest the Winchester 
Fields Committee’s recommenda¬ 
tion to create another playfield 
behind the school. 

At a public hearing on Feb. 25, the 
committee presented its recommen¬ 
dations for the town’s playfields, 
which include an improved field 
maintenence program, field resting, 
and the creation of a Held coordina¬ 


tor to oversee the town’s fields. 

The most controversial aspect of 
the committee’s recommendations is 
a plan to convert about two-thirds of 
the well field area behind the Lynch 
School into a second playfield. That 
plan sparked an intense two-hour 
exchange with neighbors at the publ¬ 
ic hearing. 

In his presentation. Fields Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Jay Boylan said the 
new field would provide much- 
needed green space for the Lynch

As far as this year's $800,000 projected gap, it’s still 
very early in the process to know whether that would be 
the final figure. The budget has just been sent to the 
Finance Committee and Finance Committee wiii work 
through it and then it will go to the selectmen and the 
School Committee. And then we’ll know how much they 
really do need. And we'll also have a belter feel at that 
lime as to what the income has been. If a lot of money 
has come in, perhaps recertification of a small amount 
would make sense. I do not favor recertification of free 
cash. Frankly, I think free cash is a misnomer, it's not 
really free. As you know it’s money that had not been 
collected in the previous year, and it's certified by 
Town Meeting to be spent in the next year’s budget. 11 
we recertliy now then the money's not going to be there 
the next budget year the town votes on. Then we're 
spending next year’s money now. To answer the 
question on long-term increases in revenue requires 
looking at different frinding techniques.

I would say we should try to maintain spending 
levels. If we have a $1.2 million increase in revenues 
coming in, we should try to work within that frame and 
not spend $2 million (which includes $800,000 pro¬ 
jected shortfall). However, I think looking at the num¬ 
bers that $800,000 shortfall is going to come in con¬ 
siderably lower. Some of the revenue projections are 
built on a conservative figure. Generally, in concept. 
I'm not in favor of recertiiying free cash. However, il 
after looking at the numbers, if they know tax payments 
would be coming in, possibly a small amount could be 
recertified. 

1 wouldn’t favor expanding any departments. I don’t 
have that particular list in front of me, but if its increas¬ 
ing personnel within the system 1 would not be in favor 
of that until we have a long-term revenue source. If we 
get increased state aid in a decent amount that could 
sustain additional personnel, but generally even that,

For the Tirst time in Winchester, 
members of the community held a 
biack history month celebration with 
African food, literature, and songs. 

Those attending the celebration, 
sponsored by the African Resource 
Institute, were treated to African 
music and dance, a poetry reading, 
and foods from aii over the country. 
Just over 100 residents took part in 
the observance of black history 
month at the high school auditorium. 

■ The keynote speaker for the even¬ 
ing was Dr. Hardy Tilman. Tilman, a 
Winchester psychologist who has 
worked as a community member of 
the NAACP, used Martin Luther 
King’s “I have a dream” speech as 
the basis for his speech advocating 
cooperation between peopie of diffe¬ 
rent colors in order to prevent 
racism. 

Tilman cailed on the diverse mem¬ 
bers of the community — black, 
white, Irish, Itaiian, Indian, Christ¬ 
ian, Jewish — to "appreciate the 
diversity we bring to one another.” 

Tiiman said peopie have to go bey¬ 
ond simpie civility and work to buiid 
relationships and intimacy with 
those who are different from them. 

“It is through those relationships 
that we’re going to unlearn ste¬ 
reotypes,” said Tilman. "I believe 
the real intimacy begins when I come 
to your door and you come to my 
door.” 

Tilman says that King’s dream of 
the children of slave owners and 
slaves sitting down at the table 
together has not been hilly realized, 
hut he said this only means we 
'Should step up the battle for racial 
harmony. 

"(Am DIdealistic? Yes, but this 
country was built on idealism,” said 
Tilman. “It requires work. It 
'requires commitment. It requires 
action.” 

Tilman added that the church and

faith in God were key ingredients in 
the struggle against the prejudice 
that separate races. Citing a quota¬ 
tion from the book of Isaiah, he said 
that God’s dream was the same as 
King’s dream. 

The highlight of the two-hour prog¬ 
ram was the African dance and mus¬ 
ic. Performers included Patrick 
Lacroix of The Haitian American 
Theatre, the Art of Black Dance, and 
the Persuaded Ensemble who played 
contemporary gospel music. Three 
siblings, Fatou, Ndiaye and Marikiba 
Kouyate, played two songs using a 
Kora, a 24-string African instrument. 

The audience also joined in, sing¬ 
ing Lilt Every Voice and Sing, led by 
high school student Chris McAdoo 
and his mother, Charlene. 

There was also poetry readings 
about black history. Dr. Ifeanyi 
Menkiti, a philosophy teacher at Wel¬ 
lesley College, read two poems he 
had written. He also read a passage 
from Robert Hayden’s “Meadow 
Passage”. 

Before the program began, atten¬ 
dees were treated to some new eat¬ 
ing experiences, sampling from 
foods from all over the world. There 
was food from India, Nigeria, Leba¬ 
non, Japan, South America, and 
Puerto Rico. 

There were also books on sale 
about the history of the black people, 
including books on racism, Africa, 
and black leaders Martin Luther 
King and Malcolm X. 

The Post Office had stamps com¬ 
memorating black historV month. 
Twenty-six black Americans, includ¬ 
ing Jackie Robinson, W.E. DuBois, 
Sojourner Truth, and Ralph Bunche, 
have been honored with a U.S. post¬ 
age stamp.

Fraudulent and 
misleading advertising 

A publication of the Social 
Security Administration warns 
seniors that countless consumers 
nationwide are victimized by mis¬ 
leading advertisers who use social 
security or medicare to entice the 
public. Often, these companies offer 
social security services for a fee even 
though the same services are avail¬ 
able directly from social security 
free of charge. These services 
include obtaining: a revised social 
security card to show a bride’s mar¬ 
ried name; a social security card to 
replace a lost card; a Personal Earn¬ 
ings and Benefit Estimate Statement 
(PEBES); a social security number 
for a child or a newborn baby. 

Other marketers suggest that 
social security is in dire financial 
shape, and that people risk losing 
their social security or medicare 
benefits unless they send a contribu¬ 
tion or membership fee to the adver¬ 
tiser. These marketing practices 
clearly are misleading and deceiving 
our senior population. 

What has been done to combat mis¬ 
leading advertising? There are two 
laws that deal specifically with mis¬ 
leading advertising: Section 1140 of 
the Social Security Act prohibits 
non-government entities from using 
words that seemingly represent 
Social Security or the Health Care 
Financing Administration, the agen¬ 
cy that runs medicare, or emblem 
that suggest a government affiliation. 

Also, the Deceptive Mailings Pre¬ 
vention Act gives the postal service 
specific power to stop delivery of a 
mail solicitation that may reasonably 
mislead the public to believe it com-

Committee works to keep water costs down

A town water study committee is 
recommending the town consider a 
scaled-down version for the federal¬ 
ly mandated water filtration plant, 
scheduled to be implemented over 
the next few years. 

At a meeting with representatives 
of Weston & Sampson, members of 
the Water System Review Committee 
suggested that the engineering com¬ 
pany look at several options to lower 
the cost of the plant, which may cost 
as much as $7 million. 

The 10-member Water Systems 
Review Committee was formed by 
Fall Town Meeting to, in part, exa¬ 
mine the treatment plant design and 
report back to Town Meeting. 
Although no one has been hired to 
implement the plant, Weston & 
Sampson has prepared a report on 
the nitration plant for the Board of 
Selectmen. 

John Shawcross, vice-chairman of 
the water committee, said Weston & 
Sampson should consider installing 
one unit at the plant, instead of the 
three half-million gallons a day unit 
proposed. 

Shawcross said there might not be 
a need for the other two as back-up 
units because the town could use the 
Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority water in an emergency if 
their plant failed. 

"Our feeling is maybe Winchester 
should look into a less complicated 
installation,” said Shawcross. 

The west side of town is currently 
being served by MWRA water from 
Arlington. The east side and middle 
low areas are served by the north, 
middle, and south reservoirs. 

The committee is also looking for a 
way to keep personnel costs down for 
the monitoring of the plant. Weston & 
Sampson has suggested a continuous 
monitoring of the plant. Alan Silbo- 
vitz of Weston & Sampson said the 
Department of Environmental Pro¬ 
tection has strict policies on man¬ 
ning treatment plants. 


Shawcross said he would like to 
see an auto-equipped plant that 
would only have to be cheeked Inter¬ 
mittently. Selectman Gerard Polcari, 
who was in attendance at the March 1 
meeting, suggested that the plant be 
monitored through computers from 
the Lake Street site. 


In addition to the personnel 
budget, an extra employee at the 
plant would also require the con¬ 
struction of a lavatory and 
lockerrooms. 

Committee members suggested 
that the plant could be built cheaper 
that the one proposed. Shawcross

said that the plant was out of public 
site so that aesthetically the plant 
could be down-scaled by simplifying 
the architectural detail. 

Bill Gagne of Weston & Sampson 
said that the quality of the plant 
could suffer. "We’ve been under the 
assumption that the town wants a 
higher quality of plant," said Gagne. 
“You're not Just talking about a dol- 


tar savings there's a quality 
difference." 

Shawcross said he was seeking a 
less expensive plant because the 
laws on water change so often. 

Estimated cost savings in down- 
scaling the plant varied. Shawcross 
said he would like Weston & Samp¬ 
son to look into a lesser plant and 
give some cost savings estimates.

In its March issue, Boston Maga¬ 
zine continues its love affair with 
Winchester citing the town as having 
one of the top 12 neighborhoods in 
the state. 

Boston Magazine listed the East 
Hill area of Winchester as one of the 
top neighborhoods because of its 
proximity to Boston, public transpor¬ 
tation, parks, community programs, 
and stable housing prices, even dur¬ 
ing the housing bust. The article 
attempts to determine the best real 
estate buys in the Greater Boston 
area. 

The Chamber of Commerce and 
School Committee will be pleased by 
the magazine’s assessment of 
Winchester’s stores and schools: 
‘Winchester isn’t high-pronie, like 
Wellesley and Newton, but it does 
have many of the same benefits, like 
great shopping and very good 
schools." 

The East Hill is the area around 
Highland Avenue near Main Street. 
It includes the inviting side streets 
off Highland — Madison, Jefferson, 
Allen, Everell, and Pierrepont, 
Chestnut, Lawson, and Ledyard. 

Winchester was listed among 


neighborhoods in town’s such as Wel¬ 
lesley, Newton, Brookline, Belmont, 
Lexington, and Arlington. Winches¬ 
ter had the lowest drop in home val¬ 
ues of all the communities during the 
house bust, with only a seven percent 
drop in home prices between 1989 
and 1992. The average home price 
decrease in the Greater Boston area 
was 18.1 percent during that period.

your dollar.” The magazine said it 
was looking for neighborhoods with 
houses priced under $400,000. 

The only drawback to living in 
Winchester that the magazine names 
is the "drive to Boston, although 
short, can sometimes be tough.”

Candid talk about PMS 


Losing 
weight safely 


Years ago, people rarely talked 
about Premenstrual Syndrome 
(PMS). And when they did, it usuaily 
was in jest or used to describe 
women’s irrationai behavior or 
moodiness. Today, it’s talked about 
seriously as a condition that affects 
between one-third and one-half of all 
American women between the ages 
of 20 and 50 — as many as 14 miiiion 
women. 

Though no one knows what actual- 
iy causes PMS, one thing is for sure — 
women do not need to suffer in 
silence anymore. According to 
Franklin Waddeil, M.D., a Winches¬ 
ter Hospital board-certified 
obstetrician/gynecologist located at 
Russell Hill Obstetrics and Gynecol¬ 
ogy, P.C. in Winchester, there are a 
number of things a woman can do to 
minimize the problem. 

"PMS is a whole complex of symp¬ 
toms. In addition to the physical dis¬ 
comforts of breast tenderness and 
cramps, most patients experience 
emotional irritability or depression 
and abdominal bloating. Patients 
may have some, or all, of these symp¬ 
toms which can fluctuate in frequen¬ 
cy and occurrence over the course of 
several years,’’ explains Waddell. 

He notes that rather than trying to 
do what he calls “shotgun therapy” 
— treating every PMS symptom all of 
the time — he believes it’s better to 
determine one or two of the most 
severe symptoms and eliminate them 
using a treatment regimen. Thus, the 
remaining symptoms seem inconse¬ 
quential to the patient 

"I ask my patients to record their 
PMS symptoms and the severity of 
the symptoms every day. This is done 
over three months, so I can get an 
idea of what the symptoms are, when 
they occur and their severity,” notes 
Waddell. 

Though each symptom may require 
separate attention or treatment — 
such as taking Ibuprofen for painful 
contractions or cramping — there 
are some general ways women can 
reduce PMS distress. Waddell sug¬ 
gests certain nutritional changes

such as eliminating caffeine, choco¬ 
late and alcoholic beverages and cut¬ 
ting down on salt to reduce bloating. 
He also advises keeping to a high- 
carbohydrate, low-protein diet and 
eating plenty of fresh fruits and 
vegetables. 

“Certain supplemental vitamins 
and minerals, such as zinc, magne¬ 
sium and vitamin B6, have also been 
found to help alleviate some of the 
symptoms of PMS,” notes Dr. Wad¬ 
dell who adds, “It’s also important 
that women get enough calcium.” 
(The USDA recommends a daily cal¬ 
cium intake of 800 milligrams, about 
three cups of skim milk.) 

According to Waddell, exercise is 
also a very important way to relieve 
both physiological and psychological 
PMS symptoms. Regular aerobic 
exercise, such as jogging and bicy¬ 
cling, seems to help reduce breast 
soreness and fluid retention. Also, 
since exercise enables the body to 
discharge adrenaline, it can take the 
edge off stress that can add to anxiety 
and depression. 

Before treating symptoms on your 
own, Waddell advises women to con¬ 
sult their physician to rule out any 
other disorders.

What took so long? 

B arring the unforeseen — a phrase we hesitate to use 
here, but must — construction of a new Boston Gar¬ 
den will begin sometime this summer. Thus will end 
decades of frustration for both sports fans and every¬ 
one else who recognizes the tremendous value of this 
facility to the regional economy. 

There should be dancing in the streets. 

Rarely, however, has such good news seemed so unsatisfying 
Much of the jubilation Massachusetts should be experiencing 
right now has been blunted by two months of meddlesome and 
maddening actions by our state Legislature. Under the guise 
of‘protecting taxpayer interests,” Senate President William Bul¬ 
ger, House Speaker Charles Flaherty, House Ways and Means- 
Chairman Thomas Finneran and a host of their less visible co¬ 
horts came perilously close to scuttling this project altogether. 
Fortunately, common sense and cooler heads prevailed. 
Assuming all goes according to plan, the new Garden should 
open in September 1995. It may take that long to repair the 
damage done to Massachusetts’ reputation as a place to do busi¬ 
ness. The story of our Legislature’s obstructionist dealings with 
the Garden developers has garnered nationwide publicity, a 
fresh black eye the Bay State could well have done without 
’There are individuals deserving of credit for finally bringing 
this deal to fruition: Garden developer Jeremy Jacobs, who swal¬ 
lowed a mountain of guff to get this done; Gov. William Weld, 
who from the get-go recognized the public’s real interests here; 
and, if Boston newspaper accounts are accurate. Rev. J. Donald 
Monan, president of Boston College, who stepped forward as a 
mediator when it appeared the Legislature had managed to kill 
the deal. 

The most critical impetus toward resolution, however, came 
from another source: a Massachusetts jxipulace fed up with see¬ 
ing political gamesmanship stand between them and the myriad 
benefits offered by a new Garden. It’s clear that the legislative 
leadership misjudged the depth of the public’s anger on this one. 

Time will tell whether anyone will pay a political price for that 
misjudgment 

Putting aside all the political shenanigans, there is every rea¬ 
son for Massachusetts residents to be pleased with the Garden 
plaa The state is getting a privately financed $160-million sports 
arena for the Celtics, Bruins and special events, in exchange for 
a modest package of concessions. 

This is more or less the same deal blocked by Bulger two 
months ago, despite ffie Senate president’s claims to the 
contrary. 

Give Bulger his due, however — the man does have gall. While 
smiling for the ’TV cameras and newspaper photographers 
Thursday, Bulger had the audacity to offer this lame assessment: 
“I think it should be recognized that this is a process that has 
worked.” 

Nonsense. 

This is a process that wasn’t allowed to fail — no thanks to 
Statehouse leadership.

The summer of 1920 was moment¬ 
ous in the acceptance of Women's 
Suffrage by the electorate — but 
Winchester carried that one step 
further. 

On April 30,1920, George H. Carter, 
Winchester's town clerk since 1899, 
passed away — and in an unprece¬ 
dented move town councilman Ralph 
Joslin drafted House Bill No. 1720, 
the now famous "The Town Clerk of 
Winchester may be a woman.” The 
Acts of 1920 — Chapter 503 passed 
handily. 

“That woman" was of course 
Mable W. Stinson — assistant town 
clerk since 1907 — and the legisla¬ 
tion gave her the distinction of 
becoming the first woman town clerk 
in Massachusetts. 

She served Winchester with great 
loyalty and intelligence for over 30 
years — and in an odd quirk of fate, 
the old Stinson house on Myrtle 
Street is now the home of present 
town clerk, Carolyn Ward. 

The advent of suffrage saw the list 
of registered voters in town double 
from 2,200 to 4,400 with the result 
that former voting accommodations 
became obsolete. 

For the November 1920 election, 
selectmen divided voters alphabeti¬ 


cally into two lines as they entered 
Town Hall toward two sets of voting 
booths and two ballot boxes. 

It was noted that eight persons on 
each side could be admitted past the 
guard rail each minute, and that in 
no instance did any voter have to 
wait in line more than four minutes. 

That November election saw 90 
percent of all registered voters visit 
the polls — more than double the 
number of those who had overturned 
out for a town election. 

At that juncture of political 
change, the fliture of Town Hall itself 
was being seriously considered. A 
committee had been set up to exa¬ 
mine the building with a view to its 
reuse in the event a new "memorial 
municipal building" were erected. 

Selectmen recommended a new 
heating system for the building and a 
new floor in the auditorium. Beyond 
that, until impending changes in 
town government were ascertained, 
they cautioned against any more 
extensive work on the 33-year-old 
structure. 

Locally the winter of 1919-1920 was 
a bad one and highway Superinten¬ 
dent T. Parker Clarke and his crew 
had one tough job to cope with the 
severe blizzards of that season. 

Total number of men to combat the

My boy Michael 
starts with a single tremor and esca¬ 
lates to a version of a Grand Mai 
someone fed-the-dog-Drano-again- 
type seizures in 60 seconds flat He 
sometimes puts one of my slinky slips 
on over his clothes, and, running his 
hands languidly up and down his 
skinny flanks, does Marilyn Monroe 
doing “Happy Birthday Mr. Presi¬ 
dent” to the mischievous JFK, Madi¬ 
son Square Garden, 1962. 

They don’t mind chaos; they thrive 
on it, in fact. The other morning 
there was a loud crash in the bath¬ 
room, followed by the sound of a 
struggle. When Michael came out, his 
shirt, his pants and even his shoes 
were covered with large blobs of 
toothpaste foam. “There was a small 
explosion in the toothbrushing 
area," he said with a happy smile. 

Boys have a ftinny idea of what it’s 
OK to do. Mine stuck a bright-colored 
bead up his nose onee that took three 
hours and the intervention of hospi¬ 
tal personnel to get out. Why? 
Because it looked like it would fit At 
the Emergency Room, I met a mother 
whose little boy had stuffed an entire 
supper of hot dogs and beans up his. 
“Worst thing I ever saw in my life,” 
said the shaken woman. 

Boys play together in odd ways: by 
jumping off the garage roof; by 
inventing a game called Capture the 
Cow’s Penis, with appropriately- 
shaped specimens of the silk veget¬ 
ables I keep in a blue bowl on the 
kitchen table as part of what I 
thought was a charming display. (I’m 
not making this up; a girl could never 
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make something like this up.) 

Boys don’t have that much respect 
for dignity. I was making dinner in 
the kitchen last nighL when I sud¬ 
denly realized someone was behind 
me, throwing punches at my innocent 
backside while humming the theme 
to “Rocky" in a riff on the famous 
boxing-with-a-side-of-beef scene. 
You can guess who that someone 
was. 

Boys like jokes and pranks, whoo¬ 
pee cushion and fake plastic puddles 
of throw-up. 

Three weeks ago, some of us grow¬ 
nups took a bunch of 8th graders on a 
church retreat When the smoke of 
packing cleared in the church park¬ 
ing lot, I ended up with the van flill of 
boys. In the course of our four-hour 
drive, I learned, if I'd had any doubt 
of it before, that boys 14 aren’t that 
different from boys 8. 

I’ve had these guys in Sunday 
school since they were little. They’d 
always come to class bristling with 
joke-shop items: joy buzzers, disap¬ 
pearing quarters, mysterious elec¬ 
tronic gadgets that made the lights 
flicker and dim. It hasn’t changed. 


They got in the car and in about five 
minutes had set up speakers on the 
dashboard, hooked up a portable CD 
player to the cigarette lighter and got 
it to play out of the stunned open 
mouth of my low-budget tape deck. I 
told them to be carefUl of our sliding 
rear door, as it has a history of open¬ 
ing too far and falling off. They 
opened it Just for iUn as we did 60 on 
the highway. On the way home, one of 
them had to go the bathroom; we 
were miles from any rest stop. His 
sympathetic pals sang every song 
they could think of featuring water 
themes, while pouring leftover cola 
from one large paper cup to another. 
But it was a swell trip and we talked 
the whole way. They were impressed 
by descriptions ofMichael’s fake sei¬ 
zures, which, by the way, I am learn¬ 
ing to do too, though they scramble 
my brains like an egg. 

And speaking of eggs, check this 
out: it happened the other night 

I need a hard-boiled egg for a 
recipe. I take one out of the fridge, 
think "hmmmmmmm,” pop it In the 
microwave and go on chopping veg¬ 
gies. In about two minutes, there’s a 
sound like a pistol shot — BLAM! I 
scream and throw my knife in the air. 
Everyone comes running. It’s an 
amazing sight: bits of shell, rags of— 
well, protoplasm, you might say — 
glued to the ceiling, the walls, even 
the windowed door of the micro- 
wave. Michael thinks it’s excellent 
So do I. So even do his two older 
sisters. 

The only one who doesn’t is the 
dad, who is not yet used to the spirit 
of fun around here. He shakes his 
head disapprovingly and goes back to 
the living room. We just smile 
though. Tonight we shortsheet his 
bed.

Young and old alike, worked 
side by side on the beach, and we 
made terrific progress.

Reader calls attention 
to plight of Armenia 

To the editor; 

While the world is focusing its 
attention on Serbia, Bosnia and Her¬ 
zegovina, Armenia, the first nation to 
adopt Christianity (301 AD) is being 
destroyed. This destruction is a 
result of the ruthless blockade, now 
in its fifth year, imposed by its neigh¬ 
bor Azerbaijan. These are the same 
Armenians who painfiilly remember 
April 24,1915 as the beginning of the 


first genocide in the 20th century 
perpetrated by the Ottoman Empire 
which massacred 1.5 million inno¬ 
cent Armenian civilians. 

Owing to the blockade and a bitter 
winter, people are now freezing to 
death in their unheated apartments. 
Pipes have burst, water is contami¬ 
nated and there is starvation. There 
is now even a threat of a melt down 
in the nuclear energy power plant 
because it lacks energy to cool it 
down. 

Armenia is land locked in the 
Caucasian mountains with a popula¬ 
tion of 3.5 million people, 1 million 
of which are without permanent 
homes. There is a serious problem in 
the capital, Yerevan, to shelter all of 
the homeless people due to the 
earthquake in 1988 that took at least 
25,000 lives, the thousands of depor¬ 
tations from Azerbaijan and the 
blockade. 

“Operation Winter Rescue” 
(OWR) is now in effect Logistics for 
OWR will be managed by the Fund 
for Democracy and Development, 
with financing from the U.S. Govern¬ 
ment The U.S. Government has pro¬ 
vided three ships to transport the 
aid with departures on Feb. 10,

As the School Committee 
reviews the school schedule for 
the 1993-94 school year, it 
appears the committee is willing 
to take major steps to increase 
the amount of time children 
spend in the classroom. Some 
members, led by Chairman Mark 
Lombardi, are looking to cut 
down ^e number of early 
releas^ days offered by the 
School Department. Other mem¬ 
bers are discussing lengthening 
the school year or eliminating 
one of the week-long vacations. 
Member Edward O’Connell, who 
along with member Constance 
Makhoul wants the committee to 
consider eliminating a vacation, 
said next year’s school schedule 
may be a little too early to do 
that, but he added, “I think it’s 
an idea whose time has come, 
and I think we should give it 
some serious consideration.” 
Makhoul suggested that one of 
the parent organizations poll 
parents to find out how they feel 
about having Just a vacation in 
March. 


The already complex issue of 
the Lynch well field may become 
more entangled as the School 
Committee considers whether 
they want to become involved in 
the project. Some committee 
members suggested they could 
act as a broker between diffe¬ 
rent factions that are having 
some disagreements over the 
renovation of the field. Howev¬ 
er, committee member James 
Evans, for one, said, "I would 
not like to see the School Com¬ 
mittee get into the middle of this 
one.” 


School Committee member 
Constance Makhoul blasted the 
selectmen for not putting a debt 
exclusion override on the March 
30 ballot to pay for the NESWC 
settlement Makhoul said the 
selectmen will now have to raise 
fees, which are not tax deducti¬ 
ble, or lay off town personnel. 
Makhoul said she was insulted 
that some selectmen said the 
issue was too complex for resi¬ 
dents to grasp in such a short 
time. “I find that personally 
offensive... We’re not all stu¬ 
pid," said Makhoul. She also 
derided their suggest that they 
could hold an override election 
at a later date. “I don’t under¬ 
stand why... we would want to 
spend $10,000 for a special elec¬ 
tion shortly after the regular 
election.” Finally, Makhoul sug¬ 
gested that the whole decision 
was political. "Frankly, I’d like 
to know what the real motiva¬ 
tions are here.”

di, the three who voted to appoint 
Fitzgerald, maintained that Fitzger¬ 
ald was qualilled and had done a 
good job as acting superintendent 

“I was very disappointed that the 
Search Committee did not forward 
Mr. Fitzgerald,” said Makhoul. "Mr. 
Fitzgerald is every bit as qualified as 
the candidates brought before us." 

Those members also said the 
School Committee should look more 
favorably on in-house candidates. 
They said the School Department 
was in a ruinous trend of not promot¬ 
ing within the system, causing many 
good employees to leave. 

'T've always fought for qualified, 
competent, successful in-house can¬ 
didates, and I'm not going to stop 
now,” said Makhoul. 

A Search Committee had investi¬ 
gated 56 potential candidates for 
superintendent and forwarded two 
to the School Committee. The two 
candidates both withdrew from con¬ 
tention before the School Committee 
could select one. Fitzgerald had 
applied for the position, but was not 
forwarded by the Search Committee. 

Members Jerilyn Heinold, who 
opposed the appointment, and James 
Evans, who abstained from voting, 
said appointing Fitzgerald was cir¬ 
cumventing the process and ignoring 
public input 

For the first time, one committee 
member, Heinold, publicly said that 
she did not feel that Fitzgerald was 
qualified to take the position. 

“Last year when we had financial 
budget difficulties, Mr. Fitzgerald's 
title was director of budget Lastyear 
when after deciding about redistrict¬ 
ing, we found that we had problems 
with the numbers; what we heard 
was that these numbers came from 
Mr. Fitzgerald,” said Heinold. 


The budget shortfall and the redis¬ 
tricting numbers were the two main 
reasons why Mitsakos resigned from 
the school system. 

The majority of the residents at the 
meeting were upset with the decision 
to hire Fitzgerald. They said the 
public was being shut out, and they 
became upset when Lombardi said 
he would not allow any comments 
when the superintendent agenda 
item came up. 

"This is about... whether or not 
you are going to usurp your responsi¬ 
bility as an elected public represen¬ 
tative to disregard the input from the 
people for whom you should be rep¬ 
resenting and bypass that input in an 
attempt to simply ftilfill your own 
agenda,” said parent Priscilla 
MePhee, echoing comments made by 
others. 

Lombardi called the comment 
“ridiculous” and said that, as chair¬ 
man, he has offered more public 
input than any other board in town. 
He said he did not want an open and 
public discussion about the qualifi¬ 
cations of a single candidate, 
Fitzgerald. 

Other committee members said 
they receive public input wherever 
they go in town, much in support of 
Fitzgeraid, and said the many who 
spoke out against Fitzgerald at the 
committee meeting were part of a 
vocal minority. 

The committee also fought over 
how and when the decision to hire 
Fitzgeraid came about. Heinold and 
Evans contend that at the Feb. 9 and 
March 2 meetings they were given 
little or no time to react to the move 
to appoint Fitzgeraid. 

Heinold said she spoke to Fitzger¬ 
ald the day of the March 2 meeting on 
an educational subject when the top¬ 
ic came up. “He said to me, 'Have you 
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spoken to Mark lately?’ and I said, 
‘No, I haven't’ and he said, ‘Oh, no,'” 
said Heinold. She said Lombardi 
called shortly after and told her, "We 
have the votes. We’re going to do It 
And it is done." 

"I felt like I didn't have any role on 
this committee whatsoever,” said 
Heinold. 

Lombardi said he tried to talk to all 
the committee members, but it was 
not always possible. He added that 
he felt that committee members took 
what he felt were confidential con¬ 
versations and announced them to 
the public. He said committee mem¬ 
bers would suggest members of the 
community lobby him at his home. 

“People wonder how come no one 
runs for elected office in this 
town... It's just not worth it... The 
community feels obliged to chastise 
and abuse... I just don't understand 
why as a community people do this to 
elected officials, like this is a big 
treat being up here,” said Lombardi. 

Fitzgerald, who appeared emo¬ 
tionless during what must have been 
an uncomfortable debate, said one of 
his first jobs as superintendent will 
be to heal the wound infiicted by the 
contentious search for a new 
superintendent 

“I don’t want to see this community 
divided... I think I can bring unity to 
this school district... I know I don't 
have the support of everyone... but I 
have a lot to offer, and I'll do my 
damndest if I am elected to get those 
who have doubts to come around an 
say, ‘hey this a good decision.”'

impact on the individual resident be 
explored fiilly. 

“This type of override question is 
what an override is designed for,” 
said Selectman William O’Leary. 
“We have had a one-time unex¬ 
pected expense.” O'Leary made a 
plea for the board to place the ques¬ 
tion on the ballot and acknowledged 
that more “issues requiring over¬ 
rides” would be coming up in the 
next few months. 

At issue is fiindlng payment of a 
settlement by the 23 members of 
NESWC told by an arbitrator in 
November to pay MRI, a waste man¬ 
agement company, an additional $7 
million. At the Jan. 12 meeting 
Winchester officials had attempted 
to get the NESWC advisory board to 
reconsider the formula used in 
determining the amount to be paid. 
Winchester lost by a vote of 22-1 
against and now must ante up. 

“Maybe we could hit a single... and 
vote to give the town more fiexibili- 
ty,” said O’Leary. “We are not asking 
for a general override, or to put this 
into the tax rolls permanently, we’re 
asking for a 7-year override,” he said 
in asking other members of the board 
to reconsider. 

“We would like the board to sup¬ 
port a debt exclusion override for the 
$435,000. It requires four votes, I 
think it’s in the best interest of the 
town to do so,” said O’Leary. 

Selectmen Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt offered no comment on the 
question. 
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in a variety of ways whether ft be 
direct services to people or 
community-wide services.

course, brings in the issue ofwhethcr 
or not there should be an override. 
That’s a question that we really don't 
have before us at this time. But I 
think if the town were to consider an 
override sometime in the ftiture, if it 
were to be put on the ballot for the 
town to decide, then it should be 
done as a form of financing, as an 
alternative way of raising money. 
Since an override is a form of financ¬ 
ing which allows the taxpayer to 
deduct from their state and federal 
income taxes, it allows the state and 
federal government to share in fund¬ 
ing some of these projects. That can 
provide aa advantage for certain 
long-term projects as a form of 
financing. That's something that all 
of the boards in town would have to 
work on. When you ask me about 
long-term sources of revenue that 
again gets back to recertification of 
cash. And we are now able to bor¬ 
row money because we have a Triple 
A bond rating. If we recertify all the 
cash and we wind up with no cash 
available that affects our bond rating 
and it becomes more expensive to 
borrow money. 

Current field committee Is slated to 
spend $26,000 to renovate the Lynch 
playfleld. Do you consider this 
money well-spent? Would you sup¬ 
port further plans for all the town's 
fields to Improve conditions? 

Well, the playing fields are some¬ 
thing the entire town benefits from. 
There is a playing field study com¬ 
mittee that has been working on this. 
One of the problems in getting any 
project through is to have neighbor¬ 
hood cooperation. There has to be 
neighborhood input into it. And I 
know that's a difficult situation with 
the Lynch neighborhood because 
they're the ones who feel the impact. 
But it appears to be a very well-spent 
$26,000. Historically the town has 
always had the Department of Public 
Works help out by using their person¬ 
nel to provide some of the labor for 
these projects and again the DPW 
will be providing some of the labor in 
this project It will bring a playing 
field or a green area closer to the 
Lynch school. I do think it is a fine 
project but I think it still needs some 


work with the neighborhood, so that 
the neighborhood feels that they've 
been heard. We really have to look to 
their concerns so that it has the least 
impact as we do it Yes, I would (sup¬ 
port further plans to upgrade the 
fields all over town). 

The Comprehensive Housing Affor¬ 
dability Strategy (CHAS) calls for the 
Involvement of outside consultants, 
some of the funding which comes 
from the Housing Fund and soma 
from outside grants. Do you agree 
with this strategy to provide afford¬ 
able housing? What should the Hous¬ 
ing Fund be used to accomplish as 
far as affordable housing? 

There's a double bind to the ques¬ 
tion. The answer is it’s always better 
to use someone else's money rather 
than using your own, yes, I favor 
using grants. The difficulty that com¬ 
es with it, of course, is that some¬ 
times you lose control or there’s too 
much interference and too much reg¬ 
ulation. I do favor it, because I do 
think there are always going to be 
regulations. The library, for exam¬ 
ple, is a case where we are going to 
have to change the different parts of 
the library to be in compliance with 
the Disabilities Act. The same could 
be true of housing. 

And I think that housing for the 
elderly is something that really 
needs to be looked at. Something that 
1 see a lot of in my law practice. I 
have a family law practice, and I deal 
with the elderly and they feel quite 
threatened; either that they’re going 
to lose their home or they're going to 
put out and they're not going to have 
any say in where they go. I think we 
need to find alternatives for them. 
And I think much of what the afford¬ 
able housing will enable us to do is 
have housing for the citizens of 
Winchester as they become less able 
to afford it The Housing Authority is 
already in place, and I think the 
Housing Authority is doing a fine job. 

1 think that when you are able to use 
grant money, in spite of the fact that 
you have this loss of local control and 
you still find you’re getting informa¬ 
tion from consultants that very valu¬ 
able. I think the more knowledge you 
have (about potential matching 
funds) the better.

School children. The existing field is 
a five minute walk through a wooded 
area and is seldom used, said Boylan. 
A new field would also allow mainte¬ 
nance work to proceed on other town 
fields, he said. 

The Capital Planning Committee 
has recommended $26,000 be spent 
to renovate the well field area. 

Twenty-five neighbors spoke about 
the proposed project, and all but a 
few opposed it 

"The universal feeling in the 
neighborhood is that this is the first 
step... to the soccer megaplex prop¬ 
osed a few years ago. I feel the soccer 
club has the idea to usurp it for pri¬ 
vate use,” said Sylvester Avenue 
resident Harry McCall, who declared 
himself “dead against it” 

Many residents referred to a 1985 
study done by Mason and Frye that 
developed a comprehensive plan for 
all playfields in the town, including a 
soccer complex at Lynch. "What is 
before you tonight is a proposal to do 
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some minor work IVom that concep¬ 
tual plan,” said Town Engineer Jake 
Ciarcia. 

Early in February, Lynch abutters 
received a leaflet from Horn Pond 
Brook Road resident Robert Dewald 
claiming there was a "proposed soc¬ 
cer complex at Lynch and the well 
field.” Dewald said he has gathered 
200 signatures on a petition opposing 
the well field development 

At the hearing, Boylan rebutted the 
claim that it would be a soccer com¬ 
plex. He emphasized the proposed 
field is a multi-purpose one and that 
the Recreation Department controls 
scheduling. 

“My concern is that it will keep 
growing and growing and growing, 
that it will have a life of its own,” said 
Jim Keefe of Sylvester Avenue. “Is 
there any mechanism to guarantee or 
limit development in the rest of the 
well field?" 

Selectman and Fields Committee 
member Jerry Polcarl said, "I have to 
talk to the town counsel about what 
kinds of restrictions can be put on.” 
Surrounded by land under the jur¬ 
isdiction of the School Committee, 
the well field area is under control of 
the Board of Selectmen. 

In inviting public comment, Boylan 
said he would limit comments to two 
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minutes with a one minute followup. 
For most speakers, the limit was dif¬ 
ficult to keep, and some expressed 
frustration with it. 

Dewald requested permission for 
an eight minute presentation using 
an overhead projector, which Boylan 
initially resisted. Near the end ofthe 
meeting, Dewald was granted the 
time, and he highlighted items in the 
Fields Committee minutes like refer¬ 
ences to a “Lynch field complex" 
which he believes indicate an alarm¬ 
ing fiiture scope to the project. 

Boylan said the committee’s five- 
year plan contains no additional 
development in the Lynch School 
area. 

“On the face of it, the plan does not 
look too bad,” said Keefe. “It’s nice 
for the kids; but I think traffic is a 
very serious concern.” 

Because so many neighbors, espe¬ 
cially those on Pond Street and 
Brantwood Road, objected to any 
additional traffic, Polcari said he 
would ask the Traffic Advisory Com¬ 
mittee to study the traffic issues and 
have the results sent to the neigh¬ 
bors. 

While studies on the quality of the 
water in the well field indicate it is 
not fit for drinking, a few residents, 
including Dewald, challenged this. 
Dewald said the water in the wells 
was the same water drunk by Woburn 
residents. 

“Would the committee ever not 
recommend this development or are 
you focusing on resolving to make 
this plan work?" asked neighbor Sal 
Rauseo. 

“This is a proposal. It’s not etched 
in stone," Boylan replied. 

The Fields Committee was formed 
by 1992 Spring Town Meeting to look 
at all the town's fields and how they 
might be improved. The committee 
will give a report to 1993 Spring 
Town Meeting.

NESWC costs) 1 probably wouldn't be 
in favor of adding even then. I think 
wo have to keep the budget lean. 
Unless somebody can really demons¬ 
trate an absolute need. I think volun- 
Icerism is pretty good as is sharing 
within departments of clerical staff 
The Town Hall has been doing that, I 
wouldreally want to look at closely to 
make sure that was being done to its 
maximum before increasing 
personnel. 

I think what we're going to have to 
do as far as where I would cut, I 
would want to do an in-depth analys¬ 
is all the departments. 1 would look 
at possibly merging some of the 
departments. That’s a possibility, 
either with clerical staff or depart¬ 
ment heads themselves through 
altrilion. If anyone was retiring, 1 
would certainly look at combining 
departments.

The Capital Planning Committee 
in the past has based its decision on 
safety criteria ofthe town. I know it 
has gone through the Capital Plan¬ 
ning process. 1 would want to really 
study the plan in depth a little more 
after the public hearing the other 
evening. 1 think the neighborhood 
raised some great concerns. The 
neighborhood should be listened to 
carefully, and the whole issue stud¬ 
ied. Do we need an expansion of 
fields? I would say for the Lynch 
children they should have green 
space closer to their building. 
Whether they need a large soccer 
field or multi-use playfield as the 
Held committee is calling it has to be 
determined. 1 don’t know if in fact 
the Lynch school community needs a 
field of that size. That's why 1 think a 
compromise position should be 
looked at with the neighborhood. We 
should have the neighborhood 
involved, work on their concerns 
about parking, and the large crowds 
being drawn by having the addilioiial 
fields there. 

1 would want to look very closely al 
the maintenance program that 
they’re laying out for the rest of the 
fields. 1 think we have not funded:it 
properly in the past or scrutinized it 
closely to maintain the existing fields 
that we do have. I would like to sec 
some green space for Lynch and peo¬ 
ple have asked me about that. Quite 
honestly I don’t have a definite deci¬ 
sion on whether I would support the 
entire multi-use field. 1 would have 
to look at the numbers, it may be pos¬ 
sible to have a smaller field for less 
money. 11 may be proved in fact that 
the small field might cost almost as 
much. 

1 recognized the need for 
(increased maintenance) of the 
fields ten years ago when the Mason 
and Frey report came out. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact 1 was kind of an adhoc 
member of that committee. Dick 
Young, the former principal of Mur- 
aco school and I weren’t happy with 
the fields at that time. We have not 
spent enough money maintaining the 
grounds on any of the fields as far as 
the maintenance goes. As far as 
$26,0001 wouldn’t have any problems 
putting that into fields.

Any¬ 
time when we can use the town engi¬ 
neer and his staff for consulting pur¬ 
poses, 1 would definitely be in favor 
of that, When you're talking about 
things that arc outside the scope of 
our departments, because of the 
expertise needed, then I would be in 
favorofspendingit, I would preferto 
have the money (from the housing 
fund) go directly for the semces of 
the clientele that’s going to be using 
it. I’m not necessarily in favor of 
using the housing ftind if we're creat¬ 
ing a position in town. I’d like to sec a 
private/public cooperation. I think 
it’s important to get the units for peo¬ 
ple to live in. 

There’s a big need for elderly hous¬ 
ing. I certainly would be in favor of 
looking at that, there’s a crying need. 
It's my understanding that they’re 
looking at Mystic School for that. 
Exactly which form of elderly hous¬ 
ing, such as congregate housing like 
al Wostley Street or Palmer Street, I 
don’t know.

Resident questions 
response to racial 
incident at school 

To the editor: 

In your Feb. 8 issue. School Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Mark Lombardi 
di.scussed an incident that occurred 
at the high school last month as 
follows: “(t)hen everyone just jumps 
into it — the press, people in town, 
who for some reason like crusades 
like that — and say it was racial," 
Well, I'm not a crusader, 1 don’t 
jump into things without delibera¬ 
tion and with a wife, four small 
children and demanding job, I don’t 


have time for petty affairs. However, 
I do believe that I know the differ¬ 
ence between right and wrong, have 
a fair sense of justice and, in my own 
way, have tried to make my world a 
better place. 

I am disturbed, bewildered and 
extremely unsettled by Mr. Lombar¬ 
di’s cavalier dismissal of a truly ugly 
incident. 

As chair of the school committee, 
Mr. Lombardi has concluded that 
last month’s incident was not racial. 
Let’s examine the facts. FACT: at 
some point before the incident, the 
juvenile involved in the alleged 
assault directed unacceptable and 
racially insulting remarks toward

minority members of the high school 
community; FACT: the day of the 
incident Principal Ritchie discussed 
the inappropriatencss of such lan¬ 
guage with the juvenile and his 
father; FACT: shortly alter that, the 
juvenile (who is white) followed a 
student (who is black) down a high 
school corridor and when the stu¬ 
dent turned to ask the juvenile why 
he was being followed, the juvenile 
allegedly pulled a water-pistol from 
his pocket an shot a mace-like sub¬ 
stance into the student’s eye; FACT: 
the juvenile was arrested and is 
charged in a criminal complaint 
with A&B DAV and with violating the 
student’s civil rights; FACT; our high 
school principal has characterized 
the incident as racial; FACT: legal 
counsel to Winchester ABC has char¬ 
acterized the incident as racial; 
FACT: students who participated in 
a high school forum the day of the 
incident believed it was racial; 
FACT: the eight ABC students who 
attend the high school (some of 
whom had past dealings with the 
juvenile) believed the incident was 
racial; FACT; the young man 
assaulted by the juvenile is certain 
that the incident was racial. 

Now 1 wasn’t there when the inci¬ 
dent occurred, but I have spoken 
personally with the victim and have 
observed firsthand his anger, 
frustration and wounded esteem. I 
wasn’t present in the hallways after 
the assault, but listened to the elo¬ 
quent anguish of eight young stu¬ 
dents (African-American, Asian and 
Hispanic-American) as they 
struggled to harness their resultant 
emotions the following evening. 

I couldn’t attend the school-wide 
assembly called in the incident’s 
wake, but I have reviewed a video 
tape which captured expressions of 
shared sorrow and concern of the 
assembled students; and I am satis¬ 
fied that the incident was racially 
motivated. As saddened and dis¬ 
turbed as I am by that opinion, I am 
even more troubled and puzzled by 
the fact that the Chair of our school 
committee has chosen to conclude 
that none of this is so. For some 
reason, he has decided to conclude, 
from what he has “heard," that the 
incident wasn’t raciaj. One has to 
wonder to whom he has been 
listening.

Resident defends 
chairman’s actions 

To the editor: 

What is leadership? Webster’s 
defines it as “the state or function of 
a leader” and a leader as “one who 
guides." Two recent letters to the 
editor questioning the leadership of 
the School Committee and its chair¬ 
man appear to disagree with the 
positions of these School Committee 
members instead. That should not be 
such a surprise. It’s that time of year 
again. Town elections are in four 
weeks and the chairman of the 
School Committee is up for re- 
election. 

Feeling very strongly that every¬ 
one should be aware of both sides of 
an issue, I offer the following facts 
on how the School Committee and its 
leadership has functioned. 

The chairman of the School Com¬ 
mittee has successftilly guided our 
schools through a botched-up redis¬ 
tricting plan that was the fault of the 
former superintendent. 

He successfiilly negotiated with 
other town boards for monies to 
cover a budget shortfall in special 
education, the knowledge of which 
was withheld from the School Com¬ 
mittee by the prior superintendent 

He was instrumental in having the 
School Committee deal with issues 
at Lynch School that had gone 
unaddressed for years. 

He almost singlehandedly led the 
detailed budget process which 
allowed the School Committee to cut 
$750,000 from the education budget 
in 1991 while at the same time hiring 
three additional teachers to cover 
increases in enrolment at the 
elementary level. 

That is an incredible accomplish¬ 
ment given the fact that Winchester 
still enjoys having five neighborhood 
elementary schools, a comprehen¬ 
sive middle school and high school, 
low pupil/teacher ratios for the most 
part, full language offerings at the 
secondary level, full art, music, and 
athletic offerings and much more. 

The School Committee led by its 
present chairman has been extreme¬ 
ly succcssfiil at keeping the educa¬ 
tion budget within acceptable para¬ 
meters during these times of fiscal 
constraint. 

Through all of this, the chairman 
of the School Committee has consis¬ 
tently gone out of his way to listen 
and consider the views of the others, 
the general public and staff alike. He 
has brought open discussion with 
the audience back to School Com¬ 
mittee meetings. 

These are just some examples, and 
they arc all facts, not political hype.

1. West, Wellington P. Burtnett, Way 
ne Cowles, Mary Dowling McGrath, 
Laurence and Maribel Owen and 
Robert Bigelow were selected for 
induction at the Hall ofFame Dinner 
to be held at the Burlington Marriott 
on May 13. The committee is plan¬ 
ning a tribute to each inductee, as 
well as to the 1993 WHS seniors ath 
letes, and promises that the program 
will be more condensed than in past 
years. Tickets will be available in 
mid-March by calling Sam Rotondi al 
721-2525, Jane d’Entremont at 
729-6460 or Marti Hood at 729-8635. 

• Andrew F. Lentine graduated from 
WHS in 1934. He earned three varsity 
letters in football and basketball and 
two in baseball. His honors came as 
result of his football prowess. He was 
captain of the team his senior year, 
when he earned Boston Globe All- 
Scholastic honors and was selected 
as captain of the All-Scholastic team. 
Lentine was also All-Middlesex 
League for three years. 

In 1935, he entered Boston College 
on a football scholarship, and he con¬ 
tributed to the beginning of "big- 
time” football at BC. Alter serving in 
the Navy during World War II, he 
earned a master’s degree from Tufts 
University and became a head foot¬ 
ball and basketball coach in Wester¬ 
ly, R.l. From 1949-57, Lentine served 
as a coach with Henry Knowlton al 
WHS, at Rindge Tech in Cambridge, 
and as the head coach at Malden 
Catholic, where his team won the 


Class B State Championship in 1954. 
Lentine lives in Medford. 

• William 1. West, another football 
player, graduated in 1943. He is the 
only WHS football player to be cho¬ 
sen as an All-Scholastic by all four 
Boston newspapers — the Boston 
Globe, the Boston Herald, the Post 
and the Traveler. These honors came 
after the 1942 team he captained won 
the Class C State Championship. 
West was the star halfback. He also 
played baseball and basketball at 
WHS. 

West went on to play college foot¬ 
ball, for one year at Dartmouth Col¬ 
lege and for three years at West 
Point. At West Point, he was on the 
1945 undefeated national champion¬ 
ship team. In 1946, West played in 
what was known as "The Game of the 
Century” when West Point and Notre 
Dame played to a scoreless tie. West 
served in the Army until 1959 when 
he began a career as a teacher, admi¬ 
nistrator and coach in prep schools 
in Massachusetts, Minnesota and 
Arizona. Since 1976, he has held vari¬ 
ous executive positions in business. 
West retired in 1991 and lives in Ply¬ 
mouth, Minn. 

• Wellington P. Burtnett, known as 
“Wimpy,” graduated in 1949 and dis¬ 
tinguished himself in three sporls al 
WHS — football, tennis and hockey, 
tn fact, Burtnett was one of the first 
hockey players at WHS, and played 
when the team was still in the club 
stage. As captain, Burtnett and his 
teammates took the team to scholas¬ 
tic competition and beeame the 
pacesetters for successful hockey 
squads to follow. 

He went on to play hockey at Bos¬ 
ton College, where he was team cap¬ 
tain, All-East and All-American his 
senior year. He received the Boston 


Radio Men’s College Hockey Award 
for outstanding sportsmanship in 
1953. After serving in the Korean 
War, Burtnett was selected to play on 
the 1956 US Olympic Team that 
brought home a silver medal. Burt¬ 
nett still lives in Winchester. 

• Wayne Cowles, Class of 1955, was 
another hockey star. As captain of 
the hockey team his senior year, 
Cowles led his underdog squad to the 
State Championship game on March 
12, and beat Belmont 4-3 on this not¬ 
able day in WHS sports history. The 
very same day, the WHS basketball 
team defeated Matignon 48-39 to win 
the Class B State Championship. 
Cowles was the leading scorer in 
Massachusetts and Most 'Valuable 
Player of the team. He earned the 
State Tournament MVP, was selected 
to the All-State Tournament Team 
and the All-New England Tourna¬ 
ment Team. Ho also received the 
inaugural Star Lumber Trophy from 
his coach, Frank Finigan. 

• Mary Dowling McGrath, a 1957 gra¬ 
duate, played field hockey, basket¬ 
ball and softball at WHS from 
1953-57. During her senior year, she 
was captain of the basketball team, 
and all three sports she participated 
in had undefeated seasons. She con¬ 
tinued her domination of women’s 
sports after high school, playing on 
Boston Field Hockey Teams 1 and 2 
and the Northeast Field Hockey 
Team 3, which participated in the 
National Hockey Tournament in 
Washington. From 1958-65, she 
starred for the Sticklers, a basketball 
team in the Boston Park League. 

McGrath played on soRball all-star 
teams, the most famous of which was 
the Raybestos Brakettes of Stratford,

North Andover 59-56 in a Division 2 
North sectional first-round game on 
Friday, the Sachems made the trip to 
Salem on Sunday to meet Boston 
LatinAcademy. Both teams were sur¬ 
prise quarterfinalists, with Winches¬ 
ter compiling an 8-10 regular-season 
mark and Latin finishing 7-11.

Smith thinks SportsView offers 
a unique perspective for local 
sports fans. 

"It's a good forum," Smith 
said. "It’s good to have a forum 
where a few sports junkies can 
sit around and talk sports with 
local fans." 

The third member is 36-year- 
old Greg Moynihan, who gra¬ 
duated from the Northeast 
Broadcasting School and went to 
seek his fortune in radio. Local 
music fans may remember Moy¬ 
nihan from his stint at Kiss-108 
in the early 1980s, when his 
"Greg Money Soap Quiz" was a 
daily feature. 

"My top two interests have 
always been sports and radio,” 
said Moynihan, a restaurant 
manager. “But as my profession¬ 
al life was prospering, 1 had to 
put them in the background.” 

When Moynihan saw an ad for 
an announcer for Winchester 
High School football on the 
TV-19 bulletin board, he went to 
the studio and auditioned. 

"I didn't know anything about 
Winchester sports or any of the 
sports families in town,” Moyni¬ 
han admitted. “I thought it was 
iUn (trying out) but 1 just laughed 
it off and forgot about it The I got 
a call the next week from Don, 
who offered me the job.” 

Taking the job on short notice 
in the late summer of 1990, Moy¬ 
nihan called a few friends who 


had worked in the business and 
asked for tips. 

“They told me three things," 
Moynihan remembered. “Do 
your homework, learn all you can 
about the players, and pray that 
the team is good.” 

Moynihan took care of the first 
two, and the Sachems accom¬ 
plished the third objective. In 
that memorable season, 
Winchester completed an unde¬ 
feated regular season with a 
thrilling, 14-7 win at Woburn in 
the annual Thanksgiving Day 
clash, then topped it by upsetting 
highly favored Walpole in the 
Division 2 Super Bowl. 

The trio has been together for 
two and one-half years, and has 
seen it all. 

“I can think of some classic 
moments,” said London. “We 
had a caller on the line — he’s 
from Winchester, too — and all of 
a sudden his mother picked up 
the phone and started screaming 
at him, ‘Get off the phone! Get off 
the phone!’ ” 

Moynihan recalled a show in 
which a basketball was used as 
an on-set prop. “The ball kept 
rolling around during the whole 
show,” said Moynihan. “I had to 
lean over and try to quietly reach 
over and hold the ball still. At 
one point the camera switched 
over and caught me leaning over 
to keep the bali still.” 

Then there was the live show 
in which Moynihan was so ill that 
he nearly passed out during an 


interview with Doug Dalton, the 
coach of Winchester's National 
Champion PceWee hockey team. 
During a commercial break, 
Moynihan passed the micro¬ 
phone to London, who finished 
the interview without a hitch. 

“But they pulled it off with 
such charm,” said Smith. “They 
didn’t panic.” 

“The show must go on,” added 
Moynihan. “I waved John over 
and when we came back from the 
break they were right back in 
here talking." 

To a man, however, the hosts 
agree that their favorite experi¬ 
ence was meeting the kids at the 
ABC (A Better Chance) House, 
last year.

He went on to the University of 
Pennsylvania, where his team was 
Ivy League Champions from 1972-75;

Daly, currently the coach of the New 
Jersey Nets in the NBA, Bigelow 
earned All Ivy and All Big Five hon¬ 
ors his senior year.

Keefe prime time in tourney

Late in the game, with Winchester 
trailing 51-48, Keefe took over. First, 
he raced upcourt and hit an off- 
balance leaner from the top of the 
key. Then, after skying for a defen¬ 
sive rebound, Keefe ran the fast 
break and pulled up for an another 
jumper, hitting nothing but net 

He snagged another rebound after 
North Andover’s Dean Tridenti (26 
points) missed a fall-away, and after 
being fouled, calmly sank both ends 
of a one-and-one. With Winchester 
up 55-53, Keefe closed his act with 
one of his best plays of the season. 
Matched up with Tridenti at the top 
of the key, Keefe up-faked and drove 
hard to the hoop, where he kissed a 
layup high off the glass for the back¬ 
breaking points. 

The offense taken care of, Keefe 
then provided one of the game’s 
defensive highlights when he 
blocked the potential game-tying 
3-pointer by North Andover’s Greg 
Cottone. Keefe not only rejected the 
shot, but was able to steer the ball 
into the hands of Mark Morrison. 

He managed all that on a severely 
sprained ankle suffered just24 hours 


prior to the game. 

While Winchester coach Quinton 
Dale has maintained all season that 
Keefe is just one member of a team, 
Friday night's performance clearly 
illustrated that Keefe is one extraor¬ 
dinary team member. 

“He couldn’t jump (in the pre¬ 
game),’’ said Dale. “Every time he 
came down with a grimace on his 
face. But Brian’s a prime-time 
player.’’ 

After scoring 10 points against 
Gloucester in the Sachems’ 
preliminary-round contest, Keefe 
expected a lot more of himself 
against North Andover. 

“I knew I was coming off 10 
points," said Keefe. "I knew 1 wanted 
to do a lotbetterthan I did last time. 1 
thought if I got off early. I’d get my 
confidence.” 

Keefe was back at it Sunday as 
Winchester dropped an 80-75 deci¬ 
sion to Boston Latin Academy in the 
quarterfinals at Salem High. After 
the Sachems fell behind 25-14 with 
eight minutes remaining in the first 
half, Keefe scored nine of his 20 first- 
half points in a span of 2:40 to lead 


the Sachems back to a 29-26 deficit. 

Though he scored just three points 
after the break, Keefe covered Latin 
Academy point guard Amp Pitts, sac¬ 
rificing his offense but helping allow 
Winchester’s Morrison to toss in 18 of 
his game-high 29 to keep the game 
close. 

On his damaged ankle, Keefe made 
a spectacular block late in the con¬ 
test but was whistled for his fourth 
foul, a call with which Dale strongly 
disagreed. 

“That’s probably the cheapest call 
I’ve seen all year,” said Dale. "There 
was no foul on that play. He just went 
up and pinned the kid’s shot on the 
glass. That’s a no-call. That’s a good 
quality blocked shot. I don’t think 
(the referee) felt Brian was going to 
be able to get up that high.” 

Keefe eventually fouled out: but 
his two-game performance on a 
severely sprained left ankle ranks up 
there with some of the magic 
moments in recent WHS sports 
history. 

Said Dale, "The kid worked hard 
all year for this situation. You 
couldn’t sit him down.”

Dr. Alexander P. Aitken 

SURGEON 

DENVER - Dr. Alexander P. 'Al" 
Aitken, noted surgeon and former 
40-year resident of Winchester, died 
Wednesday, Feb. 24, in Denver. He 
was 89. 

Born in Barre, Vt., Dr. Alexander 
graduated from Boston English High 
School. He later earned his medical 
degree from Tufts University — 
where he was elected to the Alpha 
Omega Alpha Medical Honorary Soc¬ 
iety — and received postgraduate 
training in general surgery and 
orthopedics at Boston City Hospital. 

In addition to maintaining a full¬ 
time practice. Dr. Aitken served as 
professor of orthopedics at Tufts 
University and as chief of Orthoped¬ 
ic Surgery for the Boston City. 
Brooks, Chelsea Memorial and 
Winchester hospitals. He worked as 
a consulting orthopedist and visiting 
surgeon at nine other area hospitals. 

Dr. Aitken was an active research¬ 
er throughout his career, contribut¬ 
ing approximately 60 papers to sci¬ 
entific publications. One of his major 
studies defined methods for the 
treatment of ephipyseal fractures in 
children, methods which are still 
taught today; another study 
prompted dramatic revisions to the 
prevailing methods for diagnosis and 
treatment of spinal injuries. 

Having participated for more than 
20 years in the reformation of treat¬ 


ment and compensation systems for 
occupationai accident victims. Dr. 
Aitken created the first full-scope 
worker rehabilitation center to be 
financed by a private insurance 
carrier. 

As chairman of an American Col¬ 
lege of Surgeons subcommittee, he 
coauthored a policy statement which 
defined expanded obligations to the 
injured worker. As a resuit of Dr. 
Aitken's contributions to this vision¬ 
ary policy, a coalition of activists 
from medicine, the insurance indus¬ 
try, employers, labor and govern¬ 
ment evolved. This coaiition ulti- 
matcly achieved massive 
improvements in the handling of 
occupational injuries. 

Dr. Aitken had accepted many 
responsibilities in addition to those 
of his personal career, including a 
seat on the President's Commission 
on Employment of the Physically 
Handicapped. 

After moving to Sarasota in 1974, 
Dr. Aitken devoted more time to his 
lifelong hobby of woodcarving. He 
began to restore circus wagon carv¬ 
ings at the Ringiing Museum and, in 
the hopes of perpetuating the art of 
woodcarving, taught numerous clas¬ 
ses in his shop. He also had demon¬ 
strated his work and techniques at 
the Smithsonian. 

He leaves his wife, Stella Aitken of 
Denver; his brother, George Aitken 
of Medford; his daughter, Patricia 
Aitken of Denver; his son, Alexander 


K. Aitken of Dallas; 10 grandchil¬ 
dren; and 10 great-grandchildren.

within each group with older child¬ 
ren helping the younger ones. 

Those who visited the "potter’s 
house’’ learned how to construct a 
village well on one Sunday, and in 
following weeks experimented with 
making household articles of clay 
and tried their hand at the potter’s 
wheel. Making oil lamps, clay 
plaques, monogram pendants, and 
trying stone cutting and carving were 
also offered. 

A visit to the “marketplace" 
brought an opportunity to make a 
scale and an abacus, board games 
and dreidels, simple musical instru¬ 
ments and to learn an Israeli song 
and folk dance. A study of herbs and 
spices and how they were prepared 
and used was popular since it led to 
the baking of spicy cookies. 

The "carpenter’s shop” offered 
instruction in toolmaking. The child¬ 
ren were able to make bow saws, 
drills and wooden mallets. Basic con¬ 
struction was studied, mud bricks 
made, and models of a Palestinian 
home were built 

“Synagogue school” presented les¬ 
sons in the tools of learning in those 
days such as making reed pens and 
waxed tablets. During the following 
weeks, making an ark to store scrolls 
in, making a prayer shawl, learning 
to write prayers in Hebrew, and 
learning the Shema and writing it in 
calligraphy were undertaken. 

A stop at the “weaver’s workshop" 
brought a chance to weave sleeping 
mats, work on a simple hand loom, 
weave belts, baskets, and wall hang¬ 
ings, Also important for the weaver of 
that time was a knowledge of fabric 
dyes. Students explored how dying 
was done by doing some tye-dying of 
their own. Rope belts and sandals 
were made to round out the war¬ 
drobe study. 

The “village home" acquainted 
students with aspects of Palestinian 
domestic life such as housing and 
foods. Grinding barley and baking it 
into bread and then shaking cream 
into butter gave real meaning to the 
phrase labor intensive. The process 
of adding yeast was investigated and 
then baking unleavened bread illus¬ 
trated how different baking methods 
produce different results. 

The church school shared this 
study of cultural comparisons with 
the entire congregation, when they 
installed a Palestinian marketplace 
in Chidley Hall after the regular Sun¬ 
day service on the final week of the 
session. At this grand finale the 
children invited those present to 
throw a pot, weave a basket, and 
learn to play an ancient board game. 
Examples of all the projects were on 
display, and a food tasting table was 
available to give everyone a taste of 
history. 

This hands-on time traveling 
adventure was greatly enjoyed by all 
the children who participated and 
much gratitude is extended to all the 
teachers and parents who contri¬ 
buted. The students agreed that life 
in biblical times was a great deal dif¬ 
ferent ITom the life they know today.

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BCI urges drivers to 
recycle batteries 


Based on cooler than normal summers 
around the country this year, many weather 
experts are predicting an early and cold win¬ 
ter. That means fall car care activities, like 
engine tuneups and checking the car battery, 
should begin soon. 

If a car battery cannot be recharged or 
needs to be replaced for other reasons, or if 
there are old batteries in the garage or base¬ 
ment, now is a good time to recycle them. 

Many states have passed legislation that 
mandates lead battery recycling and requires 
consumers to take their us^ batteries to local 
collection or recycling facilities or return them 
to retailers or wholesalers. 

According to Battery Council International 
(BCI), more than 90 percent of old lead batter¬ 
ies - approximately 70 million - are being recy¬ 
cled each year, a rate higher than that of any 
domestic commodity, including plastic, paper, 
glass and aluminum. However, BCI estimates 
that there are still millions more batteries nee¬ 
dlessly stored in or around homes and service 
stations that could be recycled. 

BCI goes on to state that recycling any kind 
of lead battery, whether from a car, truck, 
motorcycle, boat or even lawn and garden 
equipment and wheelchairs, is easy to do and 
can reaily have a positive impact on the 
environment 


All the components of a lead battery, which 
inciude the plastic casing, sulfuric acid and the 
lead, can be separated, cleaned and repro¬ 
cessed into new lead batteries and other pro¬ 
ducts requiring the same materials. As a 
result recycling also helps keep down the cost 
of new batteries, as well as other products 
using these materials. BCI is determined to 
further increase the recyciing rate. 

Lead battery recycling legislation may vary 
from state to state, so BCI advises people who 
want to recycle their old batteries to call local 
dropoff sites, retailers or wholesalers first to 
find out what take-back provisions they may 
impose, if any, and where used batteries can 
be returned. 

Currently, 33 states have enacted some form . 
of legislation based on a BCI model that 
encourages a greater lead battery recycling 
rate, while an additional five have banned the 
disposal of lead batteries in municipal solid 
waste streams. Still others are considering 
similar legislation.

This vehicle has an optionai anti¬ 
lock braking system and large disc 
brakes. It also has extra large tires 
on 16-inch wheels. The doors have 
super heavy beams to help protect 
against side impact, which is one of 
the reasons it weighs nearly 5,000 
pounds. As a result the gas mileage 
is only 12 city and 15 highway. 

Inside, it’s another story. The 
power operated seats are very 
comfortable, and the leather- 
wrapped steering wheel gave me 
the feeling of luxury and wealth. 
Wealth is required to buy a Land 
Cruiser, too. Although the base 
price is $31,178, by the time you 
add the anti-lock brakes and 
aluminum alloy wheels, leather 
seats, premium sound, roof rack, 
rear seats, and a moon-roof, you’re 
iooking at a $39,640 total — close to 
the price of a Range Rover. To me it 
indicates where Toyota's 
competitive sight is focused. 

This four-door vehicle seats five 
people, which is typical of other 
sport utility vehicles. However, the 
Land Cruiser offers the option of a 
third rear seat, which increases the 
eeatinir canaritv to eivht oeonle — 


at the sacrifice of storage capacity. 
With the center seat foided down, it 
has more of a storage area than I've 
seen on any vehicle of this type. 

On the paved road, where most of 
the driving is done, the ride is 
moderateiy comfortable. In spite of 
what Toyota claims about their 
suspension and coil springs, this 
vehicle would not be my choice for 
a long highway journey. The large, 
thick-treaded tires that are helpful 
for off-road driving cause a bit too 
much harshness, which becomes 
tiring when driving a distance. 

There are many thoughtful 
features built into the Land Cruiser 
that I haven't mentioned. If you are 
interested in buying a sport utility 
vehicle that will take you anywhere, 
this is worth a good look. Dollar for 
dollar, Toyota is offering a

Auto Weekly Jeatuns Ask tke Auto 
Doctor, a fueslion and answer 
column by car specialist Junior 
Damato.

Dear Doctor; I own a 19S7 Ford 
Aerostar Cargo van, 3-liter V-6 with 
a four-speed automatic 
transmission. It has air conditioning 
and over 80,000 miles. Occasionally, 
and more frequently, it stalls while 
waiting at a traffic light. After 
restarting, sometimes it runs great, 
other times it belches out black 
smoke. 

When that occurs, there is very 
little power and the brake pedal is 
hard to push down. I have spent 
over $300 trying to get it fixed and 
yet the problems remains. I think 
the problem is in the computer. 
What do you think? 

James 


Dear James: You have a problem 
but before you change the 
computer, there is a lot of testing to 
be done. 1 hear of this type of 
complaint often. Some technicians 
do not understand the fuel injection 
system in each and every vehicle. 

ASK THE 
AUTO DOCTOR 

By Junior Damato 


All fuel iqjections systems require 
the same information from various 
sensors. The computer is nothing 
more than a calculator. If you push 
the wrong numbers on a 
calculators, you get the wrong 
answers. The same with the 
computer, garbage in, garbage out 
If an input sensor send the 
computer a wrong signal, the 
engine will not run properly. 

I recommend that you go to an 
ASE Certified technician in engine 
performance. It sounds to me that 
you have an input sensor. But 
attention should also be paid to the 
coolant, manifold absolute 
pressure, throttle position sensor, 
and all vacuum hoses. Also, do not 
overlook fuel pressure and the fuel 


pressure gauges. 

Dear Doctor: Why is it that when 1 
pass some trucks on the highway, 
whether they be big or small, there 
is a loud, screaming or roaring 
sound? 

Susan 

Dear Susan: The noise I believe 
you are hearing is normal tire noise 
generated from the aggressive 
tread pattern found on some truck 
tires. This is the same sound that 
you get from snow tires on 
automobiles. 

Dear Doctor: I own a 1986 
Chrysler LeBaron and my problem 
is with the air conditioning system. 
When 1 accelerate, the air flow goes 
from the panel vents to the floor. 
When I lift my foot off the gas pedal 
and slow down, the air flow goes 
from the floor to the panel vents. 

I have taken the car to three 
shops and no one has been able to 
figure out the problem. Can you 
help? 

Bob 

Dear Bob: With many cars of 
today, this is not an unusual 
problem. The air distribution center 
operates on engine vacuum. As you 
accelerate the vacuum drops; it 
increases as you decelerate. Have 
your technician check all the 


vacuum hoses. Some vehicles have 
a small canister about the size of a 
coffee can that stores a supply of 
reserve vacuum. This reserve is 
used to supply the proper air 
distribution when the car is 
accelerating. 

Dear Doctor I own a Toyota SR5 
with a five-speed manual 
transmission. My problem began 
about three months ago with a 
slipping clutch. Because of limited 
cash flow, I drove the car as long as 
I could. When the clutch would 
start to slip. I'd lift my foot off the 
gas pedal. 

Fmally, the problem got worse 
and I had to have the car towed to a 
repair shop. The technician said the 
clutch slipped so much that the 
flywheel now had a heat crack and 
the pilot bearing had seized up. He 
said the purpose of the pilot bearing 
is to add extra support to both the 
clutch and the transmission gears. 

On close inspection, 1 could see a 
small score mark where the shaft 
fits into the pilot bearing. I'm told I 
need a new input shaft and 
flywheel, too. Is this possible? 

Bfll 

Dear Bill: I see this type of 
problem quite often. A lot of people 
put off maintenance and routine 
service, and it ends up costing them 


a lot of unnecessary money. And 
yes, your technician is correct in 
his assessment of your car. 

Dear Doctor: I have a 1989 Ford, 
and the headlights flicker on and 
off intermittently. There is also a 
burning smell coming from under 
the dash. I had the headlight switch 
replaced, and the problem went 
away for about a month. My 
mechanic is baffled. Can you help? 

BiUG. 

Dear Bill G: I have seen this 
problem many times, not only on 
Ford products but other 
manufacturers cars as well. Have 
your mechanic check all 
connections starting from the 
headlight switch. 

Follow to the high-low beam 
switch, then under the hood again 
checking all the connections to the 
headlights. Make sure the ground 
wire has good, clean connections at 
both headlamps. 

If all the connections are in good 
conditions, check the current draw 
to the headlight switch. There is a 
very strong possibility the new 
headlight switch is defective.

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Goodbye gasoline, hello clean air 


(Sasoline is probably the most 
cfllcicnt medium for storing energy 
tlinl nature ever invented. And gas- 
oli’ie has been a dependable and 
cheap source of fuel for automo¬ 
biles almost since their invention 
sligl’tly more than a century ago. 

lliiwever, gasoline emissions 
ftom cars arc among the main con¬ 
tributors to smog and global warm¬ 
ing. Government agencies, petro¬ 
leum and auto companies and uni¬ 
versities have been testing new, 
cleaner-burning fuels for cars for 
decades. Among the candidates to 
rcpl.icc gasoline arc ethanol and 
methanol alcohols, compressed nat¬ 
ural gas (CNG), liquid petroleum 
gas il.Kf) and electric power. All of 
these spew far fewer emissions into 
the air, but each of the clean-burn¬ 
ing fuels have drawbacks. 

The time has come for taking the 
alternate fuels out of the laboratory 
and allowing the marketplace to 
decide which will possibly replace 
gasoline. Auto companies have 
been testing cars that burn alter¬ 
nate fuels in selected fleets for 
years. Now the general public will 
have access to cars and light trucks 
that run on alcohol and natural gas. 

Some of America's most popular 


mid-size cars from Detroit wili be 
available early in 1993 with engines 
that burn a fuel mixture of 85 per¬ 
cent methanol and 15 percent gaso¬ 
line (typically known as M85). The 
Ford Taurus, Chevrolet Lumina, 
Dodge Spirit and Plymouth Acclaim 
will be available with new flexible 
fuel engines designed to run on 
almost any percent of methanol and 
gasoline. 

The trick is that flexible fuel vehi¬ 
cles (FFVs) come equipped with a 
fuel sensor that can instantly detect 
what kind of fuel is in the gas tank. 
Then the sensor transmits an elec¬ 
tronic message with this informa¬ 
tion to the engine’s computerized 
controller. The controller resets the 
engine timing and spark gap for the 
optimum performance and lowest 
amount of emissions for any fuel 
mb(. 

If you can't find a station that 
sells M85 (there are only about 75 
stations in the country that carry 
the fuel), don’t worry. You can drive 
the car just as well on straight 
unleaded gasoline. What you may 
notice with M85, is more powerful 
performance. That’s because 
methanol has a higher octane than 
gasoline. Offsetting that is metha¬ 


nol has only about 60 percent of the 
calories in gasoline. That translates 
into about 40 percent less driving 
range with M85. To compensate, 
the auto companies are installing 
b'lgger fuel tanks in FFVs. 

Emissions from FFVs running on 
M85 are 30 to 50 percent cleaner

than from gasoline-fueled ears. 
Virtually all of the smog causing 
emissions are lower, as well as gas¬ 
es that are suspected of causing the 
so-called greenhouse effect in 
which the earths average tempera¬ 
ture would gradually rise. 

Most of the FFVs will be offered in 
California where emissions laws 
are toughest But all the FFV mak¬ 
ers will sell the cars to anyone who 
might want one. There’s virtuaDy 


no difference in price between an 
FFV and a conventional gasoline¬ 
burning car, although cars that 
burn methanol must have special 
corrosion-resistant fuel lines, fuel 
injectors and fuel tank, among oth¬ 
er things. Alcohol is far more corro¬ 
sive than gasoline and would 
destroy conventional fuel tanks and 
plumbing lines. 

Other alternate fuel vehicles are 
also available. Chevrolet offers its 
fuU-sized C/K pickups with engines 
that burn compressed natuwl gas. 
CNG is in abundant supply in the 
U.S. and is claimed to cost only 84 
percent as much as gasoline. 
Emissions that cause smog and 
global warming from CNG vehicles 
are also lower than from either gas¬ 
oline or diesel engines. 

Ford has been testing its full-size 
Crown Victoria models with CNG 
engines, but has not yet decided on 
when to offer them to retail custom¬ 
ers. However, Ford does sell a med¬ 
ium duty commercial truck that 
uses liquefied petroleum gas 
(LPG). TTiis is the same fuel more 
commonly known as propane and 
used for heating and cooking in 
many homes. It is the first emis¬ 
sion-certified LPG truck offered by 


any manufacturer. 

Detroit’s Big Three are also test¬ 
ing electric cars extensively. 
However, the introduction of EVs to 
the general public is probably at 
least four or five years away. 
Chrysler and Ford will produce test 
fleets of electric-powered vans and 
have them on the road in early 
1993. These battery-powered vans 
are the ultimate in low emission 
vehicles — officially qualifying as 
zero emission models under the 
most stringent California stan¬ 
dards. But the lack of advanced 
high energy density batteries are 
holding up their availability to the 
general public. 

Eventually even more exotic low- 
emission fuels may become avail¬ 
able for general use. The most 
important of these is hydrogen gas, 
but there are substantial drawbacks 
to the use of hydrogen. Chief 
among these is the expense of 
creating hydrogen. 

However, the pressure on auto 
companies to produce cleaner 
burning vehicles is increasing. In 
turn, consumers can expect to be 
driving cars with cleaner emissions 
within the next few years.

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Muscle cars flex bigger muscles m '93 


General Motors Corp. and Ford 
Motor Co. will compete in a horse 
race in the 199()s, as both 
companies rejuvenate their pony 
cars 

General Motors’ Chevrolet and 
Pontiac divisions recently 
introduced their redesigned muscle 
cars, the Chevrolet Camaro and 
Pontiac Fmebird. The cars t^l be in 
dealer showrooms this spring. 
Ford's revamped Mustang won’t be 
on the market until a year later, but 
the automaker has provided clues 
to what’s in store for the car 
through a recently introduced 
concept car. 

Completely redesigned for 1993, 
the Camaro and Firebird are 
longer, wider and taller than their 
predecessors with more power 
under the hood. 

The windshield, with its steep 
rake of 68 degrees, highlights the 
sporty styling of the cars. The body 
panels, except for the rear quarter 
panels and hood, are plastic. 

GM executives say 90 percent of 
the content of the cars is new, 
including new engines, body 
structure and standard equipment 

The Camaro is available in the 
standard version and the uplevel 
Z28. Chevrolet General Manager 
Jim Perkins said that a convertible 


will be added in the 1994 model 
year. The base Camaro is priced at 
$13,399. The high-performance Z28 
carries a price tag of $16,779. 

Pontiac’s entries cons'ist of a base 
version, the Formula and Trans 
Am. They have base price tags of 
$13,995, $17,995 and $21,395, 
re^jectively. The topend of price 
shouldn’t go much beyond $22,000 
since Pontiac offers only four 
options on the Trans Am: automatic 
transmission, leather seats, 
compact die player and removable 
hatdi roofs. 

The standard Camaro and base 
firebird are powered by a 3.4-liter 
V-6 engine that produces 160 
horsepower, 20 horsepower more 
than the 3.1-liter V-6 engine it 
replaces but with better fuel 
economy. 

The Camaro Z28 and Pontiac’s 
Formula and Trans Am are 
equipped with the 5.7-liter, 275- 
horsepower V-8 engine that also, 
powers the Chevrolet Corvette. 
The engine produces 35 more 
horsepower than the engine it 
replaces. Features of the cars 
include standard anti-lock brakes, 
solar ray glass and dual airbags. 

Pontiac General Manager John 


Middlebrook notes the standard 
anti-theft system and airbags 
should help contain insurance 
costs. 

The Camaro and Firebird were 
first introduced at the height of the 
muscle car era in the mid-1960s. 
This is the fourth generation. The

last remake was in 1982. 

Ford will dip into its past for 
styling cues from the original 1965 
Mustang when it introduces the 
new Mustang as a 1995 model. 

Ford recently unveiled a concept 
car, the Mustang Mach III, at auto 
shows in Detroit and Los Angeles. 
Ford executives said the concept 
car provides a glimpse into what is 
in store for the next-generation 
Mustang, a prime competitor to the 


Camaro and Firebird. 

The Mustang Mach 111 concept 
car blends styling cues of the 
classic Mustang with 1990s design 
and technology. Fritz Mayhew, 
chief design executive for Ford's 
North American Design, said 
people are nostalgic about the 
Mustang. 

The Mach III is an open-air 
roadster built with carbon fiber 
body panels. The concept car 
sports a short, low windshield, 
wraparound rear bumper and 19- 
inch five-spoke wheels. The 
distinctive open grille, 
characteristic three-bar taillights, 
air scoop and lines along the door 
panels are reminiscent of the 1960s 
Mustang. 

However, under the hood, the 
Mach III is powered by a 1990s 
engine, in keeping with the 
Mustang’s performance tradition. It 
is equipped with a supercharged 
4.6-liter V-8 engine rated at 450 
horsepower. The powertrain 
includes a 'cold pack’ manifold 
intercooler and uses a dual exhaust 
system. Engineers estimate O-to-60 
mph performance at less than five 
seconds. 

A major technological innovation 
demonstrated on the Mach III is 


adjustable pedals. The brake, 
clutch and accelerator pedals have 
a three-inch range of adjustment to 
provide greater driving comfort for 
short- and long-legged drivers. 

The Mach III also features a six- 
speed manual transmission with 
overdrive, anti-lock brakes, dual 
front airbags, l.OOO-watt audio 
system and flexible fuel capability. 
It runs on cither regular gasoline, 
M85 or any combination of the two 
fuels. 

The next-generation Mustang 
goes on sale in April 1994,30 years 
after the original Mustang’s debut. 
The redesign will be the first since 
1978. It is believed the 1995 
Mustang will come in one body 
style, a two-door hatchback. Both 
ride and handling will be improved. 

It will be available as a base 
model and GT model. The new 
base Mustang is expected to be 
powered by Ford's 3.8-liter, V-6 
engine, which would replace the 
current 2.3-liter, four-cylinder 
engine. The GT likely will be 
powered by the 4.9-litcr V-8 in the 
current model but with more 
horsepower, putting it over 200 
mph. Speculation is that later 
versions will be equipped with an 
even more powcrhil engine

Board drafts plan to 
create housing for 
people with special needs

In their ongoing attempts to bring 
affordable housing to Winchester, 
the Housing Partnership Board 
(HPB) is looking at providing housing 
for people with special needs. 

The HPB is preparing a detailed 
plan it will forward to the Board of 
Selectmen forapproval, which would 
pave the way for special needs hous¬ 
ing in Winchester by the end of the 
year. The subject was first underta¬ 
ken by the HPB at the request of the 
selectmen. 

The housing board will ask the 
Department of Mental Retardation 
to put out requests for proposals for 
service providers who will work with 
the town to serve the affordable 
housing needs of special needs per¬ 
sons. HPB member Allan Rodgers 
said the plan will probably consist of 
three or four people at a residence. 

The housing board wilt recom¬ 
mend that the town should act as a 
manager for the special needs hous-' 
ing, but will not acquire any property 
for this project. The board also 
expects that the town will not have to 
add any municipal services for this 
project. 

The HPB has said the first step will 
be identifying individuals with spe¬ 
cial needs wh o need affordable hous-

ing. The board will ask the DMR to 
first consider Winchester residents 
for housing, but they were not sure 
how far the department will go to 
help them with that goal. 

“t don't think... you can say to 
DMR, ‘We'll only take Winchester 
residents.’ They’ll say, ‘No, that's not 
how It works,’” said HPB member 
Peter VanAken. 

The board will recommend that the 
selectmen use a portion of the 
Affordable Housing Fund, now at 
$650,900, to set up a revolving loan 
account to finance the start-up costs 
for renovating and fiirnishing a prop¬ 
erty prior to occupancy.

Controversy 
continues over 
Fitzgerald 
appointment

As the schools settle into a new 
routine with a new superintendent, 
some residents charge the School 
Committee may have violated the 
Open Meeting Law in the appoint¬ 
ment process. 

At issue are phone conversations 
prior to placing the vote on acting 
Superintendent Robert Fitzgerald’s 
appointment on the agenda. Member 
Jerilyn Heinold says that although 
she does not plan to file a complaint 
she was shocked to find, “people in 
the public knew (that a vote would be 
taken) long before 1 knew.” The 
Winchester Star received a phone 
call around 2 p.m. March 2 from a 
resident saying that a vote would be 
taken that night. 

Three members of the School Com¬ 
mittee voted to appoint Fitzgerald 
superintendent at their March 2 
meeting. Those same three mem¬ 
bers, Mark Lombardi, Edward 


O'Connell, and Constance Makhoul, 
had also offered Fitzgerald an inter¬ 
view at the committee's Feb. 9 meet¬ 
ing. which he declined the next day. 

In an interview with the Star, Hei¬ 
nold recounted the phone calls lead¬ 
ing up to the vote on March 2. “About 
1 p.m. 1 was talking with acting 
Superintendent Bob Fitzgerald 
about something else, special educa¬ 
tion I believe, and he said ‘Have you 
talked to Mark lately?”’ Heinold said 
that when she said “no”, Fitzgerald 
said, “Oh, no. I told him to talk to 
you." 

Heinold said she then received a 
call fiom Lombardi reporting, "long 
and involved conversations” with 
Makhoul and O’Connell on Fitzger¬ 
ald’s appointment. According to Hei¬ 
nold, at that point Lombardi said, 
“We have the votes and there's 
nothing you can do about it” Heinold 
said the conversation left her feeling 
completely locked out of the decision 
from that point on,

lion costs often include new fiirnish- 
ings to accommodate the residents' 
handicaps. 

According to a HPB report, the 
start-up cost is often one of the hard¬ 
est steps because the state will not 
provide any ftinds until a property is 
occupied. 

Once a site is occupied, the resi¬ 
dent's DMR housing allowance 
would be used to repay the loan, 
according to the HPB report. Rod¬ 
gers said the loans are often low- 
interest or no-interest 

The HPB has not yet selected a 
recommended liaison responsible 
for coordinating the town's involve¬ 
ment in the plan, but are considering 
either the town manager or the Hous¬ 
ing Authority. 

The board had previously stated 
that considerable town input was 
important to this project, but now it 
believes that public hearings about 
specific projects can be discriminat¬ 
ory and possibly illegal. 

Town zoning laws may also be sec¬ 
ondary to the rights of the individual. 

The need for housing for special 
needs had increased with Gov. 
Weld’s decision to close down state 
institutions that served people with 
special needs. 

The HPB Is scheduled to bring a 
final proposal to the Board of Select¬ 
men at its March 22 meeting.

Schcx)l budget short 
of cash as year begins

For the second year in a row, the 
School Department may be starting 
off the fiscal year in the red due to 
debts fhjm the previous year. 

The School Committee is currently 
looking for a way to fiind a projected 
shortfall of approximately $62,000. 
The shortfall Is an unexpected 
expense due to special education 
litigation. 

The original court settlement was 
$85,000. Approximately $23,000 was 


put aside In the Fiscal Year 1991 
budget if the case were lost, but 
$36,000 has been taken from this 
year’s budget and another $26,000 
has to be paid by July 15.

A four-vehicle accident involving a 
Winchester fire truck vehicle on its 
way to an alarm left six people 
injured. 

Just after noon on March 9, Engine 
1 driven by firefighter Cathy Kelley 
left the West Side fire station. As the 
firetruck was turning north onto 
Church Street from High Streel, It 
veered into the southbound lane and 
collided head-on Into a Buick Regal, 
driven by a 75-year-old Arlington 
man. 

LL. Kenneth Albertelli of the 
Winchester Police Department said 
the firetruck had "trouble getting 
into the proper lane.” He added that 
Kelley was not traveling at a greater 
than reasonable speed. 

The Regal was knocked back into a 
second vehicle, a Mercury Makur. 
The second vehicle was spun around 
and struck by a third vehicle, a Chevy 
Caprice Wagon. All three vehicles 
were traveling south on Cambridge. 

The cars involved were either 
stopped or coming to a stop, said 
Albertelli. 


Two passengers in the Buick, the 
operator and his 72-year-old wife; 
the operator of the mercury,' a 
45-year-old Woburn man; the opera¬ 
tor of the Chevy, a 35-yeBr-oId Arling¬ 
ton woman; and two firefighters on 
Engine 1 were all checked for 
injuries. 

None of the passengers in the 
three cars appeared to have major 
Injuries. Kelley was treated for chest 
and abdominal pain. Firefighter 
Herbert Cogan, who was on Engine 1, 
was checked for possible back 
injuries. 

The firetruck had been responding 
to a call for mutual aid ftom the town 
ofWoburn. 

The Regal was damaged, beyond 
repair, in the front and rear. The 
Mercury sustained damage to the 
front and the passenger's side. Both 
vehicles had to be towed ftom the 
scene, while the third drove away. 

Traffic on Cambridge Street was 
shut down for approximately one 
hour as the Buick was removed fkom 
the front of the fire engine and con¬ 
siderable debris was swept fh)m the 
street.

Four sets of Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers will have to be re-elected in the 
March 1994 election as the selectmen 
vote for the second time to adjust 
precinct lines. 

Town Clerk Carolyn Ward told the 
selectmen that the town's new com¬ 
puter system picked up another dis¬ 
crepancy between the town precinct 
lines and the federal block bounda¬ 
ries necessitating a minor change. 

At a meeting Feb. 22 selectmen vot¬ 
ed to change the boundaries at Har¬ 
vard Street and the intersection of 
Lake and Main Street to bring the 
town in compliance with new district 
lines to be drawn by the State House 
and Senate. All towns must redraw 
their precinct lines so they don't run 
counter to federal census blocks. 

This time around the board 
approved a change which affects 
fewer residents since it occurs along 
the Wildwood Cemetery line, impact¬ 
ing 25 houses and 52 voters. In 1985, 
according to Ward, the town received 
approval fVom the U.S. census omce 
to use Wildwood Cemetery as one of 
the boundaries between Precincts 7 
and 8. However, the redrawn 1990 
map does not include the cemetery 
as a block boundary and use^ instead 
the center line of Middlesex Street. 

Town Meeting members in pre¬ 
cincts 7 and 8 now, as well as pre¬ 
cincts 1 and 2, wiil have to run for 
election in March 1994. 

“This seems to be the best solution 
to the problem to bring the town 
within state and federal guidelines. 
This affects the least number of peo¬ 
ple." said Ward at the March 8 
meeting.

“I talked to one 
of the residents and I'm sure they’d 
prefer to say in their old precinct," 
said Polcari. But, he voted in support 
of the change. He later said the voter 
affected was his father.

Wed^e Pond Beach

Beach lovers will try once again to 
open up Wedge Pond Beach for 
swimmers and sunbathers this 
summer. 

The Committee to Reopen Wedge 
Pond will be submitting a warrant 
article asking Spring Town Meeting 
for $13,000 to reopen the beach 
located along Lake Street. 

The committee was given the same 
amount at the 1992 Spring Town 
Meeting, but returned the money to 
the town by the end of Town Meeting 
after tests done at MIT showed that 
there were mutagens in the sand. 
With the money returned to the town, 
the opening of the pond was post¬ 
poned for at least a year. 

“The results, we felt, would poten¬ 
tially cast a shadow on the opening of 
the beach," committee member Jer¬ 
ome Cura told the Conservation Com¬ 
mission at its March 8 meeting. 

However, Cura told the Conserva¬ 
tion Commission that the Wedge 
Pond committee now believes that 
the interpretation of the tesli ng done 
by MIT was erroneous. The testing 


was done in the sand near the Wedge 
Pond Condominiums, but no testing 
was done on the sand on the beach 
area, said Cura. 

Cura said the committee has since 
had a test sample done. A lab with 
BPA certincation has determined 
that the mutagens In that area are 
below a detectable levels, said Cura. 

"Right now, we feel the beach has 
clean sand ... with no mutagens. 
There is a very safe sandy area for 
people to go swimming on," said 
Cura. “We are very confident that it 
is completely uncontaminated." 

The $13,000 requested from the 
town would go toward hiring a life 
guard and equipment for the beach. 

“The committee should be com¬ 
mended for bounding back from the 
eleventh hour information, as bad as 
it was,” Conservation Commission 
Chairman Joshua Alper told mem¬ 
bers of the committee. 

The committee is currently work¬ 
ing on adding sand to the beach area. 
The committee would like to spread 
sand on the ice at Wedge Pond about 
20 feet out from the shore line, and 
when the ice melts, the sand will sink 
to the beach.

Important Medicaid 
information for 
married couples 
facing the need 
for nursing home care

pared by the Senior Citizens' Law 
Project of Cambridge and Somerville 
Legal Services, to help keep seniors 
aware of issues affecting them. 

Because most people cannot afford 
to pay the high cost of nursing home 
care, the primary payor of such care 
is usually Medicaid. Medicaid is the 
medical assistance program admi¬ 
nistered by the Department ofPublic 
Welfare (DPW) for financially eligi¬ 
ble persons who arc over age 65 or 
disabled.

It used to be that the law required 
almost all the assets beloAging to 
married couples to be spent before 
one of the spouses could be eligible 
for Medicaid assistance to pay for 
nursing home care. This meant that 
the spouse who remained in the com¬ 
munity was left without resources to 
take care of his or her own basic 
needs. In 1988 Congress passed a law 
to protect the healthy spouses of 
nursing home residents IVom losing 
all their resources for the payment of 
institutional care. 

Unfortunately, many married cou¬ 
ples who face the need for nursing 
home care today remain unaware of 
the protection available to the com¬ 
munity spouse. The 1988 law pro¬ 
vides the community spouse with two 
allowances. The first, called the 
"community spouse resource allow¬ 
ance," allows the community spouse 
to keep a certain amount of assets. 
The second, called a “monthly main¬ 
tenance needs allowance," allows a 
certain amount of income to be kept. 

In order to access these potential 
allowances, one must request that 
the DPW do a spousal needs assess¬ 
ment. This request can be made 
when applying for Medicaid or upon 
admission of the spouse to the nurs¬ 
ing home. It is usually preferable to 
make the request upon admission 
because requesting the assessment 
at this earlier date enables the cou¬ 
ple to plan ahead and to produce 
financial records more easily. 

The community spouse resource 
allowance is calculated by adding all 
the assets of the two spouses and 
dividing the total in half. This half is 
the amount the healthy spouse is 
allowed to keep as tong as it does not 
exceed a certain amount In 1993, 
that amount is $70,740. If the total 
before dividing is $28,296 or less, the 
allowance is always $14,148. These 
maximum and minimum amounts 
are set by the state and are increased 
every year. Either spouse can 
request a fair hearing to dispute the 
accuracy of the calculation the DPW 
makes. In addition, the community 
spouse could keep all of the assets if 
it can be shown, at a hearing, that the 
income derived would increase the 
community spouse's monthly income 
to the minimum monthly mainte¬ 
nance needs allowance (discussed 
below). 

The monthly maintenance needs 
allowance is calculated by consider¬ 
ing the monthly income of the com¬ 
munity spouse and his or her housing 
costs. If it is determined that the 
community spouse's income, after 
housing costs, is below $1149, he or 
she is entitled to receive some of the 
institutionalized spouse's income, 
which otherwise would have had to 
be spent for the cost of care in the 
nursing home. In addition, a fair 
hearing can be requested to ask for 
an increase in the resource allow¬ 
ance if such an increase would gen¬ 
erate income that would help the 
community spouse to meet the 
amount set for the monthly mainte¬ 
nance needs allowance. 

Further, the community spouse 
may request a fair hearing to have 
the monthly maintenance needs 
allowance increased if he or she is 
undergoing hardship. 

It is Important for married couples 
to understand their right to a spousal 
needs assessment and to know that 
they can request a fair hearing to dis¬ 
pute the accuracy of the assessment 
or to attempt to retain more assets. If 


you or your spouse believe that yoir 
are not receiving or have not 
received proper spousal benefit or 
have otherwise been denied this ben¬ 
efit, call the Senior Citizens’ Law^ 
Project at 494-1800.

After 30 years of teaching math to 
elementary and junior high students, 
Sister Rosemary Lipke was made a 
pastoral associate by the Catholic 
Church. It is a pastoral associate’s 
charge to deal with the needs of the 
people, and according to the par¬ 
ishioners at St. Eulalia's, Sister 
Rosemary is succeeding at her job. 

“When I saw your Star of the Week, 
she came into mind,” said a par¬ 
ishioner.

through the same thing,” said Sister 
Rosemary. 

Everyone is welcome to attend the 
groups, with few questions asked. 
SistcrRosemary,relaxcd and quietly 
reassuring, said sometimes she does 
not Tind out much about the people 
who come to her, and she never 
presses them. 

One of Sister Rosemary’s major 
missions over the last six years she 
has been at the parish is to assist the 
elderly and shut-ins. She visits 
numerous shut-ins at least once a 
week for the Eucharistic sacrament 
and sometimes as often as once a 
day. 

Sister Rosemary is not alone, but 
works with several volunteer par¬ 
ishioners. One of their creations Is 
the “Sunshine Committee”. The Sun¬ 
shine Committee send out cards 
every month to the eldery, families 
with newly born, and families who 
recently had a death. “It just a note to 
say that they’re being thought of,” 
said Sister Rosemary.

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Public Schools 
kindergarten screening 

The Winchester Public Schools 
wl II hold pre-kindergarten drop in or 
mail in registration March 22 to 
March 26 for the kindergarten class 
entering September 1993. 

To be eligible for kindergarten 
children must be 5 years of age on or 
before Sept. 1, 1993. There are no 
exceptions to this policy.

Winning the battle 


A recent vote by the Winchester School Commit¬ 
tee appointed acting Superintendent Robert 
Fitzgerald as the new superintendent but in turn 
brought up the question whether the public has 
been well served in the process. 

Many members of the school community say they are 
elated by the appointment, while others talk about how 
they feel left out of the loop and struggle to come to grips 
with their anger. 

Although no complaint has yet been filed, some question 
if committee members violated the Open Meeting Law. 
While it is unclear if a violation of the law occurred, the 
Star believes there was clearly a violation of Winchester 
residents’ right to an open process for the appointment of 
an important public official. 

Open meeting law states that all meeting of government 
boards shall be open and accessible to the public. Round- 
robin telephone deliberations have been found to be 
illegal. 

The question is why court such a risk. If following a vote 
on Feb. 9 the committee intended to forward Bob Fitzger¬ 
ald as superintendent it would have been just as easy to be¬ 
gin and end it in an open public meeting. 

Members may have felt they were doing the community a 
service by circumventing a process that had become cum¬ 
bersome. However, there is an understandable anger in the 
community. 

At best, if residents proceed with a complaint through the 
attorney general’s office all parties will have a chance to 
examine the events as they unfolded. 

At worst, it will create another division among committee 
members and the community they were elected to serve.

The summer of 1920 was moment¬ 
ous in the acceptance of Women's 
Suffrage by the electorate — but 
Winchester carried that one step 
lUrther. 

On April 30,1920, George H. Carter, 
Winchester’s town clerk since 1899, 
passed away — and In an unprece¬ 
dented move town councilman Ralph 
Joslin drafted House Bill No. 1720, 
the now famous “The Town Clerk of 
Winchester may be a woman.” The 
Acts of 1920 - Chapter 503 passed 
handily. 

"That woman” was of course 
Mable W. Stinson — assistant town 
clerk since 1907 - and the legisla¬ 
tion gave her the distinction of 
becoming the first woman town clerk 
in Massachusetts. 

She served Winchester with great 
loyalty and Intelligence for over 30 
years — and in an odd quirk of fate, 
the old Stinson house on Myrtle 
Street is now the home of present 
town clerk, Carolyn Ward. 

The advent of suffrage saw the list 
of registered voters in town double 
from 2,200 to 4,400 with the result 
that former voting accommodations 
became obsolete. 

For the November 1920 election, 
selectmen divided voters alphabeti¬ 
cally Into two lines as they entered 
Town Hall toward two sets of voting 
booths and two ballot boxes. 

It was noted that eight persons on 
each side could be admitted past the 
guard rail each minute, and that in 
no Instance did any voter have to 
wait in line more than four minutes.

That November election saw 90 
percent of all registered voters visit 
the polls — more than double the 
number of those who had ever turned 
out for a town election. 

At that Juncture of political 
change, the future of Town Hall itself 
was being seriously considered. A 
committee had been set up to exa¬ 
mine the building with a view to its 
reuse in the event a new "memorial 
municipal building” were erected. 

Selectmen recommended a new 
heating system for the building and a 
new floor in the auditorium. Beyond 
that, until impending changes in 
town government were ascertained, 
they cautioned against any more 
extensive work on the 33-year-old 
structure. 

Locally the winter of 1919-1920 was 
a bad one and highway Superinten¬ 
dent T. Parker Clarke and his crew 
had one tough job to cope with the 
severe blizzards of that season. 

Total number of men to combat the 
storms was 36 — and they bad to 
make do with only 12 horses in some 
of the worst conditions seen in town 
for years. Keeping things relatively 
open that winter cost the town 
$14,242.27. 

By the end of the year, the snows 
(and inevitable complaints) had dis¬ 
appeared. Plans were afoot to 
streamline many aspects of town gov¬ 
ernment due to the influx of new vot¬ 
ers — and in a new twist, the plan¬ 
ning board set about educating the 
town on the benefits of a zoning 
ordinance. 

In 1924, Winchester voters 
approved their first zoning bylaw 
and district map. 


I had a fi-iend who said once that 
he could be happy anywhere as long 
as he could look up and see a lot of 
sky. 

I'd met him when I was young and 
obsessed with grades and hairdos. I 
went to a girls’ camp and he to the 
neighboring boys' camp. Now and 
then we had dances, which we had to 
attend in shorts, skirts being consid¬ 
ered too provocative and uncamper- 
ish. To the boys we must have looked 
like the Hitler Youth got up in knee 
socks and bermudas. They arrived 
standing up in trucks open to the sky. 
To us they looked like livestock. 

Most of the time, someone would 
set up a record player in the rec hall 
and we'd dance to the Supremes and 
the Beach Boys. But one year when 
the boys came, four of them walked to 
the stage and set up instruments. The 
one with the sax caught my eye. He 
made a remark about something 
being phony and my heart Jumped. I 
was 13, and just beginning to notice 
that much of life in the adult world 
seemed to run on the oily fuel of 
hypocrisy. 

Between sets, we started to talk. 
Had I read J.O. Salinger?, he asked. 
John Steinbeck? Did I know who 
Woody Guthrie was, or Pete Seeger? 
I didn't and hadn’t. I'd spent the last 
school year writing smarty-pants 
notes to my fi'iends that mocked and 
parodied my teachers. Here was 
someone inviting me to get serious. 

We began writing letters, and 
wrote each other steadily for six or 
seven years, he from the military 
school he hated, then the college he 
hated too, and finally fi-om the school 
of music which he loved. He had a 
girl, and I always had a beau. We 
were never that to each other. What 
we were was two people who would 
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sit in cars, summers, or ride the sub¬ 
way, or walk the streets', and talk 
about what mattered. When he made 
that remark about the sky, I thought 
it strange. What about people? What 
about your work? No, he said. All he 
really needed was some sky. 

Time passed. I got married once, 
got a Job and went right to work put¬ 
ting my groom through grad school. 
He got married a couple of times and 
kept making music. At one odd turn 
in the road, he, my husband and two 
others started a recording studio, 
those three being the musicians and 
my young husband being a guy with a 
suit who might know how to get a 
bank loan. 

Occasionally, aspects of my 
friend's life came to irritate me: he 
was such a grasshopper, looking for 
Pleasure and Experience all the 
time. Aspects of our life irritated 
him. We were such ants, with our 
marriage and our jobs. We saw each 
other less and less. By the time I was 
35, I’d taught and written and 
hatched the notion that I wanted to 
go to seminary. I told him this on the

$6,724, Belmont $6,197, Woburn 
$5,351, Wellesley $6,666, Stone- 
ham $5,343, Watertown $6,492, 
Medford $5,942. 


It looks the School Depart¬ 
ment's financially disastrous 
relationship with Canteen food 
services, the company that pro¬ 
vides lunch to elementary stu¬ 
dents, will be coming to an end. 
Their contract expires in June, 
and the School Committee is 
putting out requests for propos¬ 
als for a food service. As of 
February, Canteen Food Ser¬ 
vices was $21,000 in the red for 
this year. "(The deficit) seems to 
be growing by $2,000 each 
month," said acting Assistant 
Superintendent Thomas Bud- 
rewicz. The debt is paid out of a 
revolving account that is now 
more than $50,000 in debt as a 
result of running in the red for 
the last couple of years. When 
applying for the service in Janu¬ 
ary 1991, Canteen had told the 
School Committee it would 
break even the first year and 
make money the second year.‘‘I 
hope that when we award the 
bid we ask more intelligent 
questions, get some more realis¬ 
tic projections and, that system 
better make money or else we 
should reach the point where we 
just won’t offer lunches,” said 
Chairman Mark Lombardi. 


The search committee 
charged with finding a new prin¬ 
cipal for the Lincoln Elementary 
School is underway. The School 
Department received 49 
resumes fi-om people interested 
in the position. 
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performance and leadership could 
be so respected and productive then, 
but are so scorned and condemned 
by Mr. Bortman now. 

Concerning the diiTerences of the 
School Committee with Dr. Mitsakos, 
Mr. Bortman should know that there 
was unanimous support on the 
School Committee to discuss the per¬ 
formance of the former superinten¬ 
dent, In spite of the philosophical 
differences among the members.

Resident questions 
how much TM knew 
prior to vote 

To the odHor: 

At the Annual Town Meeting, Nov. 
5, 1984, Article 4 passed by majority 
voice vote. The article reads, "Voted, 
that the town preserve the well field 
adjacent to Lynch Elementary 
School and Horn Pond Brook and 
restore the land to its original topo¬ 
graphy by Tilling in the hole.” Recen¬ 
tly, the Capital Planning Committee 
recommended the expenditure of 
$26,000 for unneeded soccer field 
expansion in the Weil Field area. 
The question is: Did the Capital 
Planning Committee know about the 
Town Meeting vote preserving the 
Well Field before it voted to approve 
the expenditure of $26,000? 

At the fields committee public 
hearing on Feb. 25, at Town Hall, it 
was obvious that there is overwhelm¬ 
ing opposition to field expansion by 
the residents of the Lynch neighbor¬ 
hood. One of the charges of the fields 
committee voted by Town Meeting 
was to consider “neighborhood con¬ 
cerns." Yet the fields committee has 
repeatedly opposed holding public 
meetings at the Lynch School (for 
example see Daily Times Chronicle, 
Dec. 10, 1992). 

One member of the fields commit¬ 
tee who lives closer to Muraco 
School and not in the Lynch School 
neighborhood as was erroneously 
reported by both local papers recen¬ 
tly (Winchester Star, Feb. 25; and 
Dally Times Chronicle, Feb. 26) 
alleges that "misleading informa¬ 
tion" was presented in a leaflet to 
abutters and neighbors. 

It is clear that this particular per¬ 
son is not familiar with the minutes 
of the fields committee on which she 
is serving. Examination of the 
minutes of the Winchester Fields 
Committee dated Nov. 17,1992 reve¬ 
als; "Priorities: the possible deve¬ 
lopment of a new field in the Well 
Field area at Lynch School is the 
committee’s highest priority major 
project.” 

A memo flrom the Engineering 
Department, dated Nov. 17, 1992 
states the following: "LYNCH 
FIELD Objective — to expand the 
existing play field into the well field 
area for additional soccer use 
.Necessary Work.....Install sprink¬ 
ler system of entire complex...." 

From the fields committee 
minutes dated Nov. 24, 1992, one 
reads: “The committee’s top priority 
request is Phase I of the Well Field 
Project at Lynch School, in which 
the field itself would be created 
($54,000). In the second year, the 
committee will request that capital 
be provided for irrigation ($74,000), 
and in the third and fourth year, 
parking (a rough committee guess of 
$50,000 in each year).” A memo from 
the Engineering Department dated 
also 11/24/92 states that the expan¬ 
sion ofthe play field will be approxi¬ 
mately 69,000 square feet. 

In the fields committee’s minutes 
dated Dec. 8,1992, the Capital Plan¬ 
ning Committee asked about the 
number of fields that would be 
created in the Well Field area. The 
fields committee’s response was 
“one large men's maximum field of 
225x360 Yards....or alternatively as 
many as three women’s minimum 
fields." 

Currently Lynch has two soccer 
fields, and the addition of three 
more will total five. Of course, the 
minimum number of fields will 
remain one even after expansion, 
but the maximum will be five. 

The Oct 6, 1992 minutes stated, 
“Options to be costed out .... 1. 
Lynch;...develop additional park¬ 
ing" — “develop fields in other 
areas of tract, such as off Sylvester 
Ave." It was already noted that 
$100,000 for parking will be 
requested during the third and 
fourth years of this five-year project 
Yea, the fields committee is not 
recommending the development of 
additional parking or irrigation this 
year. This year’s proposal is to cre¬ 
ate a new 69,000 square feet field for 


the unbelievable low cost of $26,000. 
Last year at Skillings Field, more 
money was spent on sodding a soccer 
and football field alone. 

Moreover, no trees were cut down, 
no clearing or grubbing was done, no 
loam base was added, no excavation 
was carried out. etc. at Skillings, yet 
the cost exceeded the amount that is 
being requested for the Lynch 
project. 

Simply put, the cost estimate of 
$26,000 just kicks in the door to the 
development of a soccer complex. It 
would be difficult to find a “regis¬ 
tered engineer” who would sign his 
name to such a ridiculously low cost 
estimate.

THE HOUSE AND SENATE. Beacon 
Hill Roll Call records local rep¬ 
resentatives’ votes on four roll calls 
on the House-passed version of the 
education reform bill. There were 
no roll calls in the House or Senate 
last week. 

50/50 SPLIT (H 501) - House 123-29, 
rejected an amendment restoring 
language providing that vocational 
education training programs include 
a 50/50 requirement with 50 percent 
of the time spent on academics and 


50 percent on trade courses. Amend¬ 
ment suppoiters said the bill elimi¬ 
nates the 50/50 split requirement. 
They argued it is important to guar¬ 
antee sufficient technical training to 
insure that youngsters who choose 
not to go on to higher education have 
skills that are transferrable into the 
workplace. Opponents said the bill is. 
more fiexible and allows schools to 
establish their own programs, sub¬ 
ject to approval by the board, with 
their own split. They argued the 
50/50 requirement is arbitrary and 
restrictive. (A “Yes" vote is for a 
50/50 split requirement. A “No" vote 
is against a 50/50 split requirement). 

Casey voted no.

Lombardi announces 
candidacy for 
school committee 


“My name is Mark Lombardi and I 
am the only candidate for School 
Committee who feels that we can live 
within the guidelines of Proposition 
2'A while continuing to provide a 
first class education to our children 
without closing any of our schools." 
It has been three long and Interest¬ 
ing years since I presented that as 
the opening statement in my success¬ 
ful run for school committee. 1 am 
proud to say I was right and we have. 

In an effort to review exactly what 
Impact I have had on our school sys¬ 
tem, I spent a few hours going 
through newspaper articles fVom the 
last three years.

Pharmacies: 
this David 
lost to Goliath

In March of 1983, Winchester’s own 
O’Neil’s Pharmacy was robbed by a 
gunman wielding a .357 magnum. 
Now, nearly a decade later, another 
gunman, this one with much more 
cunning, has made off with manager 
Richard Daley’s career and dreams. 

“With Bay State Health Care, I nev¬ 
er saw the gun,” said Daley. Bay 
State Health Care announced last 
month that their 300,000 subscribers 
would have to go to one of three phar¬ 
macy chains for their prescriptions. 

In this version of David and 
Goliath, Daley had no sling. Indepen¬ 
dent pharmacists, or “mom and pop” 
operators, have been totally 
excluded from the network which 
now Includes only the CVS, Brooks 
and Osco chains. While Bay State 
defends the move as simple cost sav¬ 
ing and fair competition, the overall 
deal appears more like collusion. 
Independent drug stores aren’t 
being allowed to compete. 

Bay State went out and solicited 
bids for its pharmaceutical contract 
The Northwest Pharmacy Service 
Corporation, which represents 420 
independent pharmacies In Massa¬ 
chusetts, offered its bid along with 
CVS, Brooks and Osco. Northwest, 
according to many accounts, has rea¬ 
son to believe that their bid was the 
lowest. Even after Bay State asked 
CVS to improve on their initial offer, 
sources believe that the Northwest 
bid still would have saved the com¬ 
pany the most money. 

People trust their pharmacists. 
They feel comfortable going to some¬ 
one they know. Now that friend is 
being eaten up by big business “Pac 
Mans.” Subscribers are being forced 
to choose either their Bay State 
Health Care coverage or their loyalty 
to neighborhood pharmacist. 

Neighborhood stores offer friend¬ 
ly, personalized service. If they can 
match the prices of the big chains, 
they should be allowed to do so. 
While exclusive contracts are not 
illegal, they impede fair competition. 
Bay State is literally handcufftng the 
independent pharmacist Yet, it is 
not only the O’Neil’s pharmacies of 
this region who lose; those who pat¬ 
ronize these stores are being victim¬ 
ized as well. 

It is now time for government to 
step in. In response, I have cospon¬ 
sored a bi II (H. 1109) by request of the 
hundreds of concerned consumers of 
local pharmacies. The bill has the 
strong endorsement of the Commit¬ 
tee on Insurance and will hopefully 
even the playing field. If an indepen¬ 
dent pharmacist can match the HMD 
prices, they will be free to do exactly 
lhat. Close to 30 other states already 
have such laws. Last year, President 
Clinton's home state of Arkansas 
passed legislation supporting phar¬ 
macy choice. 

..If people trusl the pharmacist with 
whom they are most familiar, why 
shouldn't they continue to use them 
If they provide more personalized, 
comprehensive and complete ser¬ 
vice at the same cosL Independent 
pharmacists are being crushed 
under Bay State's new policy and no 
time is worse to be stamping out jobs 
and businesses.

departments for money as well. 

At 1992 Spring Town Meeting 
$100,000 was placed In the reserve 
Aind, of which the Finance Commit¬ 
tee has eontrol. 

The School Department has not 
been given any definite word on the 
possibility of getting some relief fVom 
the reserve Ibnd. 

“The Finance Committee was not 
anxious to come up with the Ibnds," 
Superintendent Robert Fitzgerald 
told the School Committee at its 
March 9 meeting. “They told us to 
look at it later in the year. 

Committee member James Evans 
noted that there was "a real strong 
demand on that $100,000." 

Evans suggested that the School 
Committee file a warrant article for 
Spring Town Meeting by the March 
12 deadline for the money to fill the 
gap 

Evans said the committee could 
withdraw the article if the Finance 
Committee came up with the money 
or the School Department found the 
money in its budget 

Evans' proposal met with little 
enthusiasm from the other commit¬ 
tee members. 

"I can think of no harder fight than 
to come forward at Town Meeting 
with that type of an article. I think it 
would be blown off the floor," said 
committee member Edward 
O’Connell.

Robert Beattie, who attended the 
School Committee meeting, said that 
the Finance Committee was looking 
at its options and was considering 
the School Department’s request. 

The School Committee is adverse 
to the alternate choice of cutting that 
$26,000 out of the budget in the last 
three months of Fiscal Year 1993. 

’’I don’t think we can take that from 
the operating budget,’’ said 
Fitzgerald. 

With the deadline for payment IS 
days afler the end of the fiscal year, 
the committee has the option of roll¬ 
ing the shortfall over to next year’s 
• budget However, the committee said 
it didn't have any room to negotiate 
in next year’s budget either and 
would have to increase its Fiscal 
Year 1994 budget by $26,000. 

The School Department is current¬ 
ly at an impasse with the town mana¬ 
ger over its FY ’94 budget The town 
manager has the School Department 
currently budgeted for $500,000 less 
than it is requesting. 

The School Committee is reluctant 
to start of the year in the red again. At 
the beginning of this fiscal year, the 
committee had to pick up debts from 
the previous year. 

“It’s not a very appealing 
option... but it’s one we can fall back 
on," said O’Connell. 

Fitzgerald said that except for the 
$62,000 unexpected expense, the 
School Department budget should be 
balanced at the end of this fiscal

Lombardi retold the phone conver¬ 
sation difTerently at the School Com¬ 
mittee’s March 2 meeting. “It looks 
like there’s three of us who feel very 
strongly about Mr. Fitzgerald getting 
the job," Lombardi recalled saying 
in the conversation. 

"This was my way of saying, ’All 
right, this may go this direction 
tonight, be aware. I’m telling you 
there’s at least three of us who feel 
strongly about this,” Lombardi said. 

Heinold’s statements contradict 
much of what the other committee 
members stated at the March 2 meet¬ 
ing. O’Connell stated that he had not 
heard from Lombardi prior to the 
vote. Makhoul stated early in the 
meeting that no decision had been 
made yet on the superintendent. 
Makhoul was reached by Lombardi 
on the night of March 1. 

Lombardi said he was making an 
effort to “bend over backwards" to 
tell the committee members about 
this vote because there had been 
complaints in the past that commit¬ 
tee members had been left in the 
dark. After this incident, Lombardi 
said he was going to go back to the 
days people showed up to the meet¬ 
ings Imowing nothing. 

Lombardi said he tried to tell the 
members as soon as he knew three 
members were leaning toward Fitz¬ 
gerald, but that meant Heinold was 
not contacted until March 2, and 
based on statements at the School 
Committee meeting, Fitzgerald knew 
he might be nominated around Feb. 
26. Heinold noted that a phone call 
on the day of the meeting, as she had 
received, "doesn’t count" 

As far as working behind the scene, 
Lombardi added, “There is no con¬ 
spiracy ... Contrary to what many 
people think, I do not have long con¬ 
versations with other members of 
this board between meetings and 
say,’This is what we’re going to do the 
next meeting.’ In fact, I try to ignore 
everyone between the meetings 
because I don't want to be accused of 
having two or three votes that I can 
count on and I can go to,’" said 
Lombardi. 

Like Heinold, Lombardi was upset 
the public knew about the possibility 
of a vote and were lobbyinghim athis 
house. Both seemed to insinuate that 
the other was responsible for the 
leak. "One of the members felt fVee to 
tell the general community... that It 
wasadonedeal... that we were going 


to railroad it through,” said 
Lombardi. 

Reached In Connecticut and asked 
if she felt the Open Meeting Law had 
been violated Makhoul said, "No, I 
do not I had been away for 10 days. 
He (Lombardi) called me the day 
before the meeting. He told me he 
called to find out if I was still Inter¬ 
ested in supporting Bob.” Makhoul 
says that Lombardi did report having 
spoken to Fitzgerald. 

She continued, “At the March 9 
meeting I wanted to vote the appoint¬ 
ment then Eddie (O’Connell) and 
Mark (Lombardi) said no, they 
wanted an Interview." 

Makhoul expressed frustration 
with how the search ended but 
insisted it was time to move things 
forward. “We can’t fool around 
another six months and then have 
Bob tell us to take a hike," she added. 
"We have a lot of things to get done or 
they won’t get done until the next 
school year." 

Member James Evans wasziefinite- 
ly not contacted by the chairman. 
Evans said at the meeting that he had 
heard about a passible Fitzgerald 
vote by a resident At the School com - 
mittee meeting, he said that commit¬ 
tee members’ comments that they did 
not know how the issue would play 
out were "fairly outrageous." 

Resident George Waterbury told 
the Star he “is considering filing a 
formal complaint with the attorney 
general," over thevoteonMarch2. "I 
have no problem with Bob Fitzgerald 
being a superintendent of the 
schools. This is not about him, this is 
about the process," said Waterbury 
in a telephone interview with the 
Star. 

“I believe that the decision was a 
done deal before that meeting began. 
(I think) the decision was made need¬ 
lessly hastily because of a political 
agenda that does not serve the town 
well," added Waterbury. He was 
reluctant to lay out the basis for the 
complaint before it was formally 
filed. 

Lombardi told the Star there was 
“absolutely no grounds" for charges 
that he violated the Open Meeting 
Law. “I think that several people are 
n-ustrated and that this Is a last 
recourse.” 

Kim Hindin, a spokesperson for 
Attorney General Scott Harshbarger 
would not confirm or deny any (11- 
ing;“As is our policy this office does 
not confirm or deny an investiga¬ 
tion,” said Hindin.

Rabid 
raccoons 
reach town

was "very aggresive” and had 
.attacked the pole and noose device 
Smith uses to catch raccoons. 

Smith said he and Cogan deter¬ 
mined the animal was ill and danger¬ 
ous and killed the raccoon on the 
spot. The animal was sent to the state 
and also came back positive. 

Rabies, a viral disease that attacks 
the nervous system, is spread 
through a bite or scrach from an 
infected animal. If left untreated it is 
always fatal. 

The rabies virus has been spread¬ 
ing north from the mid-Atlantic since 
1977. In September, the first case of 
rabies in Massachusetts was 
reported in Amesbury. 

Since then, dozens of animals in 
the state have tested postive, includ¬ 
ing raccoons in Arlington, Belmont, 
Lexington, and Somerville. To com¬ 
pound the problem, there has been a 
proliferation of raccoons in the state. 
According to the Mass. Dept, of 
Fisheries and Wildlife, there are 80 
raccoons per square mile in 
Winchester. 

Now that it has been documented 
that rabies exist in Winchester, Tab- 
bi said the town will no longer send 
raccoons to the stale to bo tested 
unless they come in contact with a 
person or an animal. 

Tabbi advised that all pets be vac¬ 
cinated for the rabies virus, as 
required by stale law. The Board of 
Health will be holding a vaccination 
clinic on March 13 from 2 to 4 p.m. at 
the DPW garage, see front page 
index. 

The stale offers the following 
advice: 

■ Pets are the most likley bridge 
between raccoon rabies and people. 
Vaccinate dogs and cats for rabies. 

■ Keep pets restrained at all 
times. 

■ Feed pets indoors. Do not leave 
food outside. 

■ Do not approach or feed 
raccoons. 

■ Secure trash containers with 
tight fitting lids. 

■ Cap chimneys with with screens 
and seal all openings in sheds, base¬ 
ments, porches, and attics. 

■ “Plenty of information has been 
handed out and residents should 
heed this information," said Tabbi.

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Winchester’s Pete Gustln Is the Inspiration behind the Sachem 
swim team's Swim for Sight effort. 

A welcome sight 

Winchester High swimmer inspires 
teammates in Swim for Sight effort

P eterGustinisamaster 
of compensation. The 
Winchester High 
School sophomore 
suffers from macular 
degeneration, a rare eye disease 
that affects central vision. 
Although his vision has deterior¬ 
ated a great deal since he was first 
diagnosed with the disease in 
1986, Gustin has managed to lead 
as normal a life as possible. 

The 15-year-old is a three-sport 
athlete, competing regularly in 
sports where excellent vision is 
considered mandatory. He’s a cor- 
nerback and halfback in football, a 
top-notch swimmer at the high 
school and one of the best sailors 
in the nation. 

'T've learned to compensate for 
my diminished eyesight,” said 
Gustin. “In football, I can’t see the 
laces or the name on the ball or 
anything like that, but I'm able to 
knock it down when it comes tow¬ 
ard me. I can't see the eyes of a 
lineman coming toward me, but I 
can see enough to get around 
him,” 

Gustin will lead several team¬ 
mates from Winchester’s boys and 
girls swim teams in this weekend's 
Swim for Sight at Boston College’s 
Flynn Recreation Complex. The 
annual benefit, which involves 
over 500 swimmers and 200 volun¬ 
teers, was started five years ago by 
the Schepens Eye Research Insti¬ 
tute in Boston. While most swim¬ 
mers are limited to one hour in the 
pool, Gustin is hoping to swim for 
up to three hours in an attempt to 
raise as much money as possible. 

This is the fourth time Gustin 
has participated in the event. 
Three years ago, he raised $1,100. 
The following year, he received 
$2,500 in pledges. Last year he 
raised $3,200. He is attempting to 
surpass $3,000 again this time. 

Gust.n’s eye problems basically 
mean that he can't focus on nearby 
objects. He gets all of his school¬ 
books translated Into large type, 
he hasdifficulty reading thechalk- 
board, and he won't be getting his 
driver’s license when his class¬ 
mates do. 

Until a couple of years ago, Gus¬ 
tin participated In the same sports 
and activities as mostotheryoung- 
sters. He had to drop baseball, as 
he was unable to pick up the spin 
on curveballs. But Gustin doesn't 
have a lot of time for baseball any¬ 
way, as he routinely spends his 
summers concentrating on per¬ 
fecting his sailing technique. 

Last summer, Gustin spent his 
school vacation traversing the 
United States. Along with a cousin 
and a fTiend, Gustin drove to Long 
Beach, Calif., for the National 
Sailing Championships. Gustin 
and h is cousin came away from the 
championships as the 28th best 
snipers in the nation. He was 
recently voted one of the top 10 
sailors in New England by the 
New England Scholastic Sailing 
Association. 

Gustin finds that sniping, in 
which two competitors team up on 
a two-sailed boat, is much easier 
than solo racing. 


“It was getting to the point 
where I couldn't seethe marks due 
to my vision,” said Gustin. “Hav¬ 
ing another sailor to read the 
marks makes a big difference. I 
can’t see the wind like most sail¬ 
ors. I have to feel the wind. 1 think 
it actually helps me." 

Although he professes sailing as 
his favorite sport, Gustin also 
excels in the water, as opposed to 
on it. His 50-yard freestyle time of 
25.3 seconds Icfi him two-tenths of 
a second shy of qualifying for the 
1993 Division 2 North sectional 
swimming championships. His 100 
freestyle time — 59.96 — was 1.3 
seconds off the qualifying time. 
Instead, coach Rich Cheney sent 
Gustin to the sectionals as a mem¬ 
ber of Winchester’s freestyle and 
medley relay teams.

He relies on the 
color scheme of a poo! to help alert 
him that the wall is approaching. 
The only tough pools are those 
without lane markers on the floor. 

An excellent student, Gustin 
takes several honors-level 
courses. He is the president of his 
class, a member of the school’s 
fairness committee and a particip¬ 
ant in the school's multi-cultural 
programs. He is also known for his 
sense of humor. 

"I like starting conversations by 
telling people I’m a sniper,” said 
Gustin. "It tends to grab their 
attention.” 

Gustin realizes that macular 
degeneration will probably be 
with him for the rest of his life. His 
doctors think that the loss of vision 
may have subsided, but there are 
no guarantees. The lack of a cure 
only adds to Gustin's drive tow¬ 
ards helping with the Swim for 
Sight benefit. 

"I know it’s there, and I know I 
really can’t do anything about it,” 
said Gustin. “It's like, OK, fine, 1 
can’t see that bird flying in the sky. 
Big deal. I just go on and try to 
compensate.”

Best Female Athlete 
Deldrs Murdock, Indoor track

There was really no way to 
separate seniors Deidre Murdock 
and Diana Grande. They are both 
three-sport athletes, captains of the 
indoor track team, and Middlesex 
League all-stars. Murdock, Winches¬ 
ter’s distance specialist, was unde¬ 
feated in her main event, the two- 
mile. So far, Murdock has compiled 
two field hockey letters along with 
three each in indoor and outdoor 
track. She was the Middlesex 
League’s top two-miler, with a best 
indoor time of 12:20.

Corinne Imperalore, basketball 
and Marlsa McCarthy, gymnastics 

if it’s dynamic debuts you were 
looking for. then the initial varsity 
efforts of these two freshman ath¬ 
letes would have suited you just fine. 

Imperatore, a 5-foot-4-inch guard, 
proved she belonged with the varsity 
club in the season opener. With 
Winchester trailing Burlington 59-58, 
Imperatore went coast to coast for 
the game-winning layup as time 
expired. She went on to a fine rookie 
season for coach Joe DiSarcina’s 
Sachemettes. Even a serious ankle 
sprain suffered late in Winchester’s 


u pset win over Bel mont could n’t stop 
Imperatore. Just one week alter the 
injury, Imperatore played almost the 
entire game in Winchester’s double¬ 
overtime playoff loss to East Boston. 

When the subject of injuries comes 
up, one must consider the plight of 
McCarthy. The freshman gymnast 
was unable to practice for five 
months due to a back injury suffered 
last summer. McCarthy was given the 
go-ahead by her doctor just five days 
before Winchester’s first meet. She 
turned in a strong 30.2 total in her 
initial all-around effort, and went on 
to average 32.3 points for the season. 
Her top-six finish on beam at the 
Middlesex League meet earned her 
all-league status. 

Coach of the Season 
Larry Tremblay, wrestling 

The choice for coach of the season 
was obvious. Tremblay, who lost 
seven Middlesex League champions 
to graduation in 1992, retired briefly 
before agreeing to take the reigns for 
his 13th season. His team was com¬ 


prised almost exclusively of fresh¬ 
men and sophomores, but with Just 
four returning starters, Tremblay 
somehow managed to fashion a 13-4 
dual-meet record. The team finished 
third in the Middlesex League with a 
5-2 record, and came within one 
match of winning its only two losses.

Ebanks continues to impress matters 

WHS grad surprises with runner-up finish at NCAA Div. 3 New England meet

When we last heard from Chris 
Ebanks, the former Winchester High 
School student was receiving his All- 
America wrestling award as one of 
the top high school grapplers in the 
United States. 


COLLEGE NOTEBOOK 


N aw a freshman at Wesleyan Uni¬ 
versity in Middletown, Conn., Ebanks 
recently completed his first season of 
collegiate wrestling. In a way that is 
becoming commonplace for him, 
Ebanks has continued to surprise the 
experts. At the NCAA Division 111 
New England Championships held at 
Williams College last month, Ebanks 
advanced to the final of the 
150-pound weight class before losing 
2 - 1 . 

The 1992 WHS grad, born in Jamai¬ 
ca and a resident of the Bronx, who 
spent his high school years in 
Winchester as a member of the ABC 
(A Better Chance) program, had his 
choice of numerous colleges to 
attend. Surprisingly, the quality of 
the schools’ wrestling programs did 
not affect his decision in any way. 
Until November, Ebanks was still 
undecided about whether he would 
pursue collegiate wrestling. 

“The quality of the education was 
the No. 1 factor in my decision," said 
Ebanks. “Location was important 
also. One of the reasons I chose 
Wesleyan was that It was between my 
New York home and my Winchester 
connections. I wanted to be able to 
visit both.” 

After settling in to his new sur¬ 
roundings, the 1992 sectional, state 
and New England champion at 152 
pounds found the familiar feel of the 
wrestling environment still appealed 
to him. • 

”I went to a couple of captains 
practices, but not all of them,” said 
Ebanks. “But once 1 was in the room, 
it was kind of hard to leave." 

John Canty is the wrestling coach 
at Wcsl cyan, a post he bega n just this 
year. Walking into his first head 


coaching experience, Canty was 
pleasantly surprised to find a high 
school All-America wrestler “trying 
out” for the team. 

”I just met Chris in November,” 
said Canty. “1 didn’t recruit him or 
anything. I had heard he was an 
exceptional ly talented wrestler, but I 
found out he’s also an exceptional 
person.” 


At Wesleyan, Ebanks fashioned 
with a strong 17-8 final record by 
using many of the same attributes 
which made him the nation’s second- 
best 152-paunder in high school last 
year. His trademark speed has 
increased, as has his upper body 
strength. 

"Chris is a tremendous athlete,” 
said Canty. “Speed is probably his 
greatest asset and right behind speed

is strength. At the New England!, 
every time he shot, he got someone 
down. They just couldn’t stop him.” 

Ebanks noticed a definite differ¬ 
ence between high school and colle¬ 
giate wrestling. Even though he com¬ 
peted in the Division 2 Central 
sectional, which had been consid¬ 
ered by many the strongest in the 
state, Ebanks felt he wasn’t adequ¬ 
ately prepared for the jump. 

“In high school a lot of just shoot¬ 
ing worked,” said Ebanks. "In col¬ 
lege you have to set a guy up more. 
No longer is your strength the only 
thing. You don’t just take guys down 
and pin them anymore. Guys actually 
fight back!” 

According to Canty, Ebanks has 
improved dramatically, but still has a 
lot to learn. He claims everyone in 
New England knows that Ebanks 
“basically wrestled everyone on his 
feet." Throughout the season, 
Ebanks worked on establishing con¬ 
trol in his matches, a key element at 
the collegiate level. 

“Talent in high school takes you 
very far, but talent in college takes 
you only so far,” Canty said. “It’s con¬ 
trol. He’s already improved tremend¬ 
ously on top.” 

Canty says the rookie grappler has 
the potential to be one of the best in 
New England history. 

’’Truthllilly, he’s good enough to be 
a national champ," said Canty. “He's 
that caliber kid. No school in New 
England has ever had an NCAA 
champion. Chris has the talent He 
just needs to get focused and work 
for the next three years.” 

Ebanks is succeeding academical¬ 
ly as well as athletically, but continu¬ 
ing in wrestling depends on whether 
he is able to handle his increasing 
class load. Ebanks is leaning towards 
economics as his major. 

Said Canty, ”It’s a real tribute to 
him. For a freshman at a school like 
this to be succeeding both academi- 
cally and athletically is very 
impressive.” 

If Ebanks does choose to pursue 
Ills mat work, It’s a good bet local 
wrestling fans will be hearing a lot 
more from him in the ftiture.

Medex med-gap 
explained in brief 


Sen. Charles Shannon, a member 
of the Senate Insurance Committee, 
would like to release the following 
information as a public service to his 
senior constituents. 

Shannon said, "Medex, the "Medi- 
gap” Insurance offered by Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield, is holding its annual 
open enrollment period during 
February and March. Through Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield, anyone who has 
Medicare Part A and Part B can app¬ 
ly for Medex coverage to begin June 
1. BC/BS is offering six different 
Medex plans. They are as follows: 

Medex Core: This plan does not 
pay for the $676 Medicare Part A hos¬ 
pital deductible, the $100 per year 
Part B medical deductible, or any 
prescription costs. It pays co- 
insurance costs for outpatient ser¬ 
vices and prolonged hospital stays, 
but not for prolonged skilled nursing 
facility stays. 

Medex Bronze (formerly Medex 2): 
It does cover the Part A and Part B 
deductibles, but does not pay for pre¬ 
scription drugs. 

Medex Basic: It does not cover the 


Part A and Part B deductibles, but 
does provide benefits for prescrip¬ 
tion drugs altera $250 annual deduc¬ 
tible. After the deductible is met, 
generic drug costs are reimbursed 
100 percent and brand name drug 
costs arc reimbursed 80 percent. 

Medex Standard: It does not cover 
the Part A and Part B deductibles, 
but does provide benefits for pre¬ 
scription drugs after a $35 per quar¬ 
ter deductible. Alter the deductible, 
generic drug costs are reimbursed 60 
percent. Also, subscribers can order 
prescriptions by mail. Mail orders 
cost $10 for up to a 90 day supply of 
brand name drugs and $2 for up to 90 
days of generic drugs. 

Medex Silver: It does cover the 
$676 Part A deductible. It does not 
cover the Part B deductible. It does 
provide benefits for prescription 
drugs after a $250 annual deductible 
with a limit of $3,000 of benefits for 
prescriptions bought at a pharmacy. 
Mail order drugs cost $15 for a 90 day 
supply of brand name and $2 for up to 
90 days of generic drugs. 

Medex Gold (formerly Medex 3): 
Does cover the $876 Part A deducti¬ 
ble and the $100 Part B deductible. It 
does provide benefits for prescrip-

Winchester, Today and Yesterday 


One hundred years ago Winchester 
Center was a sleepy little village 
catering to Boston commuters and 
owners of the factories located in 
Winchester and Woburn. A drive 
around town shows little of the 
Winchester of yesterday.'Photo¬ 
graphs must pique our imaginations 
and kindle some memories of stories 
we've heard in the past 

The town's photographic history is 
stored at the Henry Simonds Memor¬ 
ial Archives of the Town of Winches¬ 
ter, located in the Town Hall. 
Responsibility for the care and keep¬ 
ing of the documents lies with the 


Winchester Historical Commission. 
Recently, Commission members 
pored through the photograph col¬ 
lection to choose images for a news¬ 
paper article. What evolved has 
become an occasional series of 
photographs entitled, “Winchester, 
Today and Yesterday. ” The archives 
also welcomes your older photo¬ 
graphs, which can be copied or 
donated. Please contact the Archival 
Center at 721-7146 with comments or 
additions. 

Winchester’s Lyceum Hall was 
built in 1851 at Mount Vernon and 
Main streets. It was the site of many 


social gatherings, dances, political 
orations, and early business offices. 
Before the days of radio and televi¬ 
sion, a popular source of entertain¬ 
ment was a lecture at the Lyceum 
Hall. Some religious groups even 
held their first Sunday services at 
the Lyceum Hall before their congre¬ 
gations were large enough to su pport 
their own buildings. 

Many events would be held in the 
daytime, occasionally early evening, 
as travel in the winter, even within 
the town, was cumbersome. Horse 
and buggy would be hired from the 


community stable in the Center. Few 
people hall their own means of 
transportation. 

The Lyc(; urn movement had its 
beginnings! n America as early as the 
182aswhen a New Englander named 
Josiah Holb rook published his book 
on the grow ng need for adult educa¬ 
tion. What f illowed was a movement 
called the] National American 
Lyceum OrEjanization, which coordi¬ 
nated the activities of member 
groups. By l.'B39 Massachusetts alone 
had 137 lyce urns, drawing as many as 
33,000 citize ns to lectures on the arts, 
sciences, amd relevant issues of the 


time and town. 

In 1846, a group of South Woburn 
residents organized the social 
lyceum. A few years later a Lyceum 
Corporation was organized to erect 
the Winchester building. The 
architect was Theodore Voelckers of 
Boston who would also design the 
Andover Town Hall and the Pember¬ 
ton Mills in Lawrence in his career. 
President ofthe LyceumCorporatlon 
was Charles Meintier and Josiah 
Hovey, another man of prominence, 
was the Corporation’s secretary. 
Hovey was a pharmacist — hence, 
the Lyceum Hall Pharmacy located 
on the first floor. 


Today's photograph shows what 
remains ofthe 1851 building. Several 
fires have reduced the multi-stories 
to two and rearranged the footprint 
ofthe original building. Probably the 
most spectacular damage was done 
from the sparks ofthe lire at the Con¬ 
gregational Church/White Building 
which traveled with the wind and set 
the roof ofthe 1851 building ablaze. 
Most ofthe damage of this first fire 
was done to the ornate trim on the 
roof line. Subsequent fires leveled 
the building to its present size.

Arthur Griffin - 
The Arthur Griffin 
Center for Photographic 
Art 

The Arthur Griffin Center, found¬ 
ed in September 1992, is named for 
New England's “Photographer 
Laureate,” who, at 89, continues to 
enjoy the art and adventure of photo¬ 
graphy and the accolades that still 
greet his photography and books. A 
world-renowned photographer, 
Arthur Griffin has spent more than 
50 years as a photographic journalist, 
pioneer and raconteur sharing his 
visual and verbal stories and fine 
landscapes around the world. 

As an artist and photographer for 
the Boston Globe, from 1929 to 1946, 
Griffin's images, innovations and 
escapades were legendary. He was, 
for example, the first camera man to 
use 35 mm for all assignments and 
quite possibly the first to use color. 
Griffin’s eagerly awaited Globe 
rotogravure images, that appeared 
each Sunday, soon caught the atten¬ 
tion of Life, Colliers, Saturday Even¬ 
ing Post, Yankee and Holiday maga¬ 
zines for whom he did extensive 


freelance work over many years. 

Griffin’s images and stories have 
documented many personalities 
throughout the years including Gene 
Tunney, Ted Williams, Bob Hope, 
Groucho Marx, Elizabeth Taylor, 
Ethel Barrymore, Ignatz Paderewski, 
Winston Churchill, presidents Eisen- 
hower and Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt and Mayor James Michael 
Curley, to name but a few. 

Throughout his career, Griffin 
always found time to photograph 
what he loved most, the landscape 
and life of New England. His work 
resulted in four books including the 
award winning “New England" and 
“New England Revisited.” It is his 
New England landscapes that have 
brought to Griffin the greatest ack¬ 
nowledgement and satisfaction for it 
is this work that has always been 
about,coming home.” 

The Arthur Griffin Center is 
located in the heart of Winchester, 
Griffin’s home for 50 years. The not- 
for-profit photography Center, built 
In September, 1992, is a unique blend 
of old and new from the barnwood 
and stone architecture to the 1,500 
foot modern gallery with state of the 
art lighting and movable walls. The 
Museum houses and exhibits the 
photographic heritage of Griffin. The 
spacious “Main Gallery" presents 
photographic exhibitions of fine 
photography by regional, national 
and International artists, exhibitions 
that rotate every six to eight weeks. A 


year-round program of lectures, 
workshops and other special events 
serve those interested in the field of 
photography. 

The current exhibition features 
the work of internationally 
acclaimed photographer, Karin 
Rosenthal. Rosenthal, of Watertown, 
continues to break challenging artis¬ 
tic territory with her unique photo¬ 
graphic resonances of the nude form 
and the natural landscape. The most 
comprehensive showing of her work 
to dale, this exhibit encompasses 
photographs from 1977 to 1992, taken 
on Cape Cod, and in the American 
southwest and Greece. 

The next exhibition, to take place 
ill May and June, 1993, will bo a jur¬ 
ied photography exhibition for ama¬ 
teur and professional photogra¬ 
phers. Open to the public, the 
exhibition will include eight catego¬ 
ries for black and white and color 
photography. Award winning photo¬ 
graphs from each category, plus at 
least 12 photographs from the Junior 
Division (16 and younger), will be 
exhibited for six weeks. A “Best in 
Show," to be chosen among the win¬ 
ners, will have the opportunity to 
exhibit between eight and 12 of his or 
her images during the juried photo¬ 
graphy exhibition. 

The Center is open Thursday 
through Sunday, 1 to 4 p.m. For more

Pre-winter waxing combats damage 


When winler arrives, so do 
all the factors that contribute to 
autombilc rusting, and their 
eventual demise. But, com¬ 
batting rust can be as simple as 
waxing the vehicle with a 
premium car wax.

FLINT, Mich. — Riviera, which has 
a 30-ycar heritage as Buick's 
prestige personal luxury coupe,

passengers in the back seat and cargo in the 
trunk, it may well be due to worn or damaged 
springs. 

Worn shock absorbers and springs can 
rapidly wear out other suspension compon¬ 
ents and tires. If left unchecked, the condition 
can grow dangerous and prevent you from 
properly controlling your car or truck as you 
drive. Before it reaches the critical stage, it's 
a good idea to inspect your vehicle's shock 
absorbers and springs twice a year or every 
5000 to 7500 miles. 

While you must ultimately crawl under¬ 
neath your vehicle to fully perlorm this 
inspection — and certainly get under if you're 
going to make any repairs — you can begin 
by walking around your car and testing each 
of the shock absorbers. Actually, you can do 
the first part of the inspection without getting 
your hands dirty. Simply lean and push down 
on each corner of the vehicle, compressing 
the spring, and stepping back. Then count 
how many times that corner of the vehicle 
goes up and down alter you've let go. If the 
car or truck rocks more than two times, that 
shock absorber is weak and should be 
replaced. 

Now you've got to get underneath. With 
most vehicles, that means raising the vehicle 
to give you room. Work on one end of the 
vehicle at a time, either by driving it up work 
ramps or by supporting it on safety stands. In 
either case, chock the wheels at the end of 
the vehicle that's on the ground. 

With one end of the car safely raised, slide 
under it and inspect the spring and shock 
absorber at each wheel in turn. 

Many cars now use MaePherson struts at 
the front wheels, and some even have them at 
the rear wheel. A MaePherson strut is a com¬ 
pact unit that combines the coil spring around 
the shock absorber. In addition, part of the 
shock absorber may be encased in the steel 
tubeofthestruE 

Inspect the strut as you would a separate 
shock absorber and coil spring. 

Check the shock absorber tubes for dents, 
dings and cracks. Also carefully inspect the 
shock absorber for signs of leakage. The 
shock absorber's steel tube is partially filled 
with hydraulic fluid — if the fluid is leaking, 
the shock absorber cannot function properly. 


Inspect the upper and lower mounts of the 
shock absorber for loose or missing mount¬ 
ing bolts, and missing or broken rubber bush¬ 
ings. If any of the shock absorber mounting 
bolts are loose, try tightening them. If the 
threads are stripped or if the bolt is broken, it 
must be replaced. Chances are, however, if a 
bolt has been loose for a while or the rubber 
bushing torn, the shock absorber has gotten 
damaged as well. 

Check to see that springs are properly seat¬ 
ed. To check the tops of coil springs, you may 
need a flashlight to get a good look. If the 
spring is off its seat, it will be obviously 
cocked or askew. Also inspect the individual 
coils of coil springs for deformation or dam¬ 
age — such as cracks. 

Worn shock absorbers and 
springs can rapidly wear 
out other suspension com¬ 
ponents and tires. If left 
unchecked, the condition 
can grow dangerous. 


Leaf springs should be secure in their 
shackles near the axle. The leaves themselves 
should be slightly arced, cot severely bent or 
cracked. Be sure that the mounting shackles 
at the ends of the leaf springs are intact, the 
bolts tight and rubber mounting bushings in 
good shape. 

If any of the shock absorbers or springs are 
damaged or worn, they must be replaced. To 
keep the car properly balanced, you should 
replace shock absorbers and springs in pairs 
— both fronts, both rears. However, if the 
defective component and its male are brand 
new, you may well be able to replace only the 
damaged one without adversely affecting the 
car's ride or handling. 

If you're a competent do-it-yourselfer, you 
can easily replace the shock absorbers on 
most cars or trucks. The task usually requires 
basic hand tools. 

However, springs are another matter. A 
compressed spring — coil or leaf — contains 
a great deal of energy and dealing with it safe¬ 
ly requires special tools and care. A spring 
that suddenly expands can seriously injure 
you. 

Unless you are fully equipped and pre- 
pared, leave spring replacement to a qualified 
professional. And since a MaePherson strut is 
a spring and shock absorber combination, 
replacing the shock absorber part of most 
MaePhersoo struts involves compressing and 
removing the coil spring, and you should 
leave that task to a pro as well.

Off to sec The Wizard, Dor¬ 
othy's journey over the rainbow 
is as magical and as awesome in 
the hands of Winchester 
Cooperative Theatre as it has 
ever been. A cast of 80 children 
whose varied and considerable 
gifts have been polished to a 
sparkle equal to that of the 
Emerald Cilyand Dorothy’s ruby 
slippers, will delight audiences 
with 10 performances of Frank 
Baum's beloved story in Lincoln 
School auditorium the next two 
weekends. 


The play, double cast to ensure 
each of the young actors a speak- 
ingroleinatleasl one of the per¬ 
formances, was scripted for the 
Winchester Cooperative Theatre 
by director Cathy Alexander’s 
son, Christopher, who works in 
media relations at ABC-TV in 
New York. Children have been 
in rehearsal two-to-three times a 
week since auditions were held 
in early December. 

Al the full dress rehearsal held 
on Saturday, March 13, lines 
were delivered with nary a cue 
and songs were sung with the 
familiarity and syncopation that 
can only come from hours of 


practice. Comedy, drama, 
pathos, and physical agility 
superceded any inhibitions. 
Adults, shouting and motioning 
directives from just about every¬ 
where were attentivley acknow¬ 
ledged. But the children on stage 
and in the wings had a strength of 
presence and identification with 
Baum’s characters that stood on 
its own.

Twenty-seven warrant articles 
have been submitted for the 1993 
Spring Town Meeting, which opens 
April 26 at the high school. 

As always, the main consideration 
of Spring Town Meeting will be the 
town budget. All funds for town 
departments are appropriated at 
this time, although financial matter: 
cannot be taken up until May 3. 

It is difficult to predict where dis 
pules may arise over budget num¬ 
bers, but at this point the School 
Committee and the town manager 
are $500,000 apart on what they feel 


the School Department budget 
needs. Unsuccessful attempts lo 
reach a compromise could mc.in the 
dilTerence will be settled on the Door 
of Town Meeting. 

The capital line item could also 
engage some debate. The Capital 
Planning Committee is recommend¬ 
ing 33 priority items. Among these 
are renovations of several school 
buildings, a cruiser with strobe 
lights, and a renovation of Lynch 
Field, which has met with sonic 
neighborhood opposition.

Mystic School could fit the bill

The Mystic School Re-Use Commit¬ 
tee released their final report, and 
by all accounts elderly housing 
would be a suitable new use for the 
school, say members. 

The committee, charged with pro¬ 
viding a report to the Board of Select¬ 
men on the feasibility of using the 
Mystic School for affordable housing 
for the elderly in December, 
reported back on March 18. The 
school had been released by the 
School Committee in early 
December. 

According to chairman Winfield G. 
Knopf, there was unanimous agree¬ 
ment from the committee that the 
site would be appropriate for 
'assisted living” units. Assisted liv¬ 
ing was defined in a handout from 


the committee as "a long-term care 
option for physically frail or mental¬ 
ly impaired elders who need consid¬ 
erable help with daily living, but do 
not need continuous skilled nursing 
or intensive therapy,” Knopf said the 
committee agreed with this defini¬ 
tion because it agreed with the philo¬ 
sophy of elderly maintaining an 
independent lifestyle. 

Also recommended was the use of 
some of the remainder of the former 
school for adult day care. Members 
Erna Lawrence and COA Chairman 
Robert Ericson along with Knopf 
detailed the findings of the advisory 
committee. 

While there was unanimity on the 
need for such housing in Winchester, 
committee members added that an 
in-depth analysis by the developers, 
responding to an "RFP” or formal 
bid IVom the town, would be ncces-

sary before the financial viability of 
the project could be determined. But 
committee projections pinned a 
number of $1,400 to $2,800 as rent for 
the units, including the costs for 
assisted livi ng. Ericson said that sub¬ 
sidy programs available at the state 
level could step in to fill the breach 


between low-income residents and 
the high cost of "assisted living.” 

A site visit of the school as well as 
New Horizons at Choate, The Gables 
and the Wesley Street housing (a 
Winchester Housing Facility) was 
completed in the course of the com¬ 
mittee’s research. 

“This report does notpretend to be 
a comprehensive plan,” said Knopf. 
"We went as far as we could with the 
time constraints we were under,” he 
added. 

Other issues that will need to be 
addressed, according to Knopf, 
include zoning and questions about 
how to approach the next step. 

Selectman William O'Leary 
expressed concern over the price tag 
for the units. “It seemed like an 
awfully big number,” said O’Leary. 
"While other facilities in town are 
very handsome and very nice, it's not 


affordable to everyone.” added 
O'Leary. Ericson reminded him 
the cost included some services 
"When we're talking about costs, 
we’re talking about being a resident 
in a assisted living program," said 
Ericson. 

Selectman Stephen Powers 
agreed, “It seems to me what we re 
structuring here is something 
between Wesley Street and the 
Gables," said Powers. 

Knopf said the economic feasibility 
will depend on getting the right mix 
of residents to make it affordable. 
Ericson added that a new program 
called Enhanced Social Security 
could help secure the necessary 
funds for low income residents. 

Selectmen voted to renew the cur¬ 
rent lease to the building for one 
more year and pursue drawing up a 
bid for the project. 


Snow pummels 
Winchester again

Winchester survived its biggest 
snowstorm of the year yet as 20 
inches of snow was dumped on the 
town over the weekend. 

With continuous weather reports 
nfthe impending snow storm, the big¬ 
gest in New England since 1978, 
being aired hourly, residents fiocked 
to the supermarket and the video 
store in frantic preparation for being 
homebound. 

The residue of the storm — 20 
inches of snow covered with rain — 
proved a major inconvenience for 
residents trying to get around. Veh¬ 
icular and pedestrian traffic was dis¬ 
couraged during the worst hours oi 
the storm and many people heeded 
the warnings and stayed put, aiding 
the effort to cleanup. 

The first days following the storm 
found residents faced with the task ot 
cleaning up and shoveling out, as 
h ugc m ounds of snow blocked houses 
and businesses. 


Neighbors exchanged words over 
extended shovels as cleanup efforts 
reportedly took some families ail day 
long. 

Christopher Sprague out on Sun¬ 
day with his wife, Margot and their 
children said they survived the Bliz¬ 
zard of '93 and the only minor prob¬ 
lem was plowing out the end of their 
driveway. “I wanted to be snowed in 
a little more,” said Margot Sprague 
as she and other residents expressed 
the hope snow would slow down their 
daily pace. 

On Tuesday, snow removal went 
into overdrive as business owners 
and DPW workers, with the help of 
the bright March sun. removed much 
of the congestion in the downtown 
area. The DPW used bulldozers and 
dump trucks to remove the large 
mounds of snow they had plowed on 
Sunday and Monday. 

The police recorded an increase in 
minor motor vehicle accidents, and 
walking the street was the only way to

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New water 
meters make 
reading automatic

Facing the mammoth task of 
upgrading the town's meter system, 
Water and Sewer Operation’s Mana¬ 
ger Ed Grant is taking it one meter at 
a time. 

With the increased cost of water, 
installing computerized reading 
equipment or (ARB) meters to accu- 
rateiy calculate usage was critical, 
says Grant. Direct benefits of the 
program include: Spotlighting 
change in usage and enabling the 
Department of Public Works (DPW) 
to work with the homeowner to 
uncover any leaks; helping the town 
track how much water is being pro¬ 
duced; assisting the town in accoun¬ 
tability for the different water sour¬ 
ces it uses. The computerization also 
improves the amount of work flin- 
neled through the office staff as 
laborious manual posting is done 
automatically through the new sys¬ 
tem. Grant credited his office staff 
for assisting him in converting over 
to the new system. 

The town began installation in 
September of2,800 new units in a sys¬ 
tem with 6,400 meters and things are 
going according to plan, says Grant. 
Some minor billing problems 
occurred during the first billing 
cycle, but are being ironed out. 
"There was a problem when the 
meters were first installed, the 
meters were taking a prior reading 
from the old meters then adding the 
new reading, but we’ve corrected 
that," said Grant. 

Other problems have arisen in 
residences that haven’t had their 
meters read in years. 

, Said Grant, "Water and sewer 
costs have gone up, it was time to 
treat water more like a utility." 

Grant says 1,600 meters are 
already in place and he hopes to 
complete the installation of the other 
1,200 sometime over the next 18 
months. 

In order for the meters to be auto¬ 
matically read, the meter reader car¬ 
ries a gun which he aims at the meter 
' installed outside the home, that num- 
1 ber is later dumped into a database 


Residents 
seek to 
void vote

Eleven Winchester residents have 
. sent a request to the Office of the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney asking it to examine 
whether the School Committee vio¬ 
lated Open Meeting Laws. The letter 
also asks the vote that appointed 
Robert Fitzgerald as superintendent 
be nulliffed. 

The compiaintstems Dorn a School 
Committee meeting on March 2 at 
which three members of the commit¬ 
tee voted to appoint Fitzgerald as 
superintendent. Discussion at the 
meeting revealed that there was 
communication between committee 
members outside of School Commit¬ 
tee meetings, and the complainants 
claim that violates Open Meeting 
Laws. 

The letter sent to the Dlstric Attor- 
-ney's Offlc'e, dated March 16, states 
that “The available recoid, including 
a video recording of the meeting and 
newspaper accounts, clearly esta¬ 
blishes that Chairman Mark Lombar¬ 
di and members Connie Makhoul and 
Ed O'Connell engaged in a series of 
private serial conversations during 
which they already aiffeed to appoint 
Robert Fitzgerald as the 
superintendent" 

The same three members of the 
School Committee had also voted at 
their Feb. 9 meeting to interview 
Fitzgerald, but the next day he 
declined the interview. 

The letter also asks that the Dis¬ 
trict's Attorney’s Office "take imme¬ 
diate action... to invalidate the illeg¬ 
al vote taken at the March 2 
meeting.”

Waterbury, Victoria Wateitury, Mar¬ 
garet Schleicher, Judith Gans, Tho¬ 
mas Kelleher, Elizabeth Wolfson, 
Jerome Del Pino, Kathleen Del Pino, 
Martha Tucker, Julie Khuen, and 
Deborah Seymour.

The new system will allow one per¬ 
son to read the entire town in four to 
five weeks, says Grant. This will 
enable the meters to be read four 
times a year, and that will allow the 
homeowner to budget for water and 
sewer bills. 

“Lock-out", or the inability to read 
water meters in many of the town’s 
residences, created myriad prob¬ 
lems, according to Grant. "With esti¬ 
mated bills, customers were not actu¬ 
ally billed for what they consumed 
and as a result we had to do abate¬ 
ments if bills were too high.” Con¬ 
versely, in the instances where bills 
were too low, customers would 
receive an unpleasant surprise when 
the meters were read after a long 
period of time and they owed a larger 
sum than had been estimated. 

Getting into homes to run the wires 
necessary to install the outside 
meter can be problematic. 

“We have been sending letters, 
explaining the program and by the 
end of April every person should 
have been contacted," said Grant. 
The cards mailed request that the 
homeowner call for an appointment 
to install the meter. Voluntary com¬ 
pliance of the program was high in 
the beginning with the response 
starting to “taper off". 

"There will come a time when we 
will have to actively visit the people 
who haven’t called to have a meter 
installed,” said Grant But he said 
he's optimistic, all the meters will be 
installed by the year’s end. 

Said Grant, “Everybody wants an 
actual bill for what they’ve used, it’s 
fair.” The Water and Sewer Depart¬ 
ment Is available to complete instal¬ 
lations, which take about 30 minutes, 
anytime between 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. by 
calling 729-7100.

Upgrades Subject to Surcharges 
Beginning in 1994, as follows: 

Open Enrollment: Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield will extend the Medex 
Open Enrollment period into the 
month of April. The special one- 
month extension is being scheduled 
because beginning in 1994 persons 
who join during open enrollment will 
have to pay a surcharge. The sur¬ 
charge will be charged for three 
years: IS percent the first year, 10 
percent the second year and 5 per¬ 
cent the third year. The Open Enroll¬ 
ment is usually held in February and 
March of each year for the benefit of 
persons enrolled in Medicare Part A 
hospital insurance and PartB medi¬ 
cal insurance who previously 
rejected Medex coverage or dropped 
it. This year, the Open Enrollment 
period will be Feb. 1 through April 
30. This will be the last opportunity 
for persons in this category to enroll 
without having to pay a surcharge. 

Eligible are persons over age 65 


and persons under 65 who have 
received Social Security benefits for 
24 consecutive months. There are six 
Medex plans from which potential 
enrollees may make a choice. They 
vary in premium costs and benefits. 
Coverage under Medex will take 
effect June 1 for persons enrolling In 
the Open Enrollment period. 

Upgrades: Starting in 1994, per¬ 
sons upgrading their Medex cover¬ 
age will have to pay a surcharge on 
top of the base premium amount. 
This has been authorized by the state 
Division of Insurance. This year will 
be the last opportunity to upgrade 
without having to pay a surcharge.

Years ago in Winchester days of 
the week — and even the seasons — 
were marked by footsteps on the 
porch and a knock on the door. 

Seven or eight dairies alone, most 
local, kept Winchester households 
supplied with milk and all were cog¬ 
nizant of the town by-law which for¬ 
bade the clanking of their glass milk 
bottles prior to a civil hour. 

Lucky were the schoolboys who, 
with admirable stealth, darted quick¬ 
ly into one of the old Divco trucks to 
emerge with becoming pride clutch¬ 
ing a sparkling chunk of ice to be 
licked on the way to school. 

Winchester postmen knew every¬ 
one on their routes and one in parti¬ 
cular — Danny Coss — is remem¬ 
bered for his joviality and downright 
friendliness even today, more than 
40 years later! 

Every Wednesday and Friday 
“The Fish Man” in his red and silver 
truck served up to Winchester neigh¬ 
borhoods the freshest catch from 
Boston. He’d swing his metal scale 
out of the back of the truck to weigh 
up a choice salmon steak, some ill- 
lets of sole or fhesh scallops. 

On Monday — as Ma was invariably 
fiddling with the wire antenna on the 
kitchen radio — the S.S. Pierce girl 
would call to take the week's order. 

On Saturday the Pierce’s truck 
came out to Winchester fyom Boston 
with those orders. We boys were in 
awe of the shiny green truck with its 
gilt lettering and its bright red 


wheels. The men brought Ma's order 
right into the kitchen in wooden box¬ 
es and put it with great ceremony on 
the worn kitchen table. 

All the markets in Winchester 
delivered orders too. Lynch's on 
Washington Street began loading up 
their truck in the early afternoon — 
and it was easy to document'your 
neighbor's store of choice as Seller's, 
Richardson's and others pulled up to 
the door on delivery day. 

Warren Everett was the popular 
“Fuller Brush Man” in Winchester 
during the 1940s. A smooth and pol¬ 
ished man, his visits resulted in Ma 
salting away all manner of aids to 
keep our dusty old house 
presentable. 

As the seasons changed so did the 
procession of visitors. A peppery 
lady with carrot red hair — “The 
Real Silk Lady" - arrived with a 
case full of notions, and she and Ma 
knowingly confided in each other in 
the parlor, as bright spools of thread 
and crisp unmentionables changed 
hands. 

As spring arrived a strident "bing- 
bong" along Forest Street 
announced the arrival of the "Scis¬ 
sors Grinder." His old Cushman 
motor scooter was fitted up with a 
bell and grinding wheel up ftont and 
as he threaded through town, houses 
were thrown into turmoil as all the 
family cutlery was gathered and 
taken out to the curb for a new edge 

How much we have lostsince then! 
It was an age when household and 
street were interdependant and 
when each new arrival galvanized 
and united Winchester neighbors.

THE HOUSE AND SENATE. Beacon 
Hill Roll Call records local senators' 
and representatives’ votes on two 
roll calls from the week of March 
8 - 12 . 

ECONOMIC STIMULUS (S 1517) - 

Senate 36-0, House 151-0 gave final 
approval and acting Gov. Cellucci 
signed the compromise version of an 
economic stimulus package raising 
the investment tax credit from 1 
percent to 3 percent. The package 
includes a "sunset" provision, elimi¬ 
nating the increased lax credit after 
three years. The measure also 
includes a $15 million loan guaran¬ 
tee fund for small high technology 
businesses and $500,000 for the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Youth Service and con¬ 
servation corps, Supporters said the 
package will stimulate the economy, 
encourage growth, create jobs and 
send a positive message to the busi¬ 
ness community. Cellucci and others 
who supported Gov. Weld's original 
version of the bill were opposed to 
the “sunset" provision and said that 
while this compromise version did 
not go far enough, it was a good 
beginning. Some lawmakers who vot¬ 
ed for the bill expressed reserva¬ 
tions that it goes too far and will cost 
the state $50 million in revenue 
losses. A Yes vote is for the bill. A No 
vote is against iL One senator voted 
No but her vote was "paired" under 
the Senate voting system and is not 
reflected in the 36-0 tally. 

Rep. Paul Casey voted yes. 

Sen. Charles Shannon voted yes. 


BOSTON GARDEN (H 4639) - 

Senate 37-0, House 146-1 gave final 
approval and acting Gov. Cellucci 
signed the final piece of the Boston 
Garden bill. Supporters emphasized 
the importance ofthe bill to the state 
and explained that since the mea¬ 
sure involves a land transfer, the 
state constitution requires it be 
approved by a two-thirds roll call 
vote in each branch. They noted that 
in the rush to approve the legisla¬ 
tion, both branches had previously 
given the measure final approval on 
a voice vote. Opponents offered no 
arguments. A Yes vote is for the bill. 
A No vote is against it. 

Casey voted yes. 

Shannon voted yes. 

Coming up on Beacon Hill 

Committee hearings were in full 
force last week, and legislators 
heard testimony on several bills 
which may soon be considered by 
the House and Senate. 

EDUCATION - While the education 
reform bill is still tied up in the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee, 
the Education Committee heard tes¬ 
timony on other education-related 
bills. It is currently illegal for stu¬ 
dents to smoke on school grounds 
but permissible for teachers and 
otheradults who work at the schools. 
Although the education bill includes 
a provision banning all smoking on 
school grounds, the Education Com¬ 
mittee heard testimony on a sepa¬ 
rate bill imposing the same ban. 
Another bill would give students the 
right to refuse to dissect laboratory 
animals and be offered alternatives 
including models, diagrams and 
computer programs.

Roader says 
Sanborn House 
should be parkland 

This letter was written to the Board 
of Selectmen and recei ved for publi¬ 
cation by the Star 

To the editor; 

I am writing on behalf of the Con¬ 
servation Commission to request 
that, except for the land immediate¬ 
ly surrounding the Sanborn House, 
this parcel be designated parkland 
when it is declared excess by the 
School Committee in June of this 
year. In addition to being a beautiful 
area of open space, this land is 
currently in use as parkland. Its 
trees, shrubs and grassy areas offer 
opportunities for activities such as 
walking, climbing, picnicking and 
children's games. And as Winches¬ 
ter’s premier sledding hill it draws 
children and adults ft-om all over 
town, especially from the adjacent 
'ilats.' This parcel is therefore listed 
in the new Open Space and Recrea¬ 
tion Plan as an area needing protec¬ 
tion from development. 

As you are aware, the Issue of 
private development of the Sanborn 
House parcel is potentially compli¬ 
cated by the fact that state funds 
were used to purchase the parcel. 
Town Counsel Welch's Sept IS, 1992 
memo to acting Superintendent 
Robert Fitzgerald explains that a 
proportionate share of the state 
hinds used to purchase the parcel 
muit be refunded to the state upon 
tlw sale of this parcel. 

We appreciate the difilculties you 
labor under in this time of fiscal 
au'Merity. Nevertheless, the develop¬ 
ment of the entire Sanborn House 
parcel would destroy a significant 
area of heavily used parkland, a 
valuable recreational resource for 
the town and a scenic area impor¬ 
tant to the town’s identity. We 
believe that the limited short term 
gains to be derived ffom the sale of 
this parcel do not justiiV the loss of 
this open space. We therefore urge 
that whatever the fate of the San¬ 
born building, the Board of Select¬ 
men take jurisdiction of the land as 
parkland, in order to insure that it 
remains accessible to all of Winches¬ 
ter’s residents.

Borggaard questions 
bulletin on Symmes 

To lha aditor; 

I write this as an open letter to the 
editor of the “Black Horse Bulletin,” 
official publication of the Winches¬ 
ter Historical Society 

To my knowledge this seems to be 
the second time in my experience 
that an editor of this interesting 
little sheet has had the misfortune to 
“misspeak.” 

The first time was over 100 years 
ago when Luther Symmes, at that 
time president of the Society, tried 
to point out for posterity that the 
northern boundary line of the old 
Symmes Grant crossed Main St at a 
point 300 feet north of the Black 
Horse Tavern. Unfortunately, he 
inadvertently said "south” instead 
of “north” and that has conftised the 
situation ever since. 

In this case the writer (also an 
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ex-president of the Society) said, 
and I quote, "Edward Converse — 
was the first White settler In Water- 
field. He built the first house as 
early as 1640 near the Town Hall on 
the present site of the Thompson 
Place.” 

Sorry, but Thompson Place is 
nowhere near the Town Hall, in fact, 
it is over a half mile away in the 
Loring Road area. 1 submit that the 
editor “misspoke” as all of us do at 
one time or another. I believe she 
meant to say ’’Converse Place’’ at the 
duck pond and much nearer the 
Town Hall.

Take, for example, his recent open 
letter to the Editor of the Black 
Horse Bulletin. “This seems to be 
the second time,” he writes “that an 
editor of this interesting little sheet 
has had the misfortune to ’mis¬ 
speak.’ The first time was over 100 
years ago, when Luther Symmes, at 
that time president of the Society...” 

Since the first issue of the Black 
Horse Bulletin appeared in Decem¬ 
ber 1974, it is impassible for any of 
its editors to have misspoken over a 
hundred years ago. In 1885, Luther 
Symmes did author an article pub¬ 
lished in the Winchester Record, a 
publication of the Winchester His¬ 
torical and Genealogical Society, 
predecessor to the present Winches¬ 
ter Historical Society. Symmes, at 
that time, was a vice-president, not 
president of that society, and he was 
not the editor of the Record. 

”In this case,” Mr. Borggaard con¬ 
tinues, “the writer (also an ex¬ 
president of the Socieb') said, and I 
quote, 'Edward Converse... built the 
first house... on the present site of 
the Thompson Place,”’ The ex¬ 
president to whom Mr. Borggaard 
refers (myself) is the current edltbr 
of the Black Horse Bulletin; she is 
not, however, the author of the pas¬ 
sage he quotes. (And was not a presi¬ 
dent of the same Society to which 
Symmes belonged.) The writer of the 
passage Mr. Borggaard questions 
was a member of the Trustees of the 
Town Library. The passage is clearly 
in quotation marks and clearly attri¬ 
buted to the Trustees. The quotation 
was taken fYom their Annual Report 
for February 1889. 

Whoever the writer was, Mr. Borg¬ 
gaard states that s/he has misspoken 
since Thompson Place is nowhere 
near the site of the Converse House. 
But Mr. Borggaard has misquoted 
the writer, who actually wrote, “the 
present site of the Thompson place.” 
Please note the lower-case initial 
letter of "place.” Since Thompson 
Place, the street, did not exist in 
1889, there was no possibility the 
library trustees were referring to 
that street The writer was actually 
referring to “the Thompson place,” 
i.e., the place or building owned by 
Thompson. 

Where was the Thompson place? 
As recently as Feb. 11 of this year, 
POtmCAL ADVERTISEMEMT 


The W Inchester Star pri nted a photo 
oflhebuildlngddentified as Thomp¬ 
son’s Block) in its column, ’’Winches¬ 
ter, Today and Yesterday.’’ The 
adjacent photo of the site today 
shows clearly the position of the 
Thompson place - it stood where 
Woolworth’s is today. Near the Town 
Hall and the site of the Converse 
House? Absolutely. 

Neither the editor of the Bulletin 
nor the Trustees of (he Library mis¬ 
spoke in this case. Nor, I must add, 
did Luther Symmes make a mistake 
when he wrote that the boundary 
line of the Symmes farm crossed 
Main Street south of the Black Horse 
Tavern. Symmes wrote exactly what 
he meant, and he was correct when 
he wrote it Of this last point, 1 am 
sure Mr, Borggaard will never be 
convinced, but I will not waste read¬ 
ers’ time nor wear their patience 
ftirther debating the point (The 
documents are available ffom me or 
may be viewed at the Town Archives 
by anyone who wishes to judge for 
themselves). 

Readers who would like to see the 
original Bulletin article should know 
that extra copies have been deliv¬ 
ered to the library. Readers should 
note that there does happen to be a 
mistake In this issue — which I am 
happy to take this opportunity to 
correct The correct date of the Soci¬ 
ety’s Annual Meeting is Thursday, 
April 29. The meeting is open to 
anyone interested in the history of 
our town.

Swap clarifies 
search committee 
issues for public 

To the editor; 

I served as co-chair of the screen¬ 
ing committee for superintendent of 
the Winchester schools. There are 
many misconceptions about our 
work which I would like to try to 
dispel. 

Issue: The committee did not do a 
national search. 

We advertised in Ed Week (a 
national newsletter for educators 
with very wide circulation), the Bos¬ 
ton Globe, the New York Times and 
the Bay State Banner. The tight 
time-line made advertising in the 
Chronicle of Higher Education (a 
monthly professional journal) and 
other educational journals unfeasi¬ 
ble. (Our committee received its 
charge on Oct. 7, 1992; we were 
expected to select semifinalists by 
Nov. 25, and make final recommen¬ 
dations by Dec. 22.) In addition, Bob 
Brosnan, our co-chair, posted the 
position and discussed it with field 
placement offices in local colleges 
with large administration programs 
(Harvard, Boston College, Boston 
University). Candidates applied 
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“Intelligent, thoughtful 
mediation skills are crucial to 
the job. Carol Mullin is a pro. ” 
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from across the country, but most 
were from New England. 

Although several of us on the com¬ 
mittee argued strongly for a consul¬ 
tant with national scope to work with 
us, the School Committee thought 
lhat funding a consultant was 
unnecessary, and given the tight 
budget constraints, an impossibility. 
My own opinion was that the ser¬ 
vices of a consultant who could cast 
a wide net among those who were 
actively searching for a new job — 
and those who were not - would be 
very hclpfiil. 

Issue: The screening committee's 
decisions were politically motivated. 

The committee was established in 
a highly charged political context. 
Each committee member appointed 
one individual; four educators were 
appointed from the system (a teach¬ 
er from each level and an admini¬ 
strator), and the remaining two indi¬ 
viduals were selected by the chair. 
We conducted our work based on 
three guidelines which were expli¬ 
citly and repeatedly referred to: we 
were all committed to the best possi¬ 
ble education for the children of 
Winchester; we would discuss every 
candidate based on the hiring 
criteria established in the school 
committee’s charge to us and the 
feedback we received from our publ¬ 
ic hearings; and in representing the 
town, our diversity represented an 
advantage, and we would listen to 
every comment from every member 
with courtesy atfd respect. Our deci¬ 
sions were all consensus decisions, 
and we worked well together despite 
our many differences. 

We met at least once a week and 
sometimes twice a week for three to 
four hours a session from Oct. 24, 
1992 through Jan. 5 1993. We 
reviewed 56 applications, inter¬ 
viewed 10 finalists and achieved a 
consensus recommendation on two 
candidates. 

Issue: We set up the School Com¬ 
mittee for failure. 

In its original charge to us, the 
School Committee asked us to iden- 
tiiy five finalists. When it was clear 
to us that we were able to identify 
only two finalists who met the 
criteria, the screening committee 
met with the School Committee to 
report these results and indicated 
that we would understand if the 
committee felt it should reopen the 
search at this juncture. The commit¬ 
tee decided to accept only two final¬ 
ists and continue with the search 
process. We were all painftilly aware 
of the risks and the potential at this 
juncture, and the school committee 
reflected carefully in making a 
judgment. 

issue; We did not recognize the 
merits of tire internal candidate. 

There have been so many misre¬ 
presentations of the committee’s 
work, it seems important to.clarify 
our position. Bob Fitzgerald’s candi¬ 
dacy was very carefiilly considered. 
However, the committee never said 


nor did it endorse the notion that the 
two finalists were ’’head and shoul¬ 
ders above the other candidates.” 
All of the semifinalists had excellent 
allributcs, and Bob’s were particu¬ 
larly noteworthy, But we were 
searching for candidates who were a 
match for the community’s needs at 
this time as articulated in the public 
hearings and in the charge. 

Issue; The School Committee fail¬ 
ed to follow its own process in reject¬ 
ing the recommendation of the 
screening committee. 

At this point, what I am writing is 
my own opinion and does not repre¬ 
sent the screening committee as a 
whole. 

Our work as a screening commit¬ 
tee was ended when we made our 
recommendations to the School 
Committee. When the two finalists 
withdrew, the School Committee was 
between a rock and a hard place, 
and all of us regret that. They had 
several options. None was perfect, 
and all had obvious costs. Reaching 
a consensus decision within the 
School Committee was going to take 
communication, compromise, and 
hard work. This did not happen. 

We have a new superintendent 
Every leader needs a supportive 
infrastructure, A curriculum direc¬ 
tor, a reasonable level of funding for 
professional development, and a 
consultant to offer guidance in long- 
range planning for the system are 
supports a united School (Committee 
should be fighting to achieve for the 
system. I suggest lhat the School 
Committee now exert its leadership 
to pull all ofthe community together 
to focus on our common purpose: to 
prepare our children for tomorrow 
by giving them the best passible 
education we can collectively 
provide.

Eli Bortman explains campaign focus 


Mark Lombardi offers view of fiiture 


Eli Bortman, candidate Tor School 
Committee, says that the campaign 
positions he first advanced months 
ago seem more and more needed. In 
particular, he points to the controv¬ 
ersial selection process for a new 
superintendent and the continuing 
budget impasse, 

"When I started this campaign. I 
said 1 wanted to focus my allention 
on three main topics — three areas 
where I saw serious problems that I 
could help solve. Leadership, man¬ 
agement and communication were 
three points when we started the 
campaign, and these are even more 
relevant today.” 

Leadership 
is main issue 

"Leadership means deciding on a 
direction for our school system and 
leadership means working to get us 
moving in that direction. A leader 
has to make some decisions, and a 
leader has to build consensus, to 
bring people together, to harness 
their energy and enthusiasm and 


good will to work toward that goal. 
The more important the issue being 
discussed, the more necessary it is to 
take the time to ict people partici¬ 
pate in the decision. If our goal is 
really to have the best school system 
we can — within our budgetary con¬ 
straints, of course — we need all the 
public support we can muster. An 
important clement of leadership is 
the promotion of public participa¬ 
tion in school affairs.” 

More communication 
is needed 

Communication is another area 
where our problems seem to be get¬ 
ting worse, instead of bettor. "With a 
$500,000 difference of opinion on the 
budget for next year," Bortman says, 
“the chairman of the School Commit¬ 
tee should bo talking with the select¬ 
men and the Finance Committee to 
explain what's in the budget and why 
those programs arc important to our 
schools. We have to continue remind¬ 
ing them why our schools arc impor¬ 
tant to all of us. 


We have the chance lo communi¬ 
cate, to negotiate, to compromise, 
and it’s still not too late. Wc will all 
benefit if wc can have an agreed 
school budget presented to Town 
Meeting. When the budget is turned 
into a political football, wo all lose." 

Mnnagemcnt concepts 
should be applied 

Morlinan’s third area of concern is 
inanagcmcnt. The School Committee 
has lo focus on broad educational 
policy matters and overall financial 
strategy. Since we have such serious 
budget constraints and state educa¬ 
tional aid is so unpredictable, I 
believe the Committee members 
have lo start working on two-year 
financial forecasts. 

They have to delegate the opera¬ 
tional responsibilities and the day- 
to-day problems to the administra¬ 
tion. That’s the only way they can 
free up their lime and energy to look 
at the big picture. 

All ofthis points up the importance 
of voting in this year’s election, 
which will be held on March 30, 


Over the past three years the 
School Committee has faced signinc- 
ant policy decisions affecting the 
education of the students and the 
professional lives of the staff. It will 
continue lo face financial and cduca 
tional conflict In the ftilure. 

The most pressing problem facing 
our schools again this year is finan¬ 
cial. The ability of our school system 
lo maintain Us position of excellence 
is directly effected by our commit¬ 
ment as a community lo fttnd the 
programs and personnel we now 
have.

I am running for the Board of 
Selectmen because 1 want to serve 
Winchester.

During my 14 
years as a Town Meeting member the 
Town Meeting has held debate which 
touched issues ranging from budgets 
lo management practices, from hous¬ 
ing to open space, and from tax col¬ 
lection lo fee structures.

Over the next three years, the dis¬ 
crepancy between budget requests 
that maintain services at a reason¬ 
able level and revenue sources that 
are not rising at the same rate, will be 
the major problem in the budgeting 
process. Included in this process is 
the need to fund the capital budget at 
a consistent level and the need to 
meet federal and state mandates. 
The elected and appointed munici¬ 
pal and educational representatives 
must work constructively to agree 
upon and support wholeheartedly 
any decisions regarding the levels of 
service we can provide and how we 
should fund them. 

Sound fiscal policy requires long 
term planning. We need to maintain 
a sound bond rating through good

We need to maintain our 
material assets — our public build¬ 
ings, roads, parks, and open space — 
through a consistent long term com¬ 
mitment to funding capital items.

Funding services through fiat fees 
is a regressive method. Citizens liv¬ 
ing on fixed and low incomes arc 
most adversely affected by fee 
increases. Practically speaking, the 
Clinton administration is seeking to 
increase taxes both to encourage the 
economy and to reduce the deficit. 
People earning over 30 to 40 thou¬ 
sand per year will need to be able to 
deduct as much as possible from 
their tax liability at both the state 
and federal level. We currently par¬ 
tially fund the transfer station 
through a fiat fee. In addition we 
establish an enterprise type fund for 
the water and sewer allocations 
which is pro-rated on usage. Both of 
these assessments are outside the 
tax base and each of us is paying for 
these services In dollars we can not 
deduct anywhere. It is still early in 
the FY94 budget process. Our final 
figures for FY94 budget are not firm, 
but we do know that prices arc high¬ 
er and fees may go up. We also know 


that we may need a multi-million dol¬ 
lar water treatment plant and we 
know our Public Library is in need of 
remodeling. The Selectmen will 
need to address policy regarding tax¬ 
ation and fees and they will need to 
build consensus and support for 
their policy decisions. 

I would encourage both the School 
Committee and the Board of Select¬ 
men to look to innovative methods 
for funding education. I would 
encourage the municipal and educa¬ 
tion sides to continue the search for 
innovative approaches to old tasks.' 
Changes must be made, but they must 
be made in an efficient and thought¬ 
ful manner. Wc must take into con¬ 
sideration the interaction of the com¬ 
ponents of our budget one to ariother. 

I look forward to serving as your 
selectman. Twenty-five years of 
Winchester residency, 13 years as a 
Town Meeting Member, years spent 
on school PTO boards and the CSA 
Board as well as working in Winches¬ 
ter real estate have given me a strong 
knowledge and understanding of our 
town As a former teacher of high 
school history and economics I have 
tin understanding of educational 
Issues.

1 feel well qualified to serve on the 
Board of Assessors. Assessor is a Job 
that involves fairness, the ability to 
listen to people, observational skills, 
and knowledge of the community. As 
a twenty year resident of Winchester 
who has been active in town affairs, I 
believe I meet those criteria. An 
Assessor also needs to have the abili¬ 
ty to careiblly analyze data, a skill 
that I honed in business school when 
I received my Masters in Business 
Administration in 1992. 

I decided to run for Assessor for 
three reasons. The First is, quite 
simply, I feel It is time for a new face 
on the Board. I see turnover among 
elected board members as a healthy 
thing for the town. 

The second reason is that I have 
been uncomfortable with the Asses¬ 
sor’s stipend since my days on the 
finance committee.

The third reason that I am running 
is because I see a need for a more 
open and accessible Assessor's 
office. I would like to see every 
home's tax bill published once a 
year, perhaps in collaboration with 
the local papers or in the book of 
residents. Abatements for overvalua¬ 
tion could be published monthly in a 
fashion similar to the current real 
estate transfer information. If this 
were done, the information would be 
easily accessible without going to 
town hall and poring over books. I 
believe this would make people feel 
more confident that the assessments 
were fair and comparable through¬ 
out town.

Spring Town Meeting include: 

■ A request by the selectmen for a 
federally mandated water treatment 
plant, by far the most expensive 
single item on the Town Meeting 
agenda. If approved. Town Meeting 
will also decide how the plant, esti¬ 
mated to cost $7 million, should be 
paid. 

Also, a water study committee was 
formed at Fall Town Meeting and 
will be presenting its finding and 
recommendations on the water 
plant. 

■ The Library Board of Trustees 
will ask the town to fund a major 
renovation of the library. Although 
the library is still waiting for a study 
due on March 19, estimates for the 
renovation are $2 million. 

■ The Winchester Fields Commit¬ 
tee, formed at 1992 Spring Town 
Meeting, will give a report on the sta¬ 
tus of the town's fields, including 
recommendations for renovations, 
which will be funded in the capital 
line item. 

■ Two articles will ask the town to 
rename sections of the town. The 
selectmen are asking that the rotary 
in the center of town be named after 
Henry F. Quill and that the intersec¬ 
tion at Valley Road, Orient Street, 
and Maple Road be named after 
Daniel Chane, Jr. 

■ The Board ofHealth will take on 


raccoons and Canada geese by asking 
for a revolving ftind to conduct rabies 
clinics and by enforcing the penalty 
for feeding water fowl. In the water 
fowl bylaw, the board will eliminate 
written warnings and will lower the 
fine to $5, which the board says will 
make it easier to levy fines. 

■ Wedge Pond supporters will ask 
for money to reopen the beach. Last 
year the Wedge Pond Committee was 
given $13,000 but returned it before 
Town Meeting ended when a report 
done by MIT said there were muta¬ 
gens in the sand there. 

■ The Planning Board will under¬ 
take to change the town zoning 
bylaws effecting parking and non¬ 
conforming structures. The parking 
article changes the required number 
of spaces for some structures, built at 
any point in the fiiture. 

■ The Finance Committee is 
requesting the establishment of a 
five-member auditing committee, 
which would work with Winchester's 
independent auditing firm. 

■ The Capital Planning Commit¬ 
tee will ask Town Meeting to invest in 
a tractor and dump truck for the 
DPW and either reconstruct or 
purchase a new fire engine. This 
request is separate from the capital 
line item because a 2/3 vote is needed 
lo borrow the money necessary for 
the purchases. 

March 12 was the deadline for sub¬ 
mitting the warrant articles.

to maintain the quality of education 
ill Winchester, which he described as 
“very good." 

The town manager has recom¬ 
mended a School Department budget 
containing $500,000 less than what 
the School Committee had 
requested. 

Bortman said the two sides must 
reach a consensus, which includes 
the selectmen coming up with extra 
revenue and the School Committee 
making some cuts to Its proposed 
budget. 

However, Bortman would not say 
where he would cut the budget. He 
said he would first work out a dollar 
compromise with the selectmen and 
then look to see where he could cut. 

“It would be a real mistake at a 
meeting like this for me to identify 
any item at all to cut... because for 
me simply to identify such and such a 
program for X thousands of dol¬ 
lars ... immediately turns that item 
Into a political football, and that's a 
mistake," said Bortman. 

Bortman did say the cuts would be 
a mixture of easy ones and painful 
ones. 

“Some ofthem would be absolutely 
painless, because there are some 
things in the budget that we don't 
need," said Bortman.' 

Bortman criticized Lombardi’s 
sometimes contentious negotiations 
with the selectmen, saying his oppo¬ 
nent’s uncompromising attitude 
showed a lack of leadership. 

“The way to do it is by agreeing 
ahead of time before Town Meeting 
and not by going to this ‘all-or- 
nothing we-have-to-do-it period', 
because then we all lose," said 
Bortman. 

Lombardi disputed the statement 
that he should work to build consen¬ 
sus, saying leadership and consensus 
are not always compatible. 

“As far as leadership Is concerned, 
and financial leadership,you have to 
be willing to fight the fight sometim¬ 
es... For me to go back (to the School 
Committee) and say, ‘OK folks, we 
came to this real nice compromise; 
we're just going to cut $250,000. We 
just have to cut the following ser¬ 
vices,' would not be, in effect, doing 
my job as chairman of the School 
Committee," said Lombardi. 

Lombardi seemed to be willing to 
settle his budget differences with the 
Board of Selectmen at Town 
Meeting.

"Residents ... when given the 
proper argument at Town Meeting, 
have always endorsed to spend the 
proper amount of money... to con¬ 
tinue our excellent education sys¬ 
tem," said Lombardi. 

Lombardi criticized an audience 
member who asked what vision the 
School Committee has, saying the 
committee members are too busy 
paying bills to discuss vision. He said 
the first step of those who are con¬ 
cerned about vision should be to 
show up at Town Meeting and 
demand that the School Department 
gel the funding it Is requesting. 

Bortman said letting the budget 
discussions drag on until April and 
be decided on the Town Meeting 
floor was poor management and 
leadership on Lombardi's part 
“Leadership would mean negotiat¬ 
ing. Leadership would mean going to 
the selectmen and talking to them 
quietly, calmly with a view toward 
getting a budget agreement... not 
go ing on to the floor of Town Meeting, 
to have a knockdown, drag-out light," 
said Bortman. 

The debate, moderated by town 
Moderator John Sullivan, was spon¬ 
sored by the Community Schools 
Association and the Advocates for 
tVinchester Education. 

On other matters; 

■ Lombardi and Bortman dis¬ 
agreed over the state ofthelVinches- 
ter school system. Bortman said the 
school system has slipped since the 
"golden era” ofthe mId-SOs. Lembar- 
d i said the schools may notbe as good 
as the schools ofthe mid-SOs because 
there is less money, but they are not 
deteriorating. 

"To say that and not back it up with 
data ... doesn’t make It true," said 
Lombardi. 

■ Lombardi disagreed with a com¬ 
ment from the audience that he dis¬ 
missed a criminal Incident at the 
high school as not racial in an Inter¬ 
view in The Winchester Star. 

"I can’t ever remember dismissing 
this... That's not what I said, and it’s 
definitely not what I meant," Lom¬ 
bardi said. 

■ Bortman criticized Lombardi's 
management skills, in particular on 
the issue of special education. Not¬ 
ing special education is a major part 
of the budget, Bortman said the 
School Committee was dragging its 
feet on a study ofthe department 

"They are still on the verge of get¬ 
ting ready to do something about 
interviewing some potential candi¬ 
dates when they can get around to 
it,” said Bortman. 

■ Both candidates stressed their 
commitment to a curriculum direc¬ 
tor, saying regardless of what may 
have to get cut, some type of curricu¬ 
lum director Is a necessity. 

■ In prepared statements, Bort¬ 
man stressed his professional exper¬ 
ience as a tax attorney and manager 
of a financial department in Boston. 
He suggested the School Committee 
do more long-range planning, such as 
two-year budgets. 

Lombardi said his children help 
him maintain his interest in and 
commitment to the school system. 

“When you go home at night and 
the phones start ringing and people 
start saying, 'Why did you do this and 
why did you do that,' the only thing 
that really kept me going through the 
three years is that my children are 
going to school every day and will be 
for another 17 years, and I really do 
care what is happening to them," 
said Lombardi.

Elementary School and turn it 
into a temple is nonsense. 

“Tve heard it several times, 
and it's shocking," said Bortman. 
"The first time I heard it. It was 
cast in terms of, ‘1 understand 
you have a secret agenda for run¬ 
ning for School Committee to 
close down the Vinson Owen 
School to turn it into a syna¬ 
gogue.' You can't be more blatant 
and ugly than that” 

Bortman said he believes the 
rumor is based on events several 
years ago when the School Com¬ 
mittee was considering closing 
Vinson Owen. Shir Tikvah mem¬ 
bers, who held their services at 
the First Congregational Church 
at that time, expressed interest 
in buying or renting the school if 
it were excessed. 

"The trouble with a rumor that 
contains that much hate is that 
they always start with a little ker¬ 
nel of fact and distort it out of 
context," said Bortman. 

Bortman stated he would not 
like to see any of the schools 
closed down, and he noted that 
his congregation now has a 
temple In Stoneham.

When the Winchester Public 
Library took its patron survey in 
April 1992, they discovered a great 
deal about their patrons and how 
they use the library. For example, 
out of 342 people who responded to 
the survey, 184 rated the Interlibrary 
loan service as "good” or “excel¬ 
lent.” One hundred and seventeen 
said that they didn’t know about the 
service. Residents of a town whose 
library is in the Minuteman Library 
Network have access to more than 
one million titles of books, magazines 
and sound recordings. The Refer¬ 
ence Department can order these 
and have them in a matter of days. As 
Massachusetts residents patrons can 
also request books through the East¬ 
ern Massachusetts Regional Library 
System. This method is much slower 
than the network borrowing, but it is 
a good way to get hard-to-find titles. 
There are many resources available 
to the library to help patrons get the 
materials they need.

Gymnastics heads list with pair of athletes and coach earning honors

The Middlesex League recently 
released its list of winter sports all¬ 
stars, and Winchester High School 
was well-represented, with 13 WHS 
athletes and one coach awarded all¬ 
league status.

Leading the charge is gymnastics 
coach Mim Quine, the league’s coach 
of the year. Injust three years, Quine 
has molded the Sachemettes into a 
team of which every opponent in the 
league is wary. The Sachemettes' 3-4 
league mark (3-5 overall) failed to 
deceive Quine's fellow coaches, who 
knew Quine's team broke the school 
record for total points three times 
despite suffering through several key 


injuries. 

Two of Quine's gymnasts — fresh¬ 
man Marisa McCarthy and sopho¬ 
more Megan Foley — made all¬ 
league. While McCarthy spent the 
orr-season overcoming a back injury, 
Foley nursed a severe ankle sprain 
throughout the latter part of the sea¬ 
son. Both still managed to provide 
the Sachemettes with a strong one- 
two punch in the all-around competi¬ 
tion. The dynamic duo should give 
Winchester, which loses five seniors 
to graduation, a solid base to work 
from for next season. 

Another young varsity athlete 
drawing rave reviews was sopho¬ 
more Julie Russo, Winchester's rep¬ 
resentative to the league’s girls 
basketball team. The fiery point 
guard, the first Sachemelte sopho¬ 
more to make the all-league team in 
coach Joe DiSarcina's 12 years at 
WHS, averaged 12 poi nts per contest. 

‘■Julie brought aggressiveness and 


spunk to the team," said DiSarcina. 
"She was never afraid to take the big 
shot or to take the ball to the basket. 
She created a lot of fast-break oppor¬ 
tunities and was a great asset in help¬ 
ing Corinne (Imperatore, the fresh¬ 
man off-guard) develop at the varsity 
level.” 

Junior Brian Keefe was a force on 
the court for coach Quinton Dale's 
boys basketball team. Keefe was 
awarded all-league status well 
before his outstanding playoff run, 
which included a 35-point outburst 
in Winchester's upset of North 
Andover in the Division 2 North sec¬ 
tional playoffs. 

Keefe, a co-captain, led the team 
with 21 points per game, which pul 
him second in the league in scoring. 
And the 6-foot-3-inch swingman still 
has another varsity season with the 
Sachems. 

On the ice, junior goalie Andrew 
Brown represented WHS. Although 


the first-year starter allowed just 
under five goals per game - no( an 
overly impressive figure — he aver¬ 
aged more than 35 saves per game. 
Brown faced over 40 shots per con¬ 
test, leading Burlington coach Bob 
Conceison to call him "the toughest 
goalie we faced this year." Brown 
kept the young Sachems in several 
games that could have turned into 
blowouts. 

Several WHS indoor track athletes 
earned all-league status. Sophomore 
sprinter Ron Hall led the boys, with 
the mile relay team of Brian Lind- 
mark, Rob Donlon, Rolando Oyola 
and Paul Albiani also being recog¬ 
nized. For the girls, sophomore Lau¬ 
ra Aleo continued the youth move¬ 
ment, taking the honors for her 
600-yard time of 1 minutes, 35.1 sec¬ 
onds. Senior co-captains Diana 
Grande (hurdles) and Dcidre Mur¬ 
dock (2-mile) rounded out tlic 
Winchester representatives.

West remains 
tough to tackle 

Former WHS multi-sport star 
still active as he reaches 68

T rying (0 catch up with 
Bill West is like trying 
to catch a fish without 
a fishing rod. Between 
skiing, tennis, ice 
hockey, Rollerbladiiig 
and motorcycling. West is almost 
always on the move. 

At 68 years young, West is eveiy 
bit as elusive as he was 50 years 
ago, when the Winchester High 
School senior fullback led an 
undefeated Red and Black foot¬ 
ball team to the Stale Class C 
championship. 

Now relirod and living in Ply¬ 
mouth, Minn., West will be among 
eight WHS legends enshrined in 
(he Wincliesler Sports Founda¬ 
tion’s Hall of Fame in a ceremony 
on May 20, 

William 1. West was one of the 
greatest athletes ever to grace the 
playing surfaces of Winchester 
High School. He starred for the 
Red and Black in football, basket¬ 
ball and baseball, became a 
nationally-recognized collegiate 
athlete, went on to a highly suc- 
' cessful military career and made 
bis mark in coaching, business and 
education ina distinguished life of 
service. 

Born ill 1924, West spent his 
childhood in Winchcslcr. Upon 
entering Winchester High School 
in 1939, West immediately became 
recognized as a top student- 
athlete. He was co-captain of his 
freshman football team before 
playing I'lillback for throe years 
with the varsity. 

Pete Proviiizano, a 1992 Hall of 
Fame inductee, was in tlie same 
backfield with West in 1940 and 
1941, and remembers a tough-as- 
nails compelitor who would do 
anything to win. 

“He was a big stalwart fullback,” 
said Provinzano. “He did the bull 
work for our team. He could really 
block." 

At 6 feet, 185 pounds. West was 
! an imposing force by 1940s staii- 
I dards, and was described in The 

I lioslon Daily Globe as "a school¬ 
boy ball carrier who could hurl 
sledgehammer blocks." 

I In 1942 —hisseniorycar — West 
became Ihe only WHS stiidenl to 
lie selected as a I'irsl-tcaiii all- 
scholastic by all four Boston news¬ 


papers. Despite his numerous 
achievments at the varsity level. 
West’s lasting memory of high 
school football is of a four-day per¬ 
iod late in his freshman season. 

"I played four quarters in the 
freshman game on Thursday, and I 
got to suit up for the varsity on 
Saturday,” said West. "We were 
blowing out Concord, so they put 
mein for the entire fourth quarter. 

“I remember the 
coach was worried I 
had played too 
much. I remember 
thinking, ‘How the 
hell can you play too 
much football?’ I’d 
have played 24 
hours a day if they 
had let me.”

Then on Monday, the junior varsi¬ 
ty had a game and I got to play that 
one, too. I remember the coach 
was worried I had played too 
much, 1 remember thinking, 'How 
the hell can you play too much 
football?'

West captained an outstanding 
1943 basketball team that con¬ 
tended for the Tech Tourney 
championship. He was expected 
to be an outstanding baseball play¬ 
er, but in his freshman season, 
West was beaned in a batting prac- 
licc mishap. He did return to the 
diamond and contributed to the 
varsity team as an upperclassman. 

Late in his senior year, the Navy 
came calling. With World War II in 
full swing, the Navy was looking 
for 17-year-old high school seniors 
lo enlist in its V-5 program. The 
program allowed students lo enlist 
ill 17, finish high school, and go on 
to college at the Navy's expense. 
Alter college, the students would 
go on to Naval flight training 
school.

Sports card collecting a business and a hobby in Winchester

P ull out those shoe boxes 
and blow off the dust. 
There could be a gold 
mine inside. 

Sports card collecting, 
which years ago was a 
fun hobby that mainly interested pre¬ 
adolescent boys, has turned into abig 
business venture for boys and girls of 
all ages. Since the mid-1980s explo¬ 
sion of sports collectibles, people 
from all walks of life have been cash¬ 
ing in their baseball trading cards, 
forgotten treasures from years past. 

Winchester is home to two busines¬ 
ses that deal in the buying, selling 
and trading sports collectibles. Dug- 
out Sports Collectibles, on Thomp¬ 
son St., and The Sport Card Closet, 
located within Uptown Video at 959 
Main St., offer various sports 
artifacts. 

T-shirts, baseball caps, auto¬ 
graphed pictures and hockey pucks 
make up a percentage of the busines¬ 
ses, but the bulk of the trade comes 
from an old standby: sports cards. 
According to The Sports Card Closet 
owner-operator Mark Patti, sports 
card collecting has become a serious 
game. 

“It's not just the kids collecting 
nowadays, it's more the adults," said 
Patti. "Adults use it as an investment. 
It used to be just baseball card col¬ 
lecting, but it’s changed. These days 
baseball is still the top card, but 
basketball and hockey are hot also." 

Patti, a 21-year-old college sopho¬ 
more and Winchester resident, 
opened his store last June in the lob¬ 
by of Uptown Video. What started 
with “four 8-foot shelves and very 
limited inventory," has grown rapid¬ 
ly. An avid collector since age 16, Pat¬ 
ti got into the business on the advice

He has seen a 
simple pastime evolve into a lucra¬ 
tive business concept. 

"I think it's got a little out of hand,

will fetch aboul $475, while Michael 
Jordan’s rookie card commands 
$3,500. 

The holiest card on the market 
today is NBA rookie sensation Sha- 
quille O'Neal’s Stadium Scries II 
basketball card. While most packs of 
cards sel I for anywhere from 69 cents 
to $1.50, the Scries II packs go for 
around $4 — and fans can’t get 
enough of them. 

“These days, Shaquille O’Neal is 
going crazy," said Patti. “Everybody 
wants one.’’ 

Bart McGondel, a 33-year-old from 
Woburn, came lo The Sports Card 
Closet looking for the O’Neal card. A 
colicclor for four years, McGondel 
also puts bis cards aside for his 
children, 

’’The money in it is amazing," said 
McGondel. “ril hold onto them, and 
lot the kids decide what to do with 
them. It’s a great hobby. It’s better 
than anything else I could spend it 
oil." 

McGondel eagerly plunked down 
$10 for three packages and ripped 
open the packs before leaving the 
counter. Midway through the second 
pack, a sly smile crossed McGondel’s 
face as he said, "There’s the bigguy." 
McGondel walked away with, at 
worst, a $10 prol'il 

To traditionalists like Tom Weber 
of Lexington, the changes in sports 
card collecting arc stunning. Weber 
said a dealer's table at a collectors’ 
show, which went for around $10 in 
1979, now ranges from $50-100, 
depending on the popularity of the 
show. 


Weber began purchasing cards in 
1954, and continued until he began 
high school in 1959. In 1979, he got 
back in, on the fringe of the sports 
card revival of the last 15 years. 

"When we were growing up, it was 
done for fun,” Weber remembered. 
“They were nice to look at Itwas five 
cards and a square ofgum for 5 cents, 
three for a dime if you went to the 
right store. Flipping the cards was 
very popular. I won a lot of my'52 and 
’53 cards by flipping." 

One changing aspect of sports card 
collecting is the advent of the rookie 
card. Young collectors buying their 
cards might be tempted to toss the 
cards of unknown rookies into the 
waste basket, content instead to keep 
as many Dave Justice, Jose Canseco 
and Dwight Gooden cards as 
possible. 

Experienced collectors, however, 
know that a David Nicd (Colorado 
Rockies’ pitcher) rookie card is per¬ 
haps the top card in the 1993 sets. 

“The first year of any card could be 
worth a lot of money," said Patti, 
"The all-star guys these days aren’t 
worth much. It's the rookies that 
bring good money. If a guy turns into 
a superstar, his card is worth a 
bundle. A Nolan Ryan rookie card is 
worth between $1,500 and $1,800." 

Both stores arc busiest immediate¬ 
ly aRer school, as youngsters from 
the local elementary and junior high 
schools flood in to check out the new 
merchandise. 

"Some kids spend money, some 
don’t," said Patti. “Whetherthey can 
afford it or not, the kids always seem 
to love the cards."

West was accepted at Dart¬ 
mouth, where, as a freshman, he 
was forced to sit out the first half ol 
the football season due to Navy 
regulations. In his first game, 
against Yale in the Yale Bowl, 
West scored a touchdown and set 
up another in a 20-6 Dartmouth 
win. Later that season, the fresh¬ 
man was elected co-captain for 
Dartmouth's last game, a 42-13 
thrashing of Princeton. 

West was then recruited by the' 
Army and offered an appointment 
to West Point. The Navy allowed 
one of its shining lights to accept 
the appointment, and West was on 
his way to playing football for 
Army. 

“The Army football team was the 
greatest thing in America at the 
time," said West “We couldn’t go 
anywhere without being mobbed. 
If we went to a team dinner or a 
movie, we’d come out and it would 
lake us half an hour to cross the 
street. Everyone wanted auto¬ 
graphs. R was an incredible lime 
in my life.” 

Vying for time in the same back- 
lieid with Heisman Trophy win¬ 
ners Doc Blanchard and Glenn 
Davis and All-America quarter¬ 
back Arnold Tucker, West's 
accomplishments were oRen over¬ 
shadowed. In 1944, Army was the 
undefeated national champion, 
crushing powerhouse Noire Dame 
59-0 along the way. 

In 1945, doctors advised West to 
quit football due to the head injury 
he had suffered on the high school 
baseball field. While the Army 
team continued its winning ways, 
West was forced to watch IVom the 
sidelines. 

"Looking back, it’s a wonder 1 
didn’t flunk out of the academy 
that year,” said West, “My morale 
had hit rock bollom." 

In 1946, West insisted on playing 
again. Before the season, he 
approached Army coach Earl 
"Red" Blaik and asked if he could 
play, offering lo do the punting, if 
necessary. 

“They gave me the option to play 
at my own risk," said West. "That 
meant playing both ways, offense 
and defense. But it was macho 
football back then." 

In the 1946 season, Army and 


Notre Dame engaged in what has 
been called "The Game of the Cen¬ 
tury." The teams played to a score¬ 
less tie, an outcome in which West 
was instrumental. 

“For some reason, I didn't start 
against Notre Dame,” West 
explained. "But they were killing 
us over the leR side, so 1 jumped 
off the bench and coach let me go 
i n. They didn’t get 20 yards against 
our leR side the rest of the day. I 
was in their backfield all day.” 

Army and Notre Dame tied for 
the national championship that 
season. West’s last in collegiate 
football. He went on to star for the 
Fort Riley, Kan., football team and 
played for the Eastern College All- 
Stars against the New York Giants 
in 1947. 

West became a highly decorated 
officer in the U S. Army over the 
next seven years before resigning 
his post in 1954. He was hired by 
Chrysler Defense Engineering 
and conti nued to work closely with 
the military. 

In 1959, West began nearly 20 
years of coaching and teaching at 
various schools throughout the 
country. He received several hon¬ 
ors for his work as headmaster at 
St. John's Military Academy in 
Wisconsin during the turbulent 
1970s. In 1976, until his retirement 
in 1990, West was an executive 
with several corporations 
throughout the Midwest. 

He was married in 1967 and has 
a son, William, Jr., and two step¬ 
children — Perry and Brad. 

A few years ago. West suffered 
one of the only defeats of his life, 
when he and u friend were paid 
back for an event which had hap¬ 
pened 50 years earlier. 

"In sixth grade," West 
explained, "John Murray and I 
went to the Wyman School. One 
Saturday morning we challenged 
the kids at the Mystic School to a 
football game. A bunch of us rode 
our bikes over there and whipped 
them 49-0. Wc never lei them 
forget it 

“A few years ago. however, four 
of us got together in Florida for 
some tennis,” West continued. “It 
was Ken Wright and Robbie Ellis 
from the Mystic School, and John 
and 1 from Wyman. They told us 
'We’re going lo settle this once and 
for all.’ They finally beat us."

Last week Harte-Hank’s editorial 
ode to "white knight” and "man of 
the people” Jeremy Jacobs border- 
lined on "National Enquirer” sensa¬ 
tionalism and, pure simple absurdi¬ 
ty. By bemoaning that "the jubilation 
Massachusetts should be experienc¬ 
ing right now has been blunted by 
two months of meddlesome and mad¬ 
dening actions by our state Legisla¬ 
ture” (Winchester Star 3/4)93), the 
editorial overlooked the accomplish¬ 
ments that legislative intervention 
achieved. Berating the Legislature, 
an ever easy scapegoat, the editor 
surrendered Journalistic integrity to 
popular and easy parlance of blame. 
Editorial profundity should include 
a carelUl synthesis of fact 

Due to such omission last week, it 
it important to review some 
neglected facts relating to the Gar¬ 
den imbroglio. First and foremost, 
the Legislature, individually and col¬ 
lectively, consists of more sports 
enthusiasts than any other profes¬ 
sion In Boston. One would be hard 
pressed to find a legislator who has 
not just visited a Garden event in this 
past year, or partaken in a charity 
event on the parquet, ice or stag \ We 
eipecially understand the im|. era- 
tlvc need of a new facility in Boston. 

A second glaring, yet forgotten 
truth, is the fact that before Decem¬ 
ber, there was no legislative analysis, 
review or consultation regarding the 
forbearances of the Commonwealth. 
Yes, there were rumors and news 
reports of swaps and payments, but 
no one had specifics except the deve¬ 
lopers and the Governor. By not 
including the Legislature at that 
stage of the process, developers and 
the executive office misjudged the 
seriousness and concern members of 
the Legislature would have regard¬ 
ing the interests of the public trust. 

Indeed, before the Legislature 
"neddied,” the Commonwealth, (i.e. 
Joe Public) would have forfeited all 
advertising air rights, concessions 
and parking privileges In and around 
the North Station and Garden. 

In addition, for the honor of build¬ 
ing the entertainment edification 
(erection of entertainment?) the tax¬ 


payers were scheduled to loan Dela¬ 
ware North a $5.1 million interest 
free loan, payable after 20 years. 
Wouldn’t you and I like to have such 
a loan? 

Despite criticism, House and 
Senate members stood tall and vigil¬ 
ant during the January onslaught of 
vituperation by agitators, sports 
enthusiasts and ill informed media 
sources. Ironically, most of the com¬ 
mentary took sides with “poor” 
businessman Jeremy Jacobs. The 
new Boston Garden deal takes $30 
million originally marked for the 
developer’s pockets and returns it to 
the state. Now, above prime interest 
payments of the $5.1 million loan will 
begin in 1996 and mature in 2015. In 
addition, the Commonwealth will 
possess almost half of the parking 
spaces previously earmarked for 
developers only. These stipulated 
conditions will be complimented by a 
$58 mitlion transportation improve¬ 
ment of North Station and $3 million 
dollars to be provided by Jacobs tow¬ 
ard public walkways around North 
Station and the Garden. To top off 
the negotiations, Delaware North 
will also be responsible for hosting 
charity events every year with net 
proceeds to benefit kids in and sur¬ 
rounding Boston. 

The new Garden will create 700 
new construction Jobs and $250 mil¬ 
lion in new state Income. The bene¬ 
fits reach far beyond keeping the 
Bruins and Celtics in Boston, though 
other developers will now look at 
Boston as a place where develop¬ 
ment is open, fair and welcome. 

On the other hand, carpetbaggers 
and "quick buck” artists who want to 
get something for nothing have been 
sent a clear message also, skip 
Massachusetts. 

When construction begins in June 
and the 1995-1996 hockey and basket¬ 
ball seasons commence In the new 
Garden, few wilt remember or even 
care about the process that led to the 
tremendous product. But, in the 
meantime, it is important to acknow¬ 
ledge "that the system worked" and 
the Legislature did its Job. We care¬ 
fully brought out the best possible 
deal for the citizens of Massa¬ 
chusetts, both sports and non-sports 
fans. There were no giveaways. It 
was our responsibility to push for 
substantial benefits to the state and 
its residents, just as it was Mr. Jacobs 
role to play hard ball and position 


himself in the best financial light. 
While the negotiation process was no 
Rose Garden, $60 million proves it 
had to be done and more important¬ 
ly, it got done.

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Run-flat tires make changing flats unnecessary 


Tire technology is a dynamic pari 
of ihe modern auto industry. 
Today's state-of-the-art tires have 
improved handling and traction, 
shortened stopping distances, 
increased fuel economy and made a 
flat tire a rarity. 

Rut flats still happen. Although 
infrequently, they are enough of a 
factor to make driving a potential 
nightmare — especially if the flat 
occurs at night on a deserted street 
or highway. 

Car makers have long desired 
run-flat tires for a number of 
reasons. The main reason is that a 
truly failsafe, run-flat tire would 
eliminate the need for a spare tire, 
which would save weight and 
storage space. This is why the mini¬ 
spare lire is popular. But the prime 
motivation is to eliminate an 
annoyance. Flats may soon become 
just another unpleasant memory for 
car owners, like the hand crank for 
starting engines. 

Run-flat tires wilt debut in 
December for use on some 
Chevrolet Corvettes. Run-flat tires 
are built to run without air in the 
event a puncture or some other 
damage leads to sudden deflation. 

Many run-flat concepts have been 
tried in past years. These included 


tires within a tire, sticky sealants 
engineered to flow into and seal 
punctures and specially beefed up 
sidewalls designed to support a 
car’s weight in the event of a loss of 
air, but none of these systems made 
it into production. 

Now Bridgestone and Goodyear 
have produced tires that will idlow 
you to drive at least 50 miles with 
no air. That should be enough 
distance to allow you to get to a 
service station where the tire can 
be repaired or replaced. 

Bridgestone's new run-flat tire is 
part of a system consisting of the 
company’s Expedia S-Ol Runflat 
A/M tire, a bead retention wedge 
hump wheel and a low air pressure 
warning device. The first car to get 
the new tire is the Callaway 
Corvette, a modified high-speed 
version of the Chevrolet sports car. 
An ultra high performance tire, the 
Expedia's size is P275/40ZR17. It’s 
made of a specially compounded 
rubber and an insert that allows the 
tire to maintain strength without 
any inflation pressure. 

'The tire is then mounted on an 
aluminum wheel with the wedge 
hump profile. This keeps the t’lre 
bead seated when the tire is 
deflated. Epic Technologies, Inc., of 


Norwalk, Ohio makes the four low 
pressure warning devices mounted 
on each wheel. Epic’s system also 
consists of a radio receiver and a 
warning indicator mounted on the 
instrument panel 
When the low pressure device 
detects a loss of air pressure within 



the tire, it signals the driver with a 
warning light. That's essential 
because the tire performs so well 
without air, a driver might not 
notice any change in inflation 
pressure. 

The price of the new Bridgestone 
„ system will come as a shocker to 
many drivers. Four run-flat tires, 
wheels and the warning device cost 
$5,000. 

Goodyear calls its run-ilat tire the 
Eagle EMT (for extended mobility 


the). “In EMT’s case, we used 
state-of-the-science computers to 
redesign the tire's mold shape to 
keep an airless tire on the rim even 
during severe cornering," says Stu 
Grant, Goodyear’s manager of 
passenger tire programs. 

The result was a tire sidewall that 
could carry a vehicle’s entire load, 
even without any air pressure. 
Unlike the Bridgestone run-flat tire, 
the Eagle EMT mounts on standard 
wheels. The Eagle EMT can be 
driven for 200 miles at 55 mph, with 
0 psi air pressure. 

"What makes the Eagle EMT so 
different is that it never goes flat — 
even with no air pressure," Grant 
says. The company felt that the tire 
should be self-supporting even 
without any air, the Goodyear 
executive explained. 

Goodyear won't reveal what 
materials it puts into the EMT’s 
sidewalls to prevent heat buildup. 
However, the run-flat tire is claimed 
to perform as well as other 
Goodyear tires in ride, handling, 
rolling resistance and high speed 
capability. 

The Goodyear EMT also uses a 
low pressure warning device 
because a driver might not realize 


the EMT has lost inflation pressure 
without it. Goodyear claims 
company engineers were able to 
run a car with completely deflated 
EMTs through a 50-mile slalom 
course at 40 mph with "little 
noticeable difference in handling,” 
compared to a conventional high 
performance tire. Goodyear says 
the EMT will cost only slighUy 
more than its ultra-performance 
Eagle tires. 

The EMT will be the first ori^al 
equipment run-flat tire for 
Corvettes beginning with some 

1994 and across the board in the 

1995 model year. It’s likely that 
both the Goodyear and Bridgestone 
run-flat tires will be available for 
use on many other cars in the 
coming few years. 

Until the run-flat tires become 
common on all cars and eliminate 
the need for spare tires, the 
Uniroyal Goodrich Tire Company 
has developed a good interim 
solution. It's a non-pneumatic 
spare, made of polyurethane, a 
tough elastomer capable of giv'ing a 
ride quality equal to that of 
pneumatic mini-spare tires, but it 
has not yet been approved by the 
National Highway Transportation 
Safety Agency for general use.

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Race for school seat 
enters the home stretch

Winchester residents look their 
last opportunity to put the candi¬ 
dates for School Committee to the 
test, sounding them out on their 
stands on fiscal issues and the qual¬ 
ity of education in Winchester. 

One-hundred Winchester resi¬ 
dents attended a televised candi¬ 
dates fonim on March 21, sponsored 
by tlie League of Women Voters. Ele¬ 
ven candidates for contested and 
uncontested offices gave presenta¬ 
tions and fielded questions at the 
Town Hall auditorium, but the focus 
of the audience's attention was on 
School Committee Chairman Mark 
Lombardi and his March 30 oppo¬ 
nent, Eli Bortman. 

The two candidates staked out 
opposite sides on most issues, espe¬ 
cially on how much the School 
Doparlmenl budget should be and 
how that number should be reached. 


Bortman said it is time for the 
chairman of the School Committee to 
reach a compromise on the $500,000 
difference between what the select¬ 
men and the School Committee 
believe the school budget should be. 
Bortman said the selectmen need to 
provide additional revenue, and the 
School Committee will have to make 
cuts to its proposed budget 

The School Committee is asking for 
a school budget of $14.9 million, 
while selectmen are offering $14.5. 
Last year, Spring Town Meeting 
appropriated $13.5 million for the 
School Department 

Lombardi restated that he is not 
willing to start carving his proposed 
budget, stating that the money he is 
requesting is necessary to maintain 
what he considers a level-service 
budget. Lombardi has said that 
$5U0.000 can be found by recertifying 
free cash. 

During the forum, Lombardi press¬ 
ed Bortman to state where he would 


make cuts to reach the compromise 
with the selectmen. 

“If my opponent is going to say we 
have to compromise with the 
Finance Committee and the select¬ 
men... then you have to stand up and 
say where those cuts are going to 
come from,” said Lombardi. 

Bortman restated what he had said 
at earlier debate: that, if elected, he 
would first reach a dollar comprom¬ 
ise with the selectmen and then sit 
down with the other School Commit¬ 
tee members to make cuts. He said 
picking items now to cut would turn 
those items into a “political 
footballs.” 

Discussion of the school budget led 
to a dispute on the quality of 
Winchester’s schools, on which the 
candidates could not be further 
apart Bortman, manager of a finan¬ 
cial department and a ihther of two 
children, said that when his children

The School Committee has voted to 
reaffirm the appointment of Robert 
Fitzgerald as superintendent in case 
a previous vote that appointed him to 
that position is invalidated. 

At their March 23 meeting, School 
Committee members voted 3-0 with 
two abstentions to reaffirm a vote 
taken on March 2 to appoint Fitzger¬ 
ald. The March 2 vote, which also car¬ 
ried with three votes, is under inves¬ 
tigation by the District Attorney's 
Office for possible violation of the 
Open Meeting Law. A complaint 


signed by eleven residents is asking 
the DA's Office to invalidate the 
superintendent vote on that bails. 

School Committee Chairman Mark 
Lombardi said he believed the com¬ 
plaint filed with the DA’s Office was 
“extremely weak” but said the com¬ 
mittee's counsel advised him to reaf¬ 
firm the vote. 

“The threat of the invalidation of 
the committee vote, no matter how 
remote, must be addressed,” said 
Lombardi. 

The possibility of an overturning of

Selectmen authorize 
special To^ Meeting

Winchester Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers will be participating in two 
Town Meetings this spring as the 
Board of Selectmen have authorized 
a special Town Meeting. 

At their March 22 meeting, the 
selectmen unanimously decided to 
hold a special Town Meeting to trans¬ 
fer monies within existing accounts. 
The annual Town Meeting deals with 
budgets for the next fiscal year. 

“The practice of the transfer of 
fiinds ftom one municipal account to 
another has been done before by pre¬ 
vious Town Meetings when a know 
deficit exists and there is a known 
surplus in one or several accounts,” 
said Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer. 

The special Town Meeting, sche¬ 
duled to take place on April 26, the 
first day of the annual Town Meeting,

contains just the one warrant article 
authorizing the town to make trans¬ 
fers from surplus accounts to deficit 
accounts for Fiscal Year 1993. 


The transfers the town manager 
would like to see take place include 
$100,000 from the Health Insurance 
account to be transferred to the 
Transfer Station/NESWC fees 
account and $75,000 to be trans¬ 
ferred ft-om the Retirement account 
to the Energy account. 

Maurer said there might also have 
to be a transfer of money to the Snow 
and Ice account, depending on 
whether the town received any more 
snow. 

However, the proposed transfers 
may be changed between now and 
April 26, Selectmen Stephen Powers 
said that the School Department was 
not getting a fair share of the surplus 
money. 

"I don’t know why we set up a Town 
Meeting to settle municipal prob¬ 
lems why we don’t at the same time 
settle the educational problems,”

League completes 
study of chants 
to West Side Field

A newly unveiled five-year plan 
should lead to better utilization of 
the four fields that comprise West 
Side Field, say representatives from 
the Sachem Youth Baseball League. 

In a brief report, which was 
requested some months ago by the 
Board of Selectmen, President Bob 
Sullivan ran through three different 
sketches of the field. One depicted 
the field as it is presently used and 
several others captured different 
stages of renovation. 

"This field has always had four 
fields and we plan to maintain four 
fields," said Sullivan describing for 
the selectmen the League's plans to 
rearrange the limited field space. 
Sullivan said that improvements 
could include expansion plans for 
the parking lot to include 20 more 
spaces; buildings structure that will 
replace the chuck wagon for storage 
and at some fiiture point, conces¬ 
sions. Some of the movement of the 
fields will only change their direc¬ 
tion and will be done to change the 
amount of sunlight refiecting in play¬ 
ers’ faces. 


A public hearing on the plans will 
be held sometime afier the March 30 
election. Dependent on how much 
money is raised and at what rate, 
plans will then move ahead, accord¬ 
ing to Sullivan. Although the plans 
call for different approaches to simi¬ 
lar problems, Sullivan said the prim¬ 
ary consideration was given first to 
safety, then to the financial resour¬ 
ces necessary to complete the 
renovations. 

Use of the field has come under 
fire in the past as abutters have 
targeted parking on the street and 
noise. 

League Director Fred DeSimone 
explained the changes as ones that 
will benefit the use of the field. “The 
use as present is not going to change, 
(it will) reorient, reconstruct and 
restore, some of the fields that are 
there and make two improvements: 
parking and a structure for the chuck 
wagon." 

Sullivan said the program current¬ 
ly serves SOO children in a total base¬ 
ball program of 830 townwide. 

“The emphasis we’re putting here 
is on a major percentage of a total 
program.”

New proprietors of Milady 
Fashions find warm welcome

Weaving through the lines of traff¬ 
ic, snow and fog from their home In 
Lowell to their store, “Milady Fash¬ 
ions” in Winchester, is peaceftil for 
Michael and Rose Nassar when they 
compare It to their former commute 
from East to West Beirut. 

■ In Lebanon, it wasn’t traffic that 
had them waiting but blockades, mil¬ 
itiamen and bomb threats. As Christ¬ 
ians from East Beirut, traveling into 
the Muslim West was done but not 
without fear, hassles and 
confrontation. 

Michael Nassar says he was discri¬ 
minated against for being a Christian 
working in West Beirut. He lost his 
shop in Lebanon and in 1987 moved 
his family to the United States. 

“Milady Fashions" was opened by 
the Nassars five months ago on 47 
Church Street. The shop is smali, but 
. bright and ciean. Three metal round¬ 
ers display ladies jackets, dresses 
and suede vests in the front room. 
Nassar works as a tailor for women 
and men fashions in the backroom at 
a tabie with a sewing machine, and 
assorted sewing materials. 

He sat quietly during the inter¬ 
view, giancing about his new store 
thendownat his hands. “The'militia, 
the Syrians and other parties, they 
blocked the way to my old shop. I 
couldn't talk much and I lost a lot of 
customers because they were afraid 
of what was going on. But I wasn’t on 
a side, Muslim or Christian. 

“The Western Muslim people, my 
customers, were told that the Christ¬ 
ians were bad and doing wrong in the 
country. One day the militia took ray 
friend, Aleco and I out and they held 
us against a wall behaving as if they 
were going to shoot us... Oh sure, 
they had weapons, loaded ones. Then 
they found out that we had no 
involvement in any party. If they 
found out I were a Christian Maro- 
nite, 1 think I would be dead now... 
but I am orthodox.” 


Michael and Rose have two child¬ 
ren, 19 and 16 years old. Both were 
born in Beirut and both lived the first 
years of their lives hiding behind 
curtains, listening to bullets shelling 
their neighborhood. • 

“I thought the war would end,” 
said Rose Nassar, “but, then another 
year." The war which had begun in 
1975 continued and finally the Nas¬ 
sars lost their business. “We lost a lot 
of money, I had to leave everything to 
come here,” said Nassar. 

Nassar’s mother, who lefi Lebanon 
in the mid seventies, became an 
American citizen a few years ago. 
She has lived in Massachusetts since 
1978 and she processed her son’s 
immigration papers. After months of 
studying English, Nassar went to 
Greece and met the olfieiats at the 
American Embassy. “They let me 
come first,” he said, “and let my fam¬ 
ily come six months later. The child¬ 
renlike everything here much better. 
Except for the weather. Beirut has 


moderate temperatures like San 
Diego.” 

They chose Massachusetts because 
his mother and brother are here. “It 
is good to be all together,” Nassar 
said. “We like Winchester, the peo¬ 
ple are very good and kind. But, I’ve 
found that they don’t care as much 
for custom-made fashions as they do 
in Beirut.” 

At Milady Fashions, Nassar can 
create any European design or cre¬ 
ate a dress on his own. He can do alt¬ 
erations, hem pants for take-in a 
dress. He says his shop is not meant 
to compete with big dry cleaning and 
tailoring stores. “It takes time to fix 
things properly... to make clothing 
fitted and well-done,” he adds. The 
Nassars say they stress service in 
their store and keep their pricing 
moderate. 

A customer paused briefly to com¬ 
ment, “You redid a dress fora friend 
of mine and Ohi it was gorgeous. I 
know you will get busy soon.”

B y all accounts this election has been unusually 
quiet. The newspaper office has been humming 
to keep pace with the normal fare of campaign re¬ 
leases and Letters to the Editor. But, public inter¬ 
est in the election as a whole has been missing, or 
perhaps misplaced. 

In fact, we admit to some dismay over the general tone of 
recent Letters to the Editor. Many letter writers snuck in 
beiow-the-belt comments, but even worse were the people 
who skirted the edges of decency by ending their letters 
with remarks perilously close to ethnic slurs, which were 
edited. 

What saved the election from utter obscurity in the eyes 
of the general population were the weekly updates on the 
School Committee and their search for a superintendent. 

This is a pivotal election for the town because we believe 
it will set the tone for political debate for the next few 
years. Residents do have some clear choices, either busi¬ 
ness as usual or a whole new direction for the town; We 
strongly encourage you to exercise them on March 30. 

Board of Selectmen 

We don't think there is a bad choice in this race. In point of fact, the 
candidates express similar views in key areas, neither advocating a radical 
change in the general direction the board has taken In the past. However, 
one candidate only will take over for Tom Schmitt after his final selectmen's 
meeting. 

Ralph Johnson would be a newcomer to the board but has proven his dedi¬ 
cation as chairman of the Finance, Capitol Planning and Superintendent 
Search Committees. Johnson has proven to be a tireless volunteer and we 
think he will bring the same level of energy to the Board of Selectmen. His 
promise to listen to voters will be important as the town tackles the larger 
financial issues over the next three years. 

School Committee 

This has been the race to watch this year. Betweenthe weekly antics at the 
School Committee meetings to the recent lawsuit alleging the committee 
violated open meeting laws, the School Committee candidates have done 
their best to keep things hopping. 

We think through it all Eli Bortman has come out as a refreshing new voice. 
We find Bortman's open style, whether in addressing forum questions, or 
when responding to one-on-one interview questions, a good indication that 
he would work well on the School Committee. 

At the League debate Bortman promised to work toward a better relation¬ 
ship with both the public and the school administration. We don't think he 
could go wrong here. Finding some common ground on the ever-thorny issue 
of the school budget by reaching a consensus, his primary theme during the 
campaign, might be a good place to start. 

Board of Assessors 

Both candidates have the qualifications to fill this post. We believe that 
only one, Susan Lippman, represents a new direction for the assessor’s 
office. With computerization we think the assessors's office has come a long 
way. Lippman, with her professional attitude and experience, promises to 
offer residents a more accessible board in the months ahead.

THE SENATE. Beacon Hill Roll

SENATE TV - Senate 28-11, 
refused to suspend rules to allow 
immediate consideration of an order 
allowing television and radio sta¬ 
tions to bring their equipment into 
the chamber and cover the upcom¬ 
ing debate on changing the rules of 
the Senate, The order allows the 
coverage as long as it does not dis¬ 
rupt the Senate. Supporters said it is 
time to open up the Senate to TV 
stations and argued the current “in 
house" taping system is inadequate 
and has not led to any television 
coverage. Opponents said stations 
can currently take a direct feed ol 
the sessions from the building or 
receive a tape of an entire daily 
session at its conclusion. They 
argued that opening up the chamber 
to commercial cameras will create 
chaos. (A "Yes" vote is for immedi¬ 
ate consideration of the order. A 


“No" vote is against it). 

Sen. Charles Shannon voted yes. 

THE HOUSE. "Beacon Hill Roll Call” 
records local representatives' votes 
on two roll calls from debate earlier 
in the 1993 session on the public 
education reform bill. There were 
no roll calls in the House last week. 

CHANGE FORMULA (H 801) - 

House 118-34, rejected an amend¬ 
ment changing the formula for 
school financing. Amendment sup¬ 
porters said this change will reduce 
the weight on custodial and admini- 
strativp staff and stop rewarding 
communities like Boston which have 
top-heavy administrations. They 
charged that the formula was 
changed by the leadership to help 
Boston and other areas where the 
leadership was soil on support for 
the bill. Opponents said the formula 
is a fair one which was put together 
by the business community. They 
pointed out that the formula is not 
geared unfairly to help Boston and 
noted Mayor Flynn and Boston's

Last week I got letters from three 
readers, the first saying in essence, 
“UGH!” about “the piece on head 
lice and cat dentistiy.” 

The second took issue with “the 
article in your Sunday paper”, about 
boys, “In it Terry Marolta describes 
the Grand Mai seizure her child 
Michael fakes... I have two epileptic 
children and have scon many sei¬ 
zures. Believe me, they are not 
funny.” 

She's right, of couse: It probably is 
insensitive to ignore the faetthatsei- 
zures are serious, and maybe jokes 
about head lice and drugged feline 
dental patients are in poor taste. 

On the other hand, you can rarely 
be tasteful and humorous too. And 
most comedy is insensitive to some¬ 
one, or it isn't comedy. Aristotle 
wrote that comedy often involves a 
certain “malicious pleasure in the 
discomfort of others.” 

The author of Ecclesiastes feels 
that "a fool lifteth up his voice in 
laughter; but a wise man doth scarce 
smile a little.” I guess that puts us 
laughers in our place. The three edi¬ 
tors of the classic collection “Eight 
Great Corned ies” write in their intro¬ 
duction, “the characters who amuse 
us in comedy are usually mildly 
abnormal figures to whom we feel 
superior." Since many of us make 
jokes about ourselves, I guess that 
says something too. 

Last month, when I wrote about Liz 
Taylor’s chin, 1 broke one of my own 
rules. Making jokes about someone’s 
appearance really is hitting below 
the belt. 

But below the belt is where most 
comedy takes place. It's about our 
lower, and not our higher selves, 
about the part of us that is most 
earthy, and not the part that’s most 
divine, Wafeh any episode of “Sein-

feld”: Kramer sets his hair on fire 
while trying to light a cigar; George 
tries cheating on an IQ test They're 
so goofy and vain and misdirected. 
How can we not laugh in 
recognition? 

Woody Allen knows that bringing 
your audience up short is ftinny. In 
one piece he writes about a woman 
named Blanche, “sweet but beeiy, 
with nervous pudgy fingers and 
thick-lensed glasses who years ago 
would have been considered pretty, 
though not later than the Pleistocene 
era." To her husband Leon though, 
she is “the most beautiful creature in 
the world, except for Ernest Borg- 
nine.” They consummate their love. 
"’It was totally sublime’, Blanche 
recalls, though she does remember 
Loon ‘attempting to slash his wrists' 
aftenvard. 

Is this not insensitive to the less- 
good-looking? To Ernest Borgnine at 
least? To all who have considered an 
early death? And what does death 
have to do with comedy anyway? 

Well, everything. 

“Calvin and Hobbes" hits the nail 


on the head In a strip In which six- 
year-old Calvin nestles In an easy 
chair with his chatty stuffed tiger 
Hobbes watching Saturday morning 
cartoons. “What classic humor!,” 
Calvin exclaims. “This is what enter¬ 
tainment is about! Idiots, explosives, 
and falling anvils!” 

He's right And the idiots are us, 
the explosives and falling anvils all 
that befalls us in our doomed and 
dogged trek through the minefield of 
human life. The Coyote weaves devi¬ 
ous plots to catch the guileless Road- 
runner. As a result he falls off cliffs, 
gets flattened, is blown to into long- 
nosed googly-eyed bits. The Coyote is 
us all. So is the Roadrunner, narrow¬ 
ly averting disaster. I’ve always 
thought a lot of things were ftinny. 
When I started writing, though, 1 
began devising some rules to keep 
myself in line. Besides the one men¬ 
tioned above, they are as follows: 

(1) Tasteless jokes are OK as long 
as you’re the butt of most of them. (2) 
Those closest to you can be the butt oi 
them too, provided they agree to. (3) 
Your pets you can make ftin of pretty 
freely, since they can’t read anyway, 
(4) Bathroom and nose-running jokes 
are out. It's dumb, and unapprecia¬ 
tive, to deride our human bodies, 
those miracles of divine engineering 
whose mysteries even the medical 
experts still haven't plumbed. 

And that about covers it Oh! The 
third letter was from a father of 
three, reacting to that same piece 
about life with boys and offering an 
earthy sample of what passes for 
humor among his little guys. “Keep it 
coming!”, he wrote. “Your articles 
are a joy for me.” He’s an ordained 
minister and the pastor of a church. 

“Confession is good for the soul," 
he prefaced one sentence with. 

And so, Heaven knows, is laughter.

When spring Town Meeting was 
convened at Town Hall on March 11, 
1948 there wasn't a soul in town who 
had a good word for the winter of 
1947-1948. 

As Moderator Joe Worthen called 
the meeting to order at 7:45 p.m., 
Winchester hadn't yet seen its last 
winter storm — a storm which would 
bring the total snow accumulation 
for that winter to 106 inches. 

Superintendent of streets, Parker 
Holbrook, was hard pressed to keep 
the public ways open throughout 
those four snowy months. 

A white Christmas was assured for 
the young at heart on Dec. 23, 1947 
when a nor'easter plastered the town 
with 15 inches of snow. 

On Dee. 26, after the relatives had 
retreated to the far corners and the 
holiday bird had been reincarnated 
in steaming hot turkey sandwiches, 
another storm dumped 16 more 
inches on already burdened highway 
department. 

We kids loved it and got soaking 
wet making snow angels on the hill 
above Forest Street as wc watched 
the cars trying to get up the grade 
towards Sloneham. 

After the holiday, as the schools 


opened, January 1948 became fam¬ 
ous for the six wild snowstorms that 
dropped another 42 inches on 
Winchester in just four weeks. 

It became downright difficult to get 
up the hill to school on time and 
teacher Barbara Haley was pushed 
to the limit getting 30 second graders 
stuffed into and popped out of their 
snowsuils each day. 

I’hc clouds still lowered with grey 
malevolence over a beleaguered 
Winchester, however, and even the 
new Clctrac sidewalk plows were 
rendered useless when February 
brought five more blustery storms 
and 19 additional inches of snow. 

With 92 inches of snow having fal¬ 
len since that first Dec. 23 storm, it 
seemed impossible, now that spring 
was imminent, that further indigni¬ 
ties from the north would visit the. 
town. 


But as the Flexible Flyers and 
toboggans swept down through 
Wakefields Orchard and daily ^ 
thinned the heavy snowcover — and ‘ 
we kids built huge snowdams in the 
gutters — two March storms fes¬ 
tooned Winchester with another 14 
inches of the hated white stuff. 

One antidote for “cabin fever" was 
poring over the annual “List of 
Residents.” 

Chairman of the Board of Select¬ 
men, Kenneth Pond put it mildly 
when he stated, “We believe all will 
be interested in the results of the 
Town’s entrance into the publishing 
field. As of December first, eight 
hundred copies of the Street List 
have been sold at one dollar each. It 
is rumored that the Town Clerk is 
seriously considering recommend¬ 
ing this best seller to the Book-of-thc 
Month Club for 1949.” 



The Board of Selectmen are 
busy filling the various 
appointed boards in town. At its 
March 22 meeting, the board 
filled two three-year vacancies 
(one an associate member) on 
the Zoning Board of Appeals and 
four three-year vacancies on the 
Council On Aging. Retiring Con¬ 
servation Commission Chairman 
Joshua Alper will be taking on a 
new role as member of the ZBA, 
and Nancy Dingman will serve 
another term as associate mem¬ 
ber. A warrant article at Spring 
Town Meeting, will ask Town 
Meeting to expand the ZBA from 
three members to five. The new 
appointments for the COA are: 
Charlene Williams, Pat Wells, 
Tracy O’Neil, and Phyllis Hol- 
linshead, an incumbent. 


A spot on the Finance Commit¬ 
tee to replace James Nagle was 
also filled this week. James San¬ 
ford was picked by a committee 
comprised of selectmen Chair¬ 
man Thomas Schmitt, town Mod¬ 
erator John Sullivan, and 
Finance Committee Chairman 
Matthew Stone. His term expires 
in 1995. 


There were a few light 
moments to break up the stress- 
ftil candidates debate for the 
March 30 elections; 

Randall Swartz, an uncon¬ 
tested candidate for Board of 
Health, said he didn’t want to 
give a speech. He asked for ques¬ 
tions from the audience; when 
no one raised his hand, Swartz 
stepped down. That was quite a 
switch from Fall Town Meeting 
when John Sullivan, moderator 
of the debate and moderator of 
Town Meeting, had his hands 
ftill trying to keep Swartz under 
his time limit when Swartz was 
discussing the town’s water 
supply. 

School Committee Chairman 
Mark Lombardi said he knows 
he has changed because he's 
now more nervous when his 
father, outspoken chairman of 
the Board of Assessors, speaks 
than when he has to address the 
audience. Quipped Sullivan, 
“You and I have something in 
common; wc both get nervous 
when your father speaks.” 

As Bortman was wrapping up 
his opening remarks, he sug¬ 
gested an audience member ask 
the School Committee candi¬ 
dates about financial leader¬ 
ship. “We’ve always had people 
plant questions in the audience 
ahead of time but that's the first 
time its ever been done public- 
iy," said Sullivan.

Winchester taxpayers are now 
paying $61,000, due to the toss of a 
special education lawsuit; there is a 
$50,000, two-year deficit and antici¬ 
pated additional loss of $2,000 per 
month In the food service account 
The School Department budget has 
been out of balance for two years — 
this is without precedent Remem¬ 
ber redistricting?

Conte says election 
should be In April 

To the editor: 

I have long believed that the date 
fixed under our bylaws for our Annu¬ 
al Town Election (the fourth Tues¬ 
day of March — this year March 30) 
was unnecessarily early in the year. 
The weather at this time of the year 
is frequently characterized by cold, 
wet and generally inclement condi¬ 
tions which are very likely to dis¬ 
courage voter turnout as well as 
impose an unnecessary burden upon 
both candidates and campaign 
workers. 

This year's abnormally harsh wint¬ 
er provides an especially significant 


reminder of the effect weather can 
have on our daily lives. With this in 
mind I intend to offer a proposal to 
amend the bylaws to change the date 
of the Town Election to the fourth 
Saturday of April which wilt have 
the following beneficial effects: 

1. Better weather in April should 
enhance voter turnout which is 
almost universally believed to be 
conducive to the democratic 
process. 

2. Better weather will encourage 
greater citizen involvement in local 
political campaigns which is also 
believed to be advantageous to the 
democratic process. 

3. For a number of years we have 
had to postpone the spring Town 
Meeting due to the unavailability of 
local aid figures tVom the Common¬ 
wealth. Having Town Meeting sche¬ 
duled later will eliminate the neces¬ 
sity for such postponements. 

4. Having Town Election on a 
Saturday will make it easier for 
people who would normally work on 
Tuesdays to vote. 

In fact, I am at a loss to find any 
legitimate reason against a later 
Town Election. There is nothing sac-

went to school in the mid-80s it was 
the “golden era”. 

As evidence of a decline, Bortman 
pointed to the cuts in the system 
since that lime; classroom aides, pro¬ 
fessional development, text books, a 
curriculum director, and extracurri¬ 
cular activities, 

Lombardi said Bortman was con¬ 
tradicting himself: Bortman is advo¬ 
cating less money for the school 
budget than Lombardi this year, but 
he is criticizing Lombardi about 
things that have been cut in the past 
from the school budget. 

Bortman said the contradiction 
was Lombardi’s: He made massive 
cuts when he was first elected three 
years ago, and now he is fighting to 
restore those same cuts. 

Lombardi, a self-employed 
businessman and father of five child¬ 
ren, disputed the contention that the 
system was deteriorating, saying 
there is data that proves otherwise. 
He said the school system is still a 
key reason why families move to 
Winchester. 

Lombardi added that he felt that 
statement was being spread by a 
small group of disgruntled people, 
who don’t have the facts to back it up. 


"The Globe reporter kept asking 
me over and over, ’Well, some people 
say the quality of education is declin¬ 
ing.' When you ask who the people 
are its a very familiar group — some¬ 
one's ex-campaign manager who was 
on the other side, someone who was 
the head of the CSA who was holding 
someone elsc’s sign," said Lombardi. 
^ Bortman said that School Commit¬ 
tee members, by their unprofession¬ 
al manner, have driven competent 
professionals out of and away fhom 
the school system. Within the last few 
months that rumor resurfaced when 
the two finalist candidates for super¬ 
intendent withdrew and principal 
Bruce MacDonald left Lincoln. 

"It troubles me that we have lost so 
many high-level administrators in 
the last three or four years," said 
Bortman. "Some of it has to do with 
the friction between the School Com¬ 
mittee and the administration, I’m 
sure.” 

Lombardi said the people who 
have left the system had either 
passed away, resigned, retired, or 
found better paying positions, 

"I don’t see how acrimony or ani¬ 
mosity would have lead to any of 
those," said Lombardi,

■ Lombardi said the recent contract 
negotiation with the school teachers, 
which gave no increase the first year 
and 4.5 increases the next two years, 
was his biggest accomplishment in 
the last three years. 

“We had very successfiil, agree¬ 
able negotiations... without fights in 
the newspaper, without picket lines, 
without door-to-door fiyers. It’s one 
of the things I'm most proud of," said 
Lombardi. 

■ Bortman criticized Lombardi for 
last year’s school shortfall, which 
was revealed to the public with only a 
month left in the ftscal year. Bortman 
said the School Committee purpose- 
fiilly hid It 

“My opponent stood In fYont of 
Town Meeting knowing that he had 
that budget overrun... but didn't say 
a word ... With that kind of track 


record, how is he going to get 
$800,000 more from Town Meeting,” 
said Bortman. 

Lombardi said that the committee 
members unanimously decided not 
to bring It up at that time because 
Spring Town Meeting deals with the 
following year's fiscal budgets, not 
the present year. 

■ Lombardi said he has increased 
access to the School Committee by 
moving the public comment item to 
the top of the agenda. When it was at 
the end of the agenda, Lombardi 
said, parents would not have a 
chance to speak until 11:30 p.m. 

■ When asked what was the most 
pressing problem at the elementary 
level, Bortman said an absence of a 
curriculum director. Lombardi said 
maintaining a neighborhood school 
system by keeping all five schools 
open.

“I don’t see it on the docket It was 
on last week's docket.

MuIIln said that recertifying free 
cash would adversely affect the 
town’s AAA bond rating at a time 
when the town will be borrowing 
money to ftind a $7 million water filt¬ 
ration plant 

The two candidates stressed their 
extensive civic and professional 
backgrounds. Johnson, a father of 
two and a purchasing coordinator at 
a floral supply company, stressed his 
volunteer service: his six years on 
the Finance Committee, his chair¬ 
manship of Town Day, his work on 
the superintendent search commit¬ 
tee, and his 10 years as a Town Meet¬ 
ing member. 

Mullin, a mother of two with a mas¬ 
ter’s degree in education and a law 
degree, stressed her professional 
achievements: she has worked as a 
high school teacher, a real estate 
broker, and an assistant district 
attorney. 

In one of the few direct criticisms 
between the selectmen candidates, 
Johnson stated that In lOyears he has 
missed only one Town Meeting, 
while his opponent has missed 53 In 
her 14 year career. 

Mullin countered that she topped 
the ballot in her precinct the last 
time she ran and added, “Duringthat 
time I was raising a family, attending 
schools, starting a career. Hindsight 
might indicate that pe rhaps I took on 
a little more than I should have," 
said Mullin. 

Some other candidates responses 
at the forum sponsored by the 
League of Women Voters and moder¬ 
ated by John Sullivan: 

■ Board of Assessors Chairman 
Mark A. Lombardi, a four-year 
incumbent, is fighting ofTa challenge 
from Susan Lippman. 

While Lombardi is stressing his 
experience, Lipmann is trying to 
convince voters that it is time for a 
change on the board, “The primary 
reason (for running) is I think it is 
time for a new face and a new point of 
view on the board," said Lippman. 

Lippman criticized the gas allow¬ 
ances paid to assessor’s. “I will not 
accept this stipend nor do I think it 
should be offered to them... When 
we offer our services to the commun¬ 
ity it should be volunteer,” said 
Lippman. 

Lombardi said it was only reason¬ 
able to pay the assessors for using 
their cars for town work. “I may be 
old, but I’m not a fool. If the town 
would like to use my car, I would pre¬ 
sume they would have to pay,” said 
Lombardi. 

■ The two uncontested candidates 
for Library Trustees, Ellen Browning 
and Deborah Pavelle, both used their 
time to pukh a renovation for the 
library. 

“Our library is in serious need of 
renovation and repair. Parts of the 
physical plant are 55 years old and 
need almost daily repairs,” said 
Pavelle. 

■ Richard Cary, running for the vac¬ 
ant seat on tha Housing Authority, 
stressed his commitment to afford¬ 
able housing, especially the elderly 
and the mentally handicapped.

"We all thought that we might see 
him drive by in his limousine, but 
then he started walking so they let us 
all pour out," said eighth-grader 
Brooke Estridge.

The president and Mrs. Clinton 
waved back, and then President Clin¬ 
ton, in a black top coat, scarf, and 
USS Theodore Roosevelt baseball 
cap, came over and shook hands with 
, the students. 

"He said, ‘Where y’all from?’ and 
we said, ‘Boston,’ and he said, ‘I’m 
really happy to see you,”’ said 
Estridge. 

"The kids were ecstatic over the 
whole thing. They didn’t need a bus 
to get around; they were floating on 
air," said seventh-grade social stu¬ 
dies teacher, Jim Maconochie, a 
Winchester resident who has chape¬ 
roned McCall students in Washing¬ 
ton for the last ten years. 

Another bus load of McCall stu¬ 
dents saw the president at a later 
part of his route to church and also 
got out of the bus and met the 
president. 

“He looked at his watch to see if he 
was late for church and then he 
plunged right into the crowd,” said 
social studies teacher Ken Tully, 
who was with the second group of 
students. Tully said the two groups of 
children were noticed by the presi¬ 
dent because they were the only peo¬ 
ple outside in the severe weather 
conditions. 

Although the students were 
thrilled about meeting the president, 
there was still some regrets. Macono¬ 


chie said he wished Hillary, who was 
covered from head to toe and was 
wearing the famous pillbox hat she 
wore during the inauguration, had 
come over to shake hands. Estridge 
was disappointed that the presi¬ 
dent’s 12-ycar-old daughter, Chelsea, 
had been there. 

Before meeting the president, the 
student’s luck wasn’t so good. After 
touring Washington Thursday and 
Friday, their entire Itinerary for 
Saturday was cancelled by the bliz¬ 
zard.

Eli Bortman, Lombardi's opponent 
at the March 30 election, could have 
suddenly found himself the swing 
vote on the superintendency. If he 
defeated Lombardi and if the DA’s 
Olllce overturned the March 2 vote. 
Bortman, who was in attendance at 
the meeting, told the Star that he is 
not predisposed one way or another 
on the issue. ’T would agonize over 
the subject,” said Bortman. 

Members James Evans and Jerilyn 
Heinold asked that the vote be post¬ 
poned until the committee had a 
written opinion from Town Counsel 
Wade Welch. 

Evans said the committee was 
"appointing the superintendent in a 
cloud of accusations of improper vot¬ 
es and procedures with the political 
ramrodding of this appointment and 
contract through in the last moment 
before a town election.” 

Evans and Heinold, who both abs¬ 
tained from voting, also contend that 
the decision to reaffirm admits some 
guilt to the actions taken on March 2. 

"Taking the vote again creates the 
appearance of acknowledging that 
the committee did something 
wrong...” said Heinold. 

Makhoul said the motion was for 
the benefit of the school community 
so its knows that Fitzgerald will be 
the superintendent for an indefinite 
period. She added she was "in no 
way, shape, or form admitting to any 
wrong doing of the slightest degree.” 


Lombardi also restated that he felt 
no violation took place: "Those mem¬ 
bers who voted affirmatively... did 
not in at any time prior to the School 
Committee meeting meet privately 
or deliberate or make any commit¬ 
ment on the Issue of the vote. The 
requirements of the Open Meeting 
Law were in no way violated," said 
Lombardi. 

Heinold said she spoke with Welch 
and was advised by him that the com¬ 
mittee should take no action on the 
superintendent, including offering 
him a contract, until they have a writ¬ 
ten legal opinion. She abstained 
from the final vote saying she was 
"advised by the town attorney not to 
take part in any conversations about 
this." 

Evans said that the committee may 
be violating Open Meeting Law for 
the second time on the vote to reaf¬ 
firm the March 2 vote because both 
Makhoul and Lombardi had both 
talked to the committee's legal 
counsel on this issue. Evans said he 
found this out by calling the counsel 
himself and was then criticized by 
the chairman for calling counsel 
without telling him. 

Lombardi said that he decided to 
bring up this vole on his own and 
stressed that never talked to the 
other members between the last 
meeting and this one. 

Edward O’Connell advised the 
committee members to approve Fitz¬ 
gerald and put the matter behind 
them. “We are not doing the right 
thing when we tear ourselves apart 
in open session and allow it to go on 
and on and on,” said O’Connell.

This year, at least four Winchester 
High School graduates are members 
of collegiate women’s programs 
throughout the country. Locally, 1992 
WHS grad Brooke Foley is a top diver 
at Boston University. In New York, 
Foley’s high school teammate and 
fellow Sachemette captain, Maura 
Riley, is a member of the Lions of 
Columbia University. 

At Regis College in Weston, sopho¬ 
more Diana Coughlin just completed 
her second varsity season with the 
Beacons, while in Austin, Texas, 
Coughlin's classmate Sheilah McCar¬ 
thy is an integral partofthe Universi¬ 
ty of Texas women’s swim team. 

Brooke Foley was perhaps the best 
diver in WHS history. In addition to 
being a four-time Middlesex League 
all-star and two-time league champ, 
Foley holds the school record for tot¬ 
al points. 

At BU, Foley has splashed right in 
and become a valuable part of the 
Terrier program. At the Eastern Col¬ 
lege Athletic Conference meet In 
Buffalo in early March, Foley placed 
second in the 3-meter springboard 
competition and fourth on the 
1-meter board. Her ECAC finish 
earned her a place in the national 
qualifier in Pittsburgh March 11-12, 
where she failed to gualiiy for the 
NCAAs. 

According to BU diving coach Jeff 
Mule, Foley’s ECAC performance 
capped a very successful freshman 
season. 

“She really had a great meet in 
Buffalo,” said Mule. “The dives she 
had been struggling with all season 
she really nailed. I don’t know if it 
was the competition or what, but 
Brooke really had a great meet. 
There seems to be certain divers she 
reftises to lose to. She was rewarded 
for working hard all season.” 

Foley was extremely pleased — 
and a little surprised — with her 
showing. 

“It was really a shock to me that I 
finished in the top three there,” said 
Foley. “There were really some 
excellent divers. It was a great 
experience." 

BU won the North Atlantic Confer 
ence this season, and with a young 
group of talented athletes returning 
next season, the Allure is bright. 
Mule expects Foley to Improve with 
time. 

"You have to remember that 
Brooke has only been diving for 
three years," Mule said. “If she gets 
into a year-round program, she could 
be outstanding.” 

One week before BU headed to 
Buffalo, freshman Maura Riley and 
her teammates from Columbia were 
there for the Division I Eastern Reg- 
lonals. The team took fiftb overall, 
and the 400-yard medley relay team, 
on which Riley swam the butterfly, 
placed fourth. 

Riley flourished under firat-year 
Columbia coach Diana Caskey. A 
four-time league all-star and All- 
Scholastic in the butterfly and backs¬ 
troke as a senior, Riley recorded 
personal-best times in the backs¬ 
troke, 200 individual medley and but¬ 
terfly this season. 

Riley didn’t do as well as she had 
hoped at the reglonals, suffering 
from an illness which kept her out of

W inchester's 
Michael Sayre was 
waiting at the door 
wearing sweat 
pants and a T-shirt

the words “SCATE: Stop Cancer 
Across The Earth.” 

At 11 in the morning, Sayre's day 
was already hours old. His partner, 
Ted Leach, was on the phone and 
would be out in a moment 
Minutes later, the 24-year-old 
Leach came bounding Into the room. 
”I think we got an RV," he 
exclaimed. It seems Leach had spent 
the morning working out the details 
of getting a support vehicle donated 
for a summer adventure. 

And what a summer adventure. 
Leach, Sayre and a fellow Middleb- 
ury College student, 22-yea^oId Hieu 


Nguyen, will travel from Los Angeles 
to Boston over a 60-day period from 
June 5 to August 3. Why will it take 60 
days? Because Leach will be in-line 
skating the entire 3,300 miles, while 
Sayre and Nguyen will alternate 
between following in a support vehi¬ 
cle and skating alongside. 

Leach first realized he wanted to 
do something meaningftil when his 
grandmother passed away last spring 
after a six-year battle with lung 
cancer. Watching someone he loved 
so deeply deteriorate in front of his 
eyes moved Leach to acL 

“I think people don’t become 
aware of things like cancer because 
they get so caught up in their daily 
personal lives that they don’t have 
the time to think about other things,” 
said Leach. "Then all of a sudden 
you get a phone call that your grand¬ 
mother died or your mom went to the 
doctor and found out she has breast 
cancer. Sometimes it takes some¬ 


thing very disturbing to make people 
aware of a cause.” 

Leach decided to skate across the 
country because his fondest memo¬ 
ries of his grandmother revolve 
around hockey. An accomplished 
hockey player and currently the 
assistant women’s hockey coach at 
Middicbury College in Vermont, 
Leach thought skating was the right 
way to go. 

“It started out as something I 
believed 1 wanted to do,” said Leach. 
“It didn’t start out as us sitting down 
and saying 'Gee I'd like to roller 
skate across the country.’ It started 
out as me saying ‘What can 1 do to 
help other people?’ I can't sit and 
watch my grandmother suffer 
through cancer and think nothing 
can be done. There’s got to be some¬ 
thing we can do.” 

Through a mutual friend, Sayre 
and Leach met up last fall. What 
started as a few hours a week of 


donated time has evolved into a 
24-hour-a-day obsession for Sayre, a 
1990 Winchester High graduate. The 
group has received unconditional 
support from the Middlebury com¬ 
munity. Business people have 
offered supplies, townspeople have 
sent money and professors have 
tolerated the occasional late 
assignment. 

Along the way, eight professional 
sports teams have signed on as spon¬ 
sors. Fund-raising events will be 
held in conjunction with National 
Hockey League teams in Los 
Angeles, St. Louis, Chicago, Pitts¬ 
burgh, New York and Hartford. 
When the SCATE team reaches Bos¬ 
ton in early August, members of the 
Bruins and Celtics will be on hand 
for a Victory for Cancer celebration 
at the Boston Garden.

lers achieved local fame by cap¬ 
turing four straight Park League 
titles. 

Dowling was also a noted fast- 
pilch softball player. She played 
for two local all-star teams, the 
Malden Collegiates in 1959 and the 
Caggiano All-Stars In 1969. In 1961, 
Dowling made a trip to Connecti¬ 
cut to try out for the world famous 
women's fast-pitch team, the Ray- 
beslos Brakettes. She made the 
team as an outfielder, and the club 
went on to win the 1961 World 
Fast-pitch Sofiball championship. 

Like Babe Zaharias, Dowling 
had Olympic potential. During the 
early 1960s she was the New Eng¬ 
land champion in the Javelin, shot 


put and baseball throw as a mem¬ 
ber of the Liberty Athletic Club of 
Lexington, and was invited to 
attend the 1964 Olympic Trials for 
the javelin. 

■ 

At age 24, Dowling ruptured her 
Achilles tendon during a winter 
Park League basketball game in 
1965. With medical technology far 
behind today's standards, her ath¬ 
letic career was over. In one 
excruciating moment, Mary Dowl- 
ing's Olympic dream was 
shattered. , 

“My career was over quite sud¬ 
denly," said Dowling. “When the 
reality hit that I couldn’t be the 
athlete I was, it was an extremely 
difficult year. That was quite diffi¬ 
cult to take. Whatever I’ve done 


athletically since then is realty a 
miracle." 

It took some time, but Dowling 
eventually decided to go on with 
life. In order to best utilize her 
“God-given talents,” Dowling 
dedicated her life to helping 
others accomplish milestones in 
sports. 

She taught for eight years in the 
physical education department at 
Cardinal Cushing College, and in 
1974, began a career as gym teach¬ 
er and coach at Harwich High 
School. She still teaches at Har¬ 
wich, where she is assistant field 
hockey coach and the head coach 
of the boys track team. 

To anyone who questions the 
validity.of a woman coaching a 
varsity boys team, Dowling has a 
simple response. 

“It never mattered to me if an 
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athlete was male or female,” said 
Dowling. ”1 just wanted them to be 
accepted equally. Children are 
children. I don’t see a difference.” 

Dowling was forced to reassess 
her life goals after her injury, but 
is positive she made the right 
decision. 

“I've had a wonderfiil career in 
Harwich," said Dowling. “You get 
to know all the families. Now I’m 
starling to teach the children of 
kids I had years ago." 

Lest anyone forget, Dowling still 
has that competitive edge. 

“I’ll challenge anyone to any 
sport except running,” she said 
with a laugh, “and I’ll beat them.”

fifih and sixth grades.” 


Touring troupe brings 
‘Secret Garden’ 
to local schools 

Actors theatre of Maine, Maine's 
professional touring theatre com¬ 
pany, presented their original adap¬ 
tation of the classic children’s novel 
"The Secret Garden” March 16 
through 19, at seven elementary 
schools In Winchester.

90-pege booklet of classroom pro¬ 
jects, developed by the company in 
conjunction with scholars from 
around New England, helps educa¬ 
tors and students explore more fiilly 
the themes raised in the production. 

"The Secret Garden” is AToM's 
largest scale project to date. Crafts¬ 
men spent six months designing and 
building the four sets on a double 
revolving stage which depict various 
locals in and around the 600-year-old 


Yorkshire manor house where Bur¬ 
nett's novel is set Although the set 
takes up over 8600 cubic feet during 
performance, it Is a minor miracle of 
design, as it can be easily packed in 
500 cubic feet of van space for trans¬ 
port to schools throughout New 
England. 

AToM is also currently touring 


New England with an adaptation of 
the modem children's classic “The 
Indian in the Cupboard," by Lynne 
Reid Banks.

Safety features and sparkle improve this luxury sedan 


The 1993.S Infiniti G20 luxury 
sports sedan is sporting a new look. 
The upgraded version now has 
shiny wheels and dual airbags. 

I drove this car when it was 



introduced in 1990.1 loved it except 
for one thing: no airbag. At that 
time the word airbag had become 
an American buzz word, which 
caught Japanese manufacturers by 
surprise. 

Infiniti designers and engineers 
went back to the drawing board and 
now the 1993.5 has dual airbag, seat 
belt tensioners, anti-lock brakes, 
body colored fascia. Most 
noticeable are the highly-polished 
wheels that give this four-door 
sedan a more luxurious appearance. 

When the ori^nal G20 was on the 
drawing board in the late '80s, there 
was more concern about miles per 
gallon than miles per second. 
Although this car is respectable in 



w 


terms of speed, the real appeal is in 
fuel economy. With a shift stick, the 
G20 gets 24 city and 32 highway, 
and even with an automatic 
transmission the mpg is 22 city and 
29 highway. 

The two main reasons for good 
fuel economy are weight and 
engine power. The G20 is not a big 
car, weighing only 2,926 pounds, 
and under the hood is modest 2- 


liter, four-cyiinder engine. But both 
size and engine are deceptive. This 
car has plenty of room in the 
passenger compartment, and the 
16-vatve engine produces more than 
enough get-up-and-go. 

Infiniti's public relations people 
use the terra “cabin-forward* in 
describing its design, a take-off on 
the current term used by Chrysler 
Motors. The G20 version is not 


quite the same thing as 
Chrysler's LH cars, but it does 
point out that the G20 makes 
good use of the cabin and 
storage space. This has been 
accomplished by designing a 
smaller engine compartmenL 
As a result, not only can five 
people sit comfortabh' — there 
is plenty of room for luggage.

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Windshield wipers need yearly care 


Windshield wiper blades should be 
replaced every year It’s safer and far 
less frightening to discover in the 
comfort of your driveway or garage 
that your car or truck needs new 
windshield wiper blades than while 
driving in the rain. 

The fact is, if you have not replaced 
your car's windshield wiper blades 
within the year — regardless of how 
much you may have driven or actually 
used the wipers — you shoi^d replace 
them now. You should also replace 
blades that streak, smear or chatter 
their way across the windshield. 
Obviously, you should also change 
the wipers if they do not do their job 
of wiping the water from the glass. 

Most drivers need only replace the 
part of the wiper that actually cleans 
the water from the windshield — the 
rubber squeegee or blade refill. This 
is made of natural rubber and it 
deteriorates with age and from the 
effects of sunlight and airborne 
poUution. 

The wiper blade consists of the 
squeegee and the metal or plastic 
frame that holds it. The blade is con¬ 
nected to the wiper arm, which is 
attached — typically by a hidden lin¬ 
kage - to the electric motor that 
makes the whole system work. The 
wiper arm is spring loaded to help 
keep the squeegee against the wind¬ 


shield while the car is moving at 
highway speeds. 

Depending on your car or truck's 
make and model, you may have to 
replace the wiper blade and squee¬ 
gee assembly or you may be able to 
replace just the squeegee itself. You 
can buy an exact replacement blade

from your car dealer or a universal 
one from an auto parts store. 

In almost all cases, you can 
replace a wiper blade system which 
does not offer replaceable refills 
with one that does. This makes 
good economic sense, since under 
normal circumstances, the only 
part of the wiper blade system that 
wears out is the squeegee. 

However, if the blade is corroded, 
twisted or stiff, or if the arm is bent, 
twisted or not holding the blade 
properly, replace them. 

In order to replace any wiper 
blade or rubber refill, you must lift 


the wiper away from the windshield. 
The wiper arms of some cars will 
stand away from the glass until you 
push them back down, the arms on 
other cars may spring back once 
you let go. Take care to not let the 
bare metal tip of the wiper arm hit 
the windshield, as it may scratch or 
chip the glass. If your car has hid¬ 
den wipers that “park" beneath the 
lip of the hood, turn on the ignition, 
wet the windshield and operate the 
wipers. Shut the ignition when the 
wipers are in mid-stroke to gain 
access to them. 

If you opt to buy replacement 
parts from the auto parts store, 
there are certain facts you must be 
aware of. Before you buy a replace¬ 
ment blade or refill, measure the 
ones now on your car. Replacement 
blades are marked by length, meas¬ 
ured in inches from one end of the 
blade to the other. A blade that is 
too short will not effectively clear 
your windshield; a blade that is too 
long may foul against the wind¬ 
shield frame or the other wiper arm. 

It is also important to note how 
the blade is attached to the wiper 
arm. 

The most commonly used wiper- 
blade mounts are the bayonet, the 
hook and the pin. With a bayonet 
mount, the end of the wiper arm 


simply goes into a pivoting recepta¬ 
cle in the middle of blade. To 
replace the blade, release a locking 
tab on the receptacle and pull the 
blade straight off the arm. 

Hook mounts are easily identified 
by the crook at the end of the wiper 
arm. The end of the wiper arm slips 
over a pin or pivoting sleeve on the 
blade. To replace the blade, flip the 
blade back over the hook and slide 
the blade off the hook. Some may 
use a locking tab which has to be 
released before the blade can be 
slipped off the hook. 

V^en the wiper blade and arm 
are parallel, next to each other rath¬ 
er than with the blade being under¬ 
neath the arm, look for a pin 
roounL Depress or lift a small lock¬ 
ing tab on the blade next to the pin 
and pull the blade away from the 
arm. 

Most universal replacement wip¬ 
er blades come with various adapt¬ 
ers one of which you attach to die 
blade so it will mate with your car's 
wiper arm. 

To change the squeegee, first 
remove the wiper blade from the 
wiper arm. Then determine how 
the refill is secured in the blade. 
Most refills have locking tabs at 
one end or the other. Squeeze the

tabs together (a pair of pliers is 
helpful) and pull the refill out of the 
blade frame. Thread the replace¬ 
ment squeegee through the blade 
frame and push it home so the tabs 
lock it in place. 

The other popular style of rubber 
refill features a locking tab or but¬ 
ton on one link of the wiper arm. 
Depress the button or tab and slide 
the squeegee — along with the 
locking link — out of the blade 
frame. Then remove the locking 
link from the squeegee. Install the 
locking link on the refill and slide 
the refill and link back into the wip¬ 
er arm. 

Reattach the wiper blade with its 
fresh rubber to the wiper arm and 
you should be seeing your way 
clear through the most Inclement 
weather.

1993.5 INFTNrri, From page 7 
leather seats (optional) and for 
those who wish to brighten thefr 
appearance, it has illuminated visor 
mirrors. Another change: adjust- 
able head rest both front and rear. 
These features are the results of lis¬ 
tening to customers’ suggestions. 
These improvements ^ round out 
the Infiniti showrooms by enhanc¬ 
ing their other cars. 

The exact price of the 1993.5 G20 
has yet to be decided. But it will 
remain the entree level model with 
a price tag somewhere in the low 
$20,000s. The J30, the mid-line car, 
runs about $35,000, and a fully 
equipped Q45, a performance lux¬ 
ury sedan, runs a little over 
$50,000. As the dealer network con¬ 
tinues to grow, there are rumors 
that another model will soon fill a 
fourth space on the showroom 
floor. Infiniti now has nearly 140 
stores — and a very high 
Consumer Satisfaction Index 
rating.

In the G20, the acceleration and 
handling are exciting — consider¬ 
ing that it does not have a super¬ 
charged, high-powered en^e. 

The car I drove had an automatic 
transmission, which held me down 
a bit I prefer a sfick shift so 1 can 
gear down as I turn corners. 
Nevertheless, the automatic trans¬ 
mission allowed me to drive with 
reasonable aggressiveness, and still 
enjoy the comforts of a luxury 
sedan when dressed with jacket 
and tie. In other words, the G20 sat¬ 
isfied my many modes. 

There are several factors in pro¬ 
ducing the all-around car. Safety is 
primary, but price, fuel economy, 
power, comfort, ease in handling 
are major considerations. Those 
interested in all of the above should 
find the G20 a welcomed addition 
to their shopping list

The cost of crashes is staggering, 
according to figures from National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration.

Deleting the third 
attributed to "driving under the 


influence," there's still a $91.5 
billion-tab against the sober driver. 

An estimated five percent of 
these accidents are attributed to 
poor condition of the vehicle, loose 
steering, a bald tire, bad brakes or 
other discrepancy. If, through 
proper preventive maintenance, we 
could avert just ten percent of these 
accidents, says the Car Care 
Council, savings to society could be 
as much as $475.5 million.
